- tended her as a Prieſt and Tutor. About which Time Gregory, the Biſhop 'of WY 4 
Rome, upon an Occaſion, which Bede relates at large, endeavoured the planting 5 
Chriſtianity here, ſending Auguſtine = other Monks with him, for that Purpoſe,

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x50 Years after the firſt Saxon Inroads. But they having made ſome Progreſs in 
their Journey were diſcouraged by Fear, and their Ignorance of the Language, 
and deſired to be excuſed from undertaking ſo dangerous an Expedition; 
however, by the Letters of Gregory, and the Aſſiſtance of Eleutherius Biſhop of 
Arles, they were prevail d on to proceed in their Journey; and landing in the 
Iſle of Thanet, were civilly enough received by the King, who was prepared 
for them by the Queen and Luidhard. They had a Place afſignd them for a Ha- 
bitation in Canterbury, where they practis d a Primitive Manner of Living, and 
converted many: They joined with Luidhard and the Queen in their Devotions 
in St Martin's Church, on the Eaſt Side of the City, which had. been a Chriſtian 
Temple of the Believing Romans, and was aſſign d to the Queen for her Devo- 
tions. The Manners of theſe Men, and their Simplicity of Life, to which we 
may add the Gift of Miracles, which Gregory mentions, gain'd ſo many Proſelites, 
that on the Chriſtmas Day after their Arrival, no leſs than 10000 of the Engliſh 
were baptiz d, as Pope Gregory writes to Eulogius an Eaſtern Biſhop, concerning 
Auguſtine's Succeſs. And the King, now a Convert and an Encourager of the 
Proſelites to this Religion, gave Auguſtine and his Fellows a ſettled Place for the 
Exerciſe of it in his Metropolis, which was in the Pariſh of St Alphage on the 
| North-Side of the High, or King Street, where, in Thorne's Time, the Palace of 
the Archbiſhop ſtood, now call d S tablergate. Soon after this, Auguſtine was con- 
ſecrated Biſhop by the Biſhop of Arles, and had the Pall from Gregory. And 
now having procured the King's Grant of an ancient Church of the Believing Ro- 
mans, he conſecrated it afreſh, in the Name of our Saviour 7 ESUS CHRIST, 
and fixt there a Dwelling for himſelf and Succeſſors: But for the Monks his Com- 
panions Ethelbert founded St Auguſtzne's Monaſtery. _ „ 
Auguſtine thus qualified, and the King converted, he gave him his Palace for 
the Seat of his Chair, and removed his Royal Reſidence to Reculver. 5 
To Auguſtine ſucceeded Laurentius, who ſet about confirming his Predeceſſor's 
Labours, but was diſcouraged by the Death of Ethelbert, and the Apoſtacy of 
Faabald to Paganiſm, which afterwards had a fairer Iſſue. This Laurentius, in 
the latter Part of his Time, as I take it, firſt fix'd the Cathedral Monaſtery to 
this Church; altho' Reyner poſitively aſſerts Auguſtine to have, at firſt, eſtabliſh'd 
it; and he might as well have gone through-ſtitch with Rudbourne, and prov'd, 
that there were Monks there before his coming, or Ethelbert's Converſion : But 
as Bede is ſilent in relation to it, we muſt ſuppoſe that the neighbouring one of 
St Peter and St Paul, endow'd by Ethelbert, was ſufficient ; and therefore it is 
called the Church of Auguſtine by Bede : And he ſays, that Lawrence had a Bed 
made in his Church, of St Peter and St Paul. T horn takes no Notice of any 
Convent for a long Time after, at Chriſt-Church; and the Evidences of that Ca- 
thedral make Mention of no Donations to ſupport one there, till the Year 516, 
when Eadbald, at the Admonition of Lawrence, upon his Recovery from his 
wicked Courſes, gave to Chriſt-Church, and the Family in that Church ſerving 
God, Edeſham, or Adeſham, for their Table. And it was not till Lawrence's 
Time that Pope Bonifacè held a Synod to regulate the Lives of Monks, at which 
Mollitus Biſhop of London was preſent: And there it was probably, that he re- 
ceived Inſtructions after what Manner the Eugliſh Biſhops ſhould collect and ma- 
nage Convents near their Cathedrals ; and brought with him the Pope's Letter to 
Lawrence, allowing him to ſelect Monks to Chriſt-Church. e | 
We meet with nothing material relating to this Church till the Time of Pleg- 
mund Archbiſhop, which was about the Year 871, but that both Church and 
Monaſtery had ſuffered much in the Daniſh Invaſions. This Prelate found the 
Roof of it ruin'd, the Rafters hanging ready to fall, and the Walls broken down, 
and irregular, ſo that it was by no Means fit for Divine Service; he therefore or- 
dered the broken Rafters to be taken away, raiſed the Walls to an even Height, 
or rather to a greater Height, about which he was Three Years ; and what is 
more wonderful, leſt the People ſhould be wet in coming to this roofleſs Church, 
the Heavens were ſo kind, at his Prayers, as to keep off from it the Rain ; and, 
leſt they ſhould be wet in going or coming, from the whole City likewiſe, this 


Gideon Fleece was dry, while all the Fields and Orchards around had plentiful 
and refreſhing Showers. _ : Ee Bots

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In the Year 1011, the Danes, with a very great Fleet, and an armed Power, 


came into Sandwich, and thence marched to Canterbury, which they cloſely be- 


ſieged, and fired it, together with this Building, and burnt it to the Ground. 

A few Years after this, Livingus, Archbiſhop, reſtored it again, in ſome Mea- 
ſure, who died An. 1020, which was afterwards compleatly finiſhed by Ethelnoth, 
his immediate Succeſſor. 

The Church being now reſtored, it may not be improper to give a Deſcription 
of it from Eadmer, an antient Hiſtorian, as it was in his Time. | 

At the Faſt End of the Church ſtood the High Altar, wherein was incloſed the 
Body of Wilfred. This was of rough Stone cemented together ; a little before 


that was another Altar dedicated to Chriſt, where daily Maſs was ſung ; in which 


Altar St A/phage encloſed the Head of St $w1ithin, and many other Relicks which 


he brought with him from incheſten. Deſcending hence, by ſeveral Steps, 


was the Choir of Singers, which Gervaiſe tells us, the Romans called the Crypt 


or Confeſſionary. At the Foot of the Steps before-mentioned, was a Deſcent in- 
to a Vault which went under all the Eaſt Part of the Church ; and at the Faſt 
End of it wes an Altar, wherein was encloſed the Head of St Furſius. From 
hence by a winding Paſſage, at the Weſt End was the Tomb, of Dunſtan, ſepa- 
rated from it by a Wall. His Body was buried deep in the Ground, before thoſe 
Stairs, and over him was a Tomb erected, in Form of a Pyramid, of great Heighr, 


at the Head of which was the Mattin Altar. From hence paſſing thro' the Choir, 


was the Hall or Body of the Church, ſeparated from the Choir by a Partition, to 
exclude the Crowd. About the Middle of the Length of the Hall, were two 
Towers, jutting out beyond the Walls, of which that on the South had an Altar 


in the Middle of it dedicated to St Gregory, and from this Tower was a Paſſage, 


/ i 


being the principal Porch of the Church, called by the Antient Exgliſb, and even 
now, ſays he, Suthdore; a large and capacious Portico, a Hall where Cauſes were 
try'd, and where a definitive Sentence, without Appeal, was given to thoſe which 
could not be legally determined in the King's Courts. The other Tower on the 


North Side was erected to the Honour of St Martin, having a Paſſage from it in- 
to the Cloyfter where the Monks converſed. And, as in the former, foreign Cau- 


ſes and ſecular Authority was exerciſed, ſo in this the Young Novices were in- 
ſtructed Day and Night, ſucceſſively by Turns, in Eccleſiaſtical Affairs and Offi- 


ces. The End of the Church was adorned with the Oratory of the Bleſſed Vir- | 


gin; to which (ſuch was the Nature of the Building) there was no Paſſhge but by 
an Aſcent of ſeveral Steps: In the Eaſt Part of it was an Altar conſecrated to the 
Name of the Bleſſed Virgin, wherein was encloſed the Head of Auſtrobarta the 


Virgin. When the Prieſt miniſtred in Divine Offices at this Altar, he turn'd his 


Face toward the People who ſtood below, to the Eaſtward; but behind him, to 
the Weſtward, ſtood the Archiepiſcopal Chair of curious Workmanſhip, compoſed 


of great Stones cemented together, and plac'd at a due Diſtance from the Altar, 


towards the Church Wall. | 


Of this Charch no farther Mention is made till the Year 1043, when it was 


much defaced by Fire, and moſt of their Writings and Records conſumed ; and 
in that ruin'd Manner it continued, for $tigand, a Man of narrow Soul and pre- 
carious Title, took no Care to repair it ; but the Norman Conqueſt following 
ſoon after, and Stigand being depoſed, Lanfrank ſucceeded him, a Man of a 
large and publick Spirit, and being prime Favourite with the King, was enabled 
to undertake it, he therefore pull'd down the Building to the Ground, together 
with the Cloyſters and Offices, and ſet about building it in a moſt ſtately and 
magnificent Manner, upon Arches of Stone, and vaulted after the Norman Faſhion, 
then introduced in England; a Kind of Work ſo wonderful, that the Eng/i/h 
were amaz'd at it, and called it the New Work. 

Gervaiſe, an old Writer, gives us alſo an Account of this Building after this 
Manner; I ſhall (ſays he) deſcribe the Work of Lanfrank, beginning with the 
great Tower, not that the whole Church was deſtroy d, but becauſe ſome Part 
thereof was much altered. The Tower therefore ſupported with mighty Columns 
is placed in the Middle of the Church, as a Centre is in the Middle of a Circle, 


on the Top Pinacle of which ſtands a gilded Cherubim. From hence towards 
the eſt, is the Nave or Body of the Church, ſupported both Ways by high 


B 2 | Pillars. 
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Pillars. Two lofty Towers with gilded Pinacles terminate this Nave or Body. 
In the Middle of this Church hangs a gilded Crown, but the Pulpit, in ſome 
Meaſure ſeparated the aforeſaid Tower from the Nave; and in that Part of the 
Nave, namely in the Middle, underneath it, ſtood an Altar of the Holy Crols. 
Over the Pulpit was a Beam which went athwart the Church, and ſeparated the 
great Croſs, and two Cherubims, as alſo the Images of the Bleſſed Virgin and 
St John the Apoſtle. In the North Wing was an Oratory, and an Altar of the 
Bleſſed Virgin. In the abovementioned Nave we {ung the Service for the Space 
of five Years after the Fire. The aforeſaid great Tower had a Croſs on each 
Side, namely, towards the North and South, each of which had a ſtrong Pillar in 
the Middle, by which the Arch proceeding in three Diviſions from the Wall was 
ſupported. Both of theſe were, in a Manner, the fame. In the North Croſs Iſle 
over the Arch was an Organ plac'd ; above the Arch, and beneath, was a Portico 
ſtretching forth towards the Eaſt, in the lower Part of which ſtood the Altar of 
 All-Saints. Before the Altar of St Michael, towards the South, lay interrd 
Teologildus the Archbiſhop; and towards the North, Siburgis, a Holy Virgin, 
whom St Dunſtan, becauſe of her Sanctity, ordered to be buried in the Church. 
Between this Portico and the Choir, is a Space divided into two Parts, namely, 
into a few Steps leading to the Crypt, and into a greater Number, to the 
higher Parts of the Church. The South Croſs Iſle hath alſo two Portico's, in the 
higher of which, is the Altar of St Blaiſe, in the lower that of St Benedict. In 
this lower Portico towards the Right Hand as you enter, lies buried William, the 
Archbiſhop, who with great Solemnity dedicated the Church of Chriſt, which I 
have now deſcrib'd. He was Founder of the Monaſtery at Dover; towards the 
Leſt lies interr'd Archbiſhop Radulfus his Predeceſſor. In the ſame Portico, be- 
fore the Altar, towards the Right Hand, lies Egelnothus the Archbiſhop, and 
towards the Left Vulfelmus, behind the Altar towards the Right Adelmus, and 
towards the Left Celnothus. Betwixt the Porch and the Choir is a Space divided 
into two Parts, namely a Deſcent into the Crypt, and an Aſcent into the Eaſtern 
Parts of the Church. This Space, and the abovementioned Portico, are ſeperated 
by a ſolid Wall. The Chappel of the Martyrdom, had fronting it the Paſſage 
from the Cloyſter into the Church. That Pillar which ſtood in the Middle of the 
Croſs Iſle, and the Arch depending thereon, in proceſs of Time, and out of Re- 
verence to the Martyr, was taken down, that the Altar erected in that Part of the 
Martyrdom might be ſeen at a greater Diſtance. But in the Circuit up to the 
Height of the aforeſaid Arch, a Paſſage was made by which the Pall and Cortines 
might be carried up. From this Croſs Ile into the Tower, and from the Tower 
into the Choir, is an Aſcent of many Steps. From the Tower you paſs thro' a 
new Gate into the Sourh Croſs Iſle, and from the ſame Tower you enter the 
Nave through a Pair of Folding Doors. g | ITS = 
The Church thus built, together with the Cloy ſters, Cellars, Refectory, Dor- 
mitory, and other Offices, which Lanfranc encloſed with a Stone-Wall, he 


beſtowed many Ornaments and ow upon, as alto ſeveral Books and Veſt- 
ments. This Archbiſhop likewiſe inſtituted new Rules for the Management of 


this Convent, which afterwards became the general Laws of all the Benedictine 
Monaftries in England ; which Inſtitutions ſee printed at the End of Reyner. And 
by the great Influence he had over William the Conqueror, he prevaild with him 
to reſtore to the Church, almoſt all their Lands which had been unjuſtly taken 
and detained from it, at any Time before. 'The Names of which Lands follow. 
In Kent, Raculf, Sandwic, Rateburch, Madeton, the Monaſtery of Limming, 
with all the Lands and Privileges thereto belonging, Salrwude with Burgheth 
belonging to Salrwnde, Langport, Niwenden, Rocking, Detling, Preſtantune 
near the Medway, Sunderherſte, E.arhethe, Orpertun, Amesford, Deninton, Stock, 
ſour Prebends of Neventune ; and many other ſmall Lands beſides theſe, as well 
in the Iſles as out of the Iles in Kent. But Stock and Denintun were reſtored _ 
by Lanfranc to the Church of St Andrew, as belonging anciently, and of Right 
to it. In Suthreye, Murtelac. The Monaſtery of St Mary in Lonaon, with Lands 
and Houſes; which Living the Prieft and his Wife had in London. In Middleſex, 
Herg ham and Heyſham. In Buckmghamfhire, Risþurg and Healtun. In Oxen- 


fordſhire, Niwenton. In Suthfolk, Frakenham. In Effex, Stiſted, Stanburg; 


; hes 
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all which he beſtowed upon the Church without any Fine or Reward, as is re- 
corded in the Obituary of this Church, which not being mentioned in the Hecem 
Scriptores and Somner, we have ſet down at Length. The Conqueror alſo con- 
firmed the Rights of the Archbiſhop to the Church of St Martin's at Dover, and 
in Schippey, and granted his Charter to the Monks for the free Tenure of their 
Lands. Together with three other Charters of the Liberties of the Church. 
And Odo, Earl of Kent, granted ſome Houſes in Sandwich to this Church, Anno 
1075. Lanfrank is ſaid to reſtore twenty-five Manors to this Church, by Stow, 

and likewiſe to repair the Walls of the City of Canterbury. 
Lanfrank dying, was ſucceeded by Anſelm, a great Admirer of Monkiſh Diſ- 
cipline, who took down the Choir of Lanfrank, which we could not before 
deſcribe, for Gervaiſe had not {ſeen it, and Eadmer makes no Mention of it, ſo 
that it ſhould ſeem that the old Choir was left ſtanding when Lanfrank rebuilt 
the Church, as intending afterwards to join a magnificent One to it, but ſtopt by 
the vaſt Expences of the Church building ; for had it been worth deſcribing, 
 Eadmer would not have ſtopt at it, neither would Anſelm in twenty Years Time 
after ſo ſtrong a Building muſt needs be, have had Occaſion to take it down, 
which he did, and with the Aſſiſtance of Zrnulfus the Prior, began to rear up a 
moſt magnificent One in the Room. A Work ſo extravagant and expenſive, that 
it became the Admiration and Envy of all People; inſomuch that ſome com- 
plained of it to the King, but he was ſo far from being angry, that he com- 
mended their Zeal. Upon Ernulfus's being removed to the Abbey of Burgh, 
he was ſucceeded by Conrad, the fame Year that Anſelm dy'd, and notwithſtan- 
ding the Troubleſomeneſs of thoſe Times, and the Vacancy of the Archbiſhoprick 
which Henry the iſt had ſeiz d in his Hands, he carried on and compleated this 
Work, a Work ſo magnificent and beautiful, that Malmsbury (who by Miſtake 
aſcribes the compleating of it to Ernulfus) ſays, it was ſo glorious that nothing 
comparable to it was to be ſeen in 5, N whether we make our Obſervations 
on the Tranſparency of the Glaſs Windows, the Brightneſs of the Marble Pave- 
ment below, or the admirable Beauty and Elegancy of the Paintings, which drew 
the Eyes of all Beholders to the Roof above. This Building is thus exactly de- 
ſcribed by Gervaiſe, who lived in the Time when it was ſtanding, and was a 
Monk of this Church. Proceeding from the Great Tower which divides the 
Hall of the Church from the Choir, the Eaftern Pillars of it jutted out from 
a ſolid Wall like Semi-Pillars or Pilaſters, which with the Wall teperated it from 
the View of the Church: It was ſupported by Eighteen Pillars, (viz) nine on 
each Side, in a direct Line, and at equal Diſtances. Beyond which, ſix Pillars 
more extended themſelves to form a Semicircle ; from the ninth Pillar on each 
Side was formed an Arch, and from Pillar to Pillar, as well thoſe in a direct Line 
as the circular ones, were form'd Arches. Over theſe was rear'd a ſolid Wall, in 
which were ſeveral ſmall and obſcure Windows, this Wall ſurrounding the Choir 
filled up the Interſpaces of the Arches and united them. Over which Wall was 
an Ambulatory, called the Triforium and the upper Range of Windows, This 
was the Form of the Inner Wall of it, over which extended the Roof, which 
was a Sky finely painted. At the Baſes of the Pillars was a Wall or Concate- 
nation of Marble Slabs, which ſurrounding the Choir and Presbytery, divided the 
Nave of the Building from the Wings or Side Iſles thereof. This Wall encloſed 
the Monks Choir, the Presby tery, the high Altar dedicated to the Name of Jeſus 
Chriſt, the Altar of St Dunſtan, and the Altar of St Elphege, with their Shrines, 
Beyond this Wall at the Eaſt bending of it, and behind the high Altar was 
the Patriarchal Chair made of one Stone, in which the Archbiſhops were wont 
to fit on their high Feſtivals, during the Intervals of Maſs till the Conſecration 
of the Elements, and then they deſcended by eight Steps to Chriſt's Altar, From 
the Choir to the Presbytery were three Steps. At the two Eaſt Corners of the 
Altar were two Pillars of Wood neatly embelliſhed with Gold and Silver, which 
ſupported a huge Beam ' reſting on the Top of the Captitals, which fronting the 
Choir preſented to the View of the Church an Image of Our Lord, gilt, and an 
Image of St Dunſtan on the one Side, and St Elphege on the other, and ſe ven 
Shrines adorned with Gold and Silver, containing a large Number of Reliques. 
Between the Columns ſtood a Golden © in the Centre of which W 
iſtals 
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Chriſtals ſet in a Circle. In the Middle of the Choir hung a golden Branch, 
faſhioned like a Crown, to hold twenty-four Wax Lights. Under the Altar of 
Chriſt in the Crypt or Under Croſs was the Altar of the Virgin Mary, in Ho- 
nour of whom the whole Crypt was dedicated; this Crypt extended it ſelf in 
Length and Breadth proportionable to the Choir above it. Having thus deſcribed 
the Choir and Presbytery, we proceed to the Side and Croſs Iſles. The outward 
Wall of the Church, was thus extended, beginning from Zanfrank's Crols, (viz.) 
where is the Martyrdom towards the Eaſt, to the upper Croſs were three Win- 
dows and five Pillars, anſwerable to, and arching from thoſe of the Choir. From 
the five Pillars begun the North Croſs, and extending the Breadth of two Arches, 
was corner d by the ſeventh. From this fifth and ſeventh Pillar therefore the 
Side Walls of the Croſs proceeded Northward, and formed two Portico's or Spaces 
in the Wall. In the North Portico was the Altar of St Martin, under which in 
the Crypt was the Altar of St Mary 3 at the Altar of St Martin lay 
two Archbiſhops, on the Right Side Vifred, on the Left Ling. The other 
Nich or Portico had in it the Altar of St Stephen, and in the Crypt under it the 
Altar of St Nicholas ; at the Altar of St Stephen were two Archbiſhops, on the 
Left-hand Athelard, and on the Right-hand Cuthbert: From this Portico of St 
Stephen, the aforeſaid Wall proceeding to the Eaſt, had a great Window oppoſite 
to the Altar, near which was the high Tower of St Andrew, 1o called from the 
Altar there dedicated to that Saint, under which in the Crypt was that of the 
Holy Innocents. Thus the North Side. On the South, the Wall continued 
likewiſe from Lanfrank's Croſs, and the Centre of St Michael's Chappel, and in 
the fame Order reached to the upper South Croſs which had likewiſe. two Por- 
tico'ss In the Sou Part was the Altar of St Gregory, where lay the Arch- 
| biſhops Bregwin, and Plegmund, under which, in the Crypt, was the Altar of 
St Owen, Krehbiſhop of Rhoan, In the other Portico was the Altar of St ohn 
the Evangeliſt, where lay he Archbiſhops Ethelgare and Eluric ; and in the 
Crypt underneath was the Altar of St Paulinus, where was buried Syricius the 
Archbiſhop. Before the Altar of St Owen was the Altar of St Katherine ; from 
this Croſs, the Wall continued to a Window enlightening, and collateral with 
the high Altar, and anſwerable to the other Side, as was likewiſe a Tower, in 
which were the Altars of St Peter and St Paul; but St Anſelm being tranſlated 
thither, gave his Name both to the Altar and Tower: From theſe two Towers 
the Walls form'd a Sweep to the Chappel of the Holy Trinity, which continued 
the Building, in which at the Eaſt, was the Altar of the Holy Trinity, where 
Becket ſaid Maſs the Day of his Conſecration, and afterwards frequented, both 
before and after his Exile, to his Devotions. At this Altar lay St Odo, Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and St Wifred Archbiſhop of Tor. On the South Side 
Archbiſhop Lanfrank, and on the North Archbiſhop Theobald. In the Crypt 
were two Altars; on the South Side St Auguſtin s, on the North St Fohn Bap- 
tiſt's. Near the South Wall lay Archbiſhop Ethelred, and on the North Ead/inc. 
In the Middle of this Chappel was a Pillar which ſupported the Roof, and form'd 
Arches to all Parts of it, where was the Tomb of St Thomas Becket. This cu- 
rions Building was likewiſe enriched and adorned by the ſame Prior Conrade 
after a moſt magnificent Manner, who preſented two Schi/las of the fineſt Tape- 
ſtry, four of the beſt and largeſt Palls in the whole Church, and one Pall be- 
| ſides of a more ordinary Sort: He alſo cauſed to be made a moſt admirable Cope, 
embroidered every where outwardly with pure Gold, and adorned on the lower 
Part, round the Circuit, with one Hundred and forty Bells of Silver gilt, with. 
many precious Stones interſperſt, on which he laid out the Sum of one Hundred 
Pounds. He gave a Candleſtick of a wondrous Size of Copper gilt, having three 
Branches on each Side proceeding from the Middle Stock, in which it held ſeven 
Wax-Candles. Five large Bells, the firſt of which required ten Men, the ſecond 
as many, the third eleven, the fourth eight, and the fifth twenty-four Men to 
ring them. This fifth Bell was firſt of all given by the venerable Prior Ernulf, 
but being afterwards broke, the great. Comrade, at a prodigious Expence, cauſed 
it to be new caſt. But in almoſt all theſe Benefactions, he was much obliged to 
the friendly Aſſiſtance of two moſt munificent Secretaries, of Adewyhus firſt, and 
afterwards of Edmond, From this Man's compleating the Work and enriching 


It. 
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it, it was call'd by his Name; and altho' Anſelm encourag'd, and Ernulf began 
the Work, their BenefaCtions were ſunk in his Praiſe. This Building was dedi- 
cated by Radulfus the Archbiſhop, the Year he came to this See, vis. 1114, but 
during the building of this Church, we muſt not forget to look upon the Bene- 
tations towards it. In the Year 1106 King Henry I. beſtowed upon it Slinden 
in Suſſex, and Archbiſhop Auſelm, to encourage them in their Undertaking, 
gave them half of the Offerings made at the Altar of Chriſt, which were remain- 
ing in his Hands after his Predeceſſor Lanfrank's Deceaſe. Together with the 
Manor of Stiſtede. And about this Time alſo, one Karlemannus a Prieſt, who 
is commemorated in the Obituary, gave Broke to this Church. King Henry J. 
likewiſe granted them his free Charter, by a ſecond confirmed the Liberties granted 
them by Edward the Confeſſor, and by a third releaſed them from the Tax of 
Geld and Danegeld. | | | | 
About the Year 1130 this Church ſuffered again by Fire, as the Author of 
the Autiquitates Britaunicæ tells us, and that it was burnt down, at which 
Time the City of London, and Church of St Paul's were alſo conſumed by Fire; 
but as neither of thoſe Accidents ſeem to be mentioned by any other Hiſtorian, 
there dces not appear the leaſt Probality of Truth in it; for this very Year the 
Church, that is the Building of Lanfranb, viz. the Body, and this new Choir, 
were in a moſt pompous Manner dedicated by William Corboil the Archbiſhop : 
The Kings of England and Scotland, and moſt of the Nobility being preſent. 
At which Time the King gave them the Church of St Martin's at Dover; and 
Archbiſhop William gave them Eight Pounds yearly out of his Manor of Re- 
culvre. At this Dedication Thorn tells us the Name was chang'd from Chriſt 
Church to that of the Trinity, and that the Church's Seal was changed, as Mr 
Sammer obſerves, but I cannot find any Certainty in this, ſince J find the Name 
of St Saviours Chriſt-Church, and the Holy Trinity uſed both before and after 
this Dedication ; and in all the Donations afterwards it is but once called by the 
Name of the Holy Trinity, but frequently by that of Chriſt-Church, and parti- 
cularly Anno 1146, Henry de Ripa gave his Manor of Diepham to Chriſt-Church, 
by laying his Knife upon Chrift's Altar. Nothing memorable occurs relating to 
the Affairs of this Monaſtery except the Differences between this Convent and 
Archbiſhop Theobald, till the Murder of Becket ; of which ſee the Particulars 
elſewhere, whom they buried obſcurely in the Undercroft, left his Body, as the 
Aſſaſſins had threatned, ſhould be expoſed to wild Beaſts and Birds; and great 
Need had they to take Care to preſerve a Corps which afterwards prov'd of ſuch 
vaſt Advantage to them. Wibert the Prior, who died 1167, gave to this 
Church the great Wood of Chartham, containing forty Acres; beſtowed a 
great Bell to the Steeple, which required thirty Men to ring it; beſtowed | 
upon the Church two large Carpets, and likewiſe a Silver Cup, and left 
ſeventy-one Shillings Rent to the Church to be expended on his Anniverſary, 
whereof ſorty Shillings to the RefeQtory, twenty Shillings to the Poor, and the 
reſt to the Almonry ; hut what was his moſt remarkable and greateſt Un- 
dertaking, was the fine Aqueduct which he made to ſerve all the Offices of this 
. Monaſtery. © . 5 1 . 3 
Aud 1174. This glorious and beautiful Choir of Conrade, which we have 
before deſcribed, was miſerably and ſuddenly conſumed by Fire, which happen d 
on the fifth of September, and was thus (as Gervaiſe, who was an Eye-witneſs, 
tells us) occaſioned. About Nine of the Clock a Fire happened without the Gate 
and Walls, and before the Court of the Church in three ſmall Houſes, which by 
the ſpeedy Aſſiſtance of the Citizens being put out, a ſtrong Southerly Wind 
which at that Time happened to blow very fiercely, carried ſome of the Coals 
and Cindars to the Top of the Church, where being lodged, the Wind gradually 
wrought them thro' the Creviſes of the Lead, where they lay conceald among 
the Timber, by the Lead without, and the painted Roof within, till at laſt, the 
Lead being melted, the Flames burſt out and were diſcovered and increas d by 
the Fury of the Wind; mean while the other Fire being overpowered, every 
one returned to his Habitation, not imagining the Danger that lay hid, till at 
laſt it was diſcovered, for the Timbers of the Roof breaking through, the 8 
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Cieling fell down into the Choir upon the Monks Stalls, which were of large carv'd 
Timber, and ſet Fire to them. Theſe fed the Flames till the Walls and Pillars 
were irrecoverably weakened, and the Ornaments conſumed. This Fire affected 
not the great Tower, nor the Body, or lower Croſs of the Church, nor the two 
Towers, Anſelm's and Gregory's ; for the main Damage was its weakening the 
Pillars, by the Fire of the adjacent Stalls, otherwiſe the Roof only had ſuffered. 
The Infirmary with the Chappel of St Mary, and other Offices were conſumed 
together with the Church, and moſt of the Church Ornaments were ſtolen. The 


great Cheſt of Reliques upon the Beam, over the Altar, were thrown down and 


broken, and the Fragments collected by the Monks. The Choir thus conſumed, 
the Monks conſult for a Place where to officiate the daily Service, and pitch 
upon the Body of the Church: There they build an Altar, which done, left the 


Bodies of their two great Patrons Dunſtan and Elphege ſhould lie expos'd to the 


Weather, among the Rubbiſh, they removed them in their Coffins with much 


Difficulty, and depoſited them before the Altar of the Holy Croſs, in the Nave 
of the Church ; and Walling their Place of Worſhip from the View of the People, 


began next to conſider by what Means to rebuild their Choir. They ſent for 
the beſt Artiſicers they could hear of, either in England or foreign Parts, to con- 
ſult with them. Theſe differed much in their Opinions. Some propoſed to re- 


pair the rain'd Work, but the more rational and ſafe Way was thought to pull g 


it down, and rebuild it a new from the very Foundation. One William Senonenſts 


undertook it, and was a whole Year in taking it down. In the mean while he 
laid in Stone, Cement, Sc. and delivered the Stones to Sculptures to be ready for 


the new Work. The ſecond Year he proceeded fo far before Winter as to erect 
four Pillars, (z. e.) two on each Side, and before the Winter was at an End, two 


more, (i. e.) three and three, over which, and the outward Wall of the Iſles he 
turned decent Arches, and a Roof, that is three every Way, putting a Pillar for 
a Center, for that it is the Middle and terminates every Way. The Year before 
the laſt Cataſtrophe (big.) 1173 Becket was canoniz'd, and from that Time began 

the prodigious Increaſe of this Church's Wealth, for in the Year 1173, were Odo's 


Benefactions. In the Year 1177, Philip Earl of Flanders viſited his Tomb, and 


made Offerings there; for as yet, while the Choir was new building, he was not 
enſhrin'd, but lay in his Tomb in the Under-croft. Soon after Lewis King of 
France, King Henry of England, Robert Earl of Bulloign, and others, viſited 
and offered likewiſe ; by which Means, and the Papal Bulls granted for the Ob- 
_ lations of the Altar, to be applied to the Uſe of the Convent for rebuilding the 


Church, they were enabled to carry on this great and ſurprizing Work in ſo 
ſhort a Space. But of theſe when we come to Becket's Shrine, and now take 


Notice of ſome Charters and Privileges likewiſe confirmed upon it. Henry the 


Second ga ve fifteen Pounds yearly Rent in Barkeſore, and in Hockiſeaſe, and Riſſen- 


Aon, and twenty-five Pounds Rent in Leiſdon, Dodcomb was about this Time given 


by William Tracy to this Church, and King Henry and Stephen both of them by 
their Charters confirmed their Privileges. Archbiſhop Richard reſtored to this 
Convent the Churches of Eaſtria, Monketon, Mepeham and Eynesford, and King 
Richard I. gave Boſcomb de Blean, or Blean Wood, to this Church. And Alie- 
nor Queen to Henry III. gave to this Church thirteen Tenements in the Judaiſm 


in Canterbury, and the Manors of Teurſtaine and Weſifarlegh, with the Ad vow- 
ſons of the Churches of Weſt-Clive and Weſterham; and the fame Queen pre- 

ſented this Church with one Caſula of Red Sattin embroidered, and alſo an Al 

embroidered with Images at Length. 2 


The Building of the Church had received no Alterations ſince the rebuilding 
of the Choir of Conrad, excepting the before-mentioned Chappel, till the Time 
of Henry de Eſtria, who was a great Benefactor, and a careful Governor of this 


Church ſor many Years: In his Time, as appears by his Accounts, I find theſe 


Alterations : Anno 1292, a new Clock was ſet up in the Church, which coſt 
30 J. and two Years after, that Part of the Church near St Gregory's Altar, in 
the upper South Croſs, was repaired with a new Gable, the Charge of which 
amounted to 13/. | | 

And again, I find that in the Years 1304, and 5, the whole Choir was re- 
paired and beautified, and the three eſt Doors made, and a new Pulpit erected; 


which 
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which with ſome Repairs to the Chapter-Houſe, amounted to no leſs than 
839/. 75. 8 d. and it was, I conjecture, at this Time, that the fine Stone Work: 
at the eſt End of the Choir was made, at the Charge of Prior Henry de Eſtria, 
a Man of a large and publick Spirit; for J find it recorded in the Obituary, that 
he adorn'd the Choir with Stone-Work, very curiouſly cary'd, and gave to this 
Church many Ornaments and Books. 

Anno 1316, the ſame Prior bought five Bells, whereof one was called Bell- 
Thomas, placed in the great Clock-houſe, and weighed Sooo Pounds; three 
others were placed in the new long Clock-houſe, more Northward, one whereof 
weighed 2400 Pounds, the ſecond 2200 Pounds, and the third 2000 Pounds, 


One Bell more was added to ring to Chappel, which weighed 800 Pounds and 
an half. The Price of all theſe, excluding the Carpenters and Smiths Work, 


amounted to 236 J. 14s. Anno 1317, a new Clock-honſe, or Tower, was 
erected towards the North, which coſt 61 J. 55s. 3 d. and the Lead gol. is. 2 4. 


And three more Bells for the Clock-houſe under the Angel, of which one weighed 
1460 Pounds, the ſecond 1210 Pounds, and the Third 1124 Pounds. The 


Charge, without reckoning Carpenters and Smiths Work, amounted to 65 J. od. 9d. 


And three leſſer Bells in the fame Steeple, which weighed 2750 Pounds. At the 


fame Time, were repaired ſeveral Parts of the Convent, as the greater and leſſer 


Chambers of the Prior, the long Chamber, and that by the Treaſury, and his 
Study : The new Chamber of the Prior was likewiſe leaded, together with the 
Wardrobe, and the new Pantry and Kitchen of the Prior were leaded : The great 


Hall near the Gate of the Court was likewiſe repaired, the great Barn for Hay 


was built, a Fiſh-pond was made, and a Bath near the School of the Novices, 
the Cloyſters were new paved, new Studies built, a new Bake-houſe, with a 
new Granary and Chimneys, a new Granary in the Bake-houſe, &c. The 


fame Prior is recorded in the Obituary, to have beſtowed on this Church many 


rich Veſtments, Jewels, Pontifical Rings, &c. the Particulars of which you will 
find in the Inventory, taken in his Time, of the Riches of this Church ; together 
with the Gifts of the Archbiſhops Peckham and Winchelſea, of which, the latter 
is aid to have given many curious and rich Veſtments and Books to this Church 
in the Obituary. In the Time of that Yinchelſea, the Monks fell heavily under 
the King's Diſpleaſure, for harbouring the Archbiſhop, while in Diſgrace, inſo- 


much that he proſcribed them, and turned 8 dg out of the Monaſtery, 


ſeizing upon their Revenus, and forbidding all Perſons, by Proclamation, to give 
them either Meat or Drink; but he was ſoon after reconcil'd to them. And here 
we may obſerve, that the Power of the Monks decreas'd very ſenſibly, for Ea- 
ward I. a brave and ſucceſsful Prince, firſt reſtrained them; and the Pope's Subtili- 


ty of Bulls of Proviſion, ſoon after put an End to their infolent Claims to a Right 


of Election. There was no Archbiſhop after this Time a Monk; and the Order 
it ſelf was much clouded by ſeveral new Orders that were ſet up againſt it. Very 
few Donations were now made to this Church, and even Becket's Shrine had 
almoſt gathered in its Harveſt; the only Donation is that of Walter Reynolds 
the Archbiſhop, who gave them his Manor of Caldecot, and his Wood of Thur- 


rold, but it was only upon Condition they ſhould remember him on his Anni- 


verſary, which he had much better have given to have been forgot, unleſs he 
had left behind him a better Character than that of an ungrateful Rebel. Arch- 
biſhop Stratford likewiſe preſented this Church with a rich Cope, his beſt Mitre, 
and two Books, one of Decretals, and the other of Decrees, and aſſign d to the 


Convent, a Penſion of 100 Shillings from the Churches of Preſtane and Boctone: 
But the moſt remarkable is the Donation of | Archbiſhop 1//ip, who left them fix. 


Dozen. of Silver Diſhes, and as many Sil ver Salts, four Silver Pelyes, with four 
Lavatories of the ſame, twenty-four Pieces of Silver, and fix Silver Pitchers for 


Wine for the RefeQory ; he likewiſe left them two large Silver Pelves, 1000 


Sheep, and ordered that the Lambs of them ſhould be ſa ved for the Encreaſe of 
the Stock; and alſo ordered a Chauntery for himſelf in the Church, and an An- 
niverſary.. _ FPG i h DL200 r 7 idg 

About this Time the Manor of Boveron, in the Village of Hocking in the County 
of Ex, was given to this Convent, by one Richard Boveton; and King Ed- 


ward 
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Ward III. in the 38th Year of his Reign gave them his Manor of 'Bor/e- in the 
County of Eex. The ſame Year died Prior Hathbrand; who gave ſeveral Orna- 
ments, Books, and ſundry precious Jewels. The Stone Hall alfo, which is called the 
Maſter's Table, with the ſeven Chambers adjoining for infirm Perſons, were of this 
Building. Another Chamber covered with Lead near La Gloriet; the ne Kitchen 
of the Convent, two great Bells in the Clock-houſe, vi g. Feſus and Dunſtun, the 
great Organ, the Pedement of St Thomas's Altar: He alſo cauſed to be built and 
repaired many Houſes, as well without the Priory as within. The Manors of Bo- 
nington, Stiſted and Southcherche, and the Arable Lands, as well as the Woods, Mea- 


dovs and Paſtures: In other Manors he gain d to the Church to the Number of 


three Hundred and ſixty-three Acres by, his own Induſtry. The Marſh of Appul- 
dore, and the Marſh of Elwerton he cauſed to be incloſed. But to return to the 


Building. 


It is to be obſerved, that in the Fire before- mentioned, which burnt down the 
Choir of Conrade, only the Body of the Church continued in the Manner Lan- 
frank left it, and ſo it did till about the Year 1376, when Simon Sudbury, a wile 


and good Man, and of a large and extenſive Spirit, took down the North and 


South Wings of this Church, and built them in the magnificent Manner we now 
ſee them: He alſo took down the Body of the Church, with Intention to re- 
build it at his own proper Charges; but before he had begun the Building, he was 
barbarouſly murthered by the Rebels; but though his Death prevented the car- 


rying on this Work, yet the Convent proceeded chearfully- with rebuilding it; 


in which they were aſſiſted by Archbiſhop Courtney his Succeſſor, who gave them 
towards the Expence a thouſand: Marks, and, by his Will, left them two Hun- 
dred Pounds to build the South Pane of the Cloyſters: He likewiſe gave the 
Church of Moepeham for the Uſe of the Infirmary, and built four Houſes; he 
preſented to the Church likewiſe a moſt rich Scarlet Cope powdered! with Pearls, 


a white Veſtment with fix. and another green one with ſeven 


2 Trinity for the high Altar with ſix Apoſtles, weighing one Hundred and 
ſixty Pounds; beſides which he gave them ſix valuable Books, vis. the Melle- 


 loguium of St Auſtin, and a Dictionary in three Volumes, together with a Ka- 


lendar of the ſame, which he left to his Nephew Richard Courtney, if he ſhould 
take Orders, and afterwards to this Church; and his Book called Lyra in two 
Volumes, and a large Silver Bowl to the Prior and his Succeſſors, on Condition 
they ſhould remember him as often as they uſed it. 5 „ 

To him ſucceeded Arundel, who no leſs heartily engaged in this Building, and 


' who, in Imitation of his Predeceſſor, gave them alſo 1000 Marks towards it, and 
for that the Convent had expended! about 5000 Marks already in the Work, and 


ſhould want 6000 more to fmiſh- it; he appropriated to them the Rectory of 

Godmerſham in Kent ; he likewiſe gave to the Prior and Monks 100 J. by his 
laſt Will, and for that it was compleated in his Time; he furniſhed: one of the 
Towers with five Muſical Bells, called Arundel Ring. He likewiſe gave them 
ſeveral rich Veſtments, one Green one, another of Cloth of Gold, a Golden Mitre 


richly adorned with Jewels and precious Stones, a large Paſtoral Staff of Silver 


gilt, a golden Chalice for the high Altar, with two golden Flaggons worth 200 
Marks, and another golden Chalice to be uſed upon St Thomas's Feaft, worth: 


forty Pounds, three Silyer Baccillia hanging before the Altar, and many other 


Jewels; two Miſſals and ſeveral very valuable Books, and other Church Orna- 
ments, particularly one very valuable Book of St Gregory's Works, on Condition 
that if it was moved out of the Church, it ſhould be Bricited to the then reigning 
King of England : For this Prelate was built a Chauntry Chapel on the North- 
ſide of the Church toward the lower Part of the Body, of which there are now 
no Remains. h ED, £ : eee 
Archbiſhop Chicheley is likewiſe ſaid to have laid out great Sums in repairing 
this Church, and building a Library; as like wife the South Steeple at the Weſt 
End, called the Duuſtau-Steeple, which laſt he lived not to compleat. And as 
the Archbiſhops were ſo generous in carrying on this Work, no leſs commendable 
was the Care and Prudence of the then Prior Chillenden, who went through with 
this Work, and is Recorded in the Obituary, to have built the Nave, together 


with

with the Chapel of the Virgin Mary in the ſame; as alſo the Cloyſter, Chapter- 
houſe, and great Dormitory; adorning ſeveral Altars in the Church with carved 
Work, and Paintings, preſenting it with many Veſtments, Jewels, very valuable 
Books in divers Faculties, Sc. In his Time likewiſe, and by his Care, ſeveral 
Offices of the Monaſtery were repaired and rebuilt ; a Sartrinum, the Granary, 
the Prior's Stable, the Walls and Turrets about his Court, the paved Chamber 
near the, Prior's Hall, with two other Chambers, the Prior's Lodging in the Dor- 
mitory, together with his Study and other adjoining Buildings. He rebuilt the 
Priefts Hall in the Almonry, together with the Boys Hall, and other Buildings. 
He repaired ſeyeral Houſes in the City of Canterbury belonging to the Church, 
particularly two Inns, the Checquer and the Crown ; repaired at Icham, at Char- 
tham, and Godmerſham, and the other Manors belonging to this Church, and 
likewiſe at the College at Oxford. But one of the moſt remarkable of his Actions. 
is the Honours. he acquired from Pope Urban to the Prior of this Convent, VS. 
the Uſe of the Paſtoral Staff and Sandals, together with ſolemn Benediction in the 
Archbiſhop's Abſence, and Exemption from general Chapters N 

The four ſucceeding Priors made no Improvements, but Goldſtone the fifth was 
no leſs remarkable than Chi/lenden, though he lived in a much more troubleſome 


Time. This Man built the beautiful Chapel of the Virgin Mary in the North 
Croſs, which is now called the Dean's Chapel, wherein he lies buried; as alſo 
the Portico which he leaded, and beautified the South Tower at the Weſt End 


of the Church, the Height of the Portico of the Church, with curious Stone 
Work: He alfo built a large Houſe in Canterbury, near the Gate of the Cœmi- 
tary, called the Bull, and gave Books, Sc. to the College at Oxford. I do not 
find that Bourchier repaired any Part of this Church, tho he left ſeveral Orna- 


ments to it, particularly an Image of the Trinity of pure Gold, with a Diadem, 


in which. was ſet eleven Balaſtors, ten Saphires, and forty- four Pearls, a Veſtment 
of Cloath of Gold, or Red Tiſſue, and twenty-ſeven Copes of Red Tiſſue, as 
mentioned in the Obituary. | 5 N 
The next remarkable Benefactor and improver of this Church was Prior Sellying, 
who is ſaid to have been at yery large Expence in repairing ſeveral Parts of the

it painted with Texts called Carols; gave the Church twenty-ſeven Copes of 
Red Tiſſue, with other Dreſſes appertaining to them. He built a Wall from St 
Michael's Church to the old Garden Wall of the Convent, together with the 
Tower called the Gloriet, adjoining to the Prior's Chamber, which was ſince 


called the Prior's Study; which Building of Stone, he leaded, glazed, and beau- 


tifally adorned within ; he likewiſe built a Library over the Prior's Chapel, 
and furniſhed it with Books, and repaired much of the Eſtates and Manors be- 
longing to this Church, as is expreſſed at large in the Obituary. This Man be- 


gan to build the great Tower, or Angel Steeple, but died before he had pro- 
cCeeded far in it; however his Succeſſor Goldſtone, the ſecond of that Name, 
compleated it, together with two Arches of Stone Work finely carved ; as alt | 
four ſwaller ones, to ſupport the ſaid Tower. In this, he was aſſiſted by the 
Bounty of Archbiſhop Morton, who is faid to have built moſt of it at his own 
Charge, as may be ſeen by his Device upon it, vis. MOR, and a TUN.

This Archbiſhop likewiſe left ſome Lands in the Park called the Maat, near 
Maidjtong, to the Archbiſhops for ever; and for Ornaments to the Church he 


left fourſcore White Copes, richly adorned, with other Veſtments for Prieſt, Dea- 


con and Subdeacon; on all which, his Arms were embroidered in Gold, with 
this Motto, Deo /it Gratiarum Afio. He likewiſe gave a Funeral Pall, very 
richly embroidered with Gold, as mentioned in the Obituary. 2 5 

Prior Goldſtone, beſore- mentioned, was likewiſe an eſpecial Benefactor, for beſides | 
his buildirig the Steeple, he preſented ſeveral very valuable Books to the Choir of 
this Church, particularly a large Gradale very finely illuminated, and a beautiful 
Miſſal for high Maſs; he likewiſe gave a Silver Head, in which was encloſed that 


of St Dunſtan, and bought the Brazen Eagle for the Reading Desk for the Choir; 


which Choir he hang with beautiful Pieces of Arras, wherein were wrought the 
Life and Death of the Bleſſed Virgin, to be uſed only on very extraordinary Oc- 
N caſions.

caſions. He likewiſe furniſhed the Church with ſeveral Veſtments, as he did alſo 
the Prior's Chapel with Curtains, Carpets, &c. and the Oratory of the Chapel, 
together with the Clauſura adjoining to the North-Side of the Church, where the 
Priors might fit commodiouſly to hear Maſs : He likewiſe repaired the Prior's 


Wardrobe, and built near the Gloriet a Building called the New Lodging, with 


Chambers, Banqueting-Rooms, Gc. and a handſome Portico towards the Court. 
About this Time there was a great Reſort of People to our Lady's Chapel in the 
Crypt, but by Reaſon of ſeveral Springs the Water generally flow'd in there, ſo 

that the Devotees could not without Difficulty reſort to it. He therefore made a 
famous Aqueduct or Drain, which goes from the Church-Gate, croſs the Church- 
Yard to the Church, and under the Foundation of it : He likewiſe built the Gate 
of the Church-Yard, being a moſt beautiful Piece of Work, which he lived not 


indeed to compleat, but left Money for that Purpoſe : He repaired very much 


of the ſeveral Manors belonging to this Church. | 
Richard Martin, Suffragan Biſhop of Dover, who died in the Year 1498, and 


is commemorated in the Obituary, on the 13th of the Kal.

Archbiſhop Dean alſo gave to this Church a Silver Image of Fifty one Ounces

Thus have we traced this Convent to its higheſt Pitch of Glory, from whence 
it was very ſuddenly to deſcend, for Henry VIII. was fully reſolv'd that this 


Place, which had given ſuch ſtrong Oppoſition to his Predeceſſors, ſhould be one 

of the firſt that ſhould feel his Power; and for that their Patron Saint had merited 
only by withſtanding the Regal Authority, he reſolved to root out the -Remem- 
brance of ſo dangerous a Precedent. He therefore firſt prohibited their obſerving 


the Feſtival of his Tranſlation, which was the 7th of Jay, a Day very ſtrictl

obſerved with great Pomp and Concourſe of People. To this fc volo Archbiſhop 


Cranmer gave Countenance, by ſupping in Publick on Fleſh on the Eve of it, 
which was generally a ſtrict Faſt. This was ſeconded, the Year following, by an In- 


junction of the King, that all his Pictures and Images ſhould be thrown down, his 


Name razed out of all Books and Writings, for that he was a ſtubborn Rebel, a 


Tray tor to his Prince, and not worthy to be called a Saint; at which Time his 


Shrine was likewiſe demoliſhed, the Treaſures of it ſeized to the King's Uſe, and

Anno z iſt Henry VIII. by a Coumiſſion iſſued out, directed to the Archbiſhop of 


Canterbury, Sir Richard Rich, Chancellor of the Court of Augmentation; Sir 


Chriſtopher Hales, Maſter of the Rolls; Walter Heuly, Attorney of the Court 


of Augmentation; William Peter, Nicholas Bacon, Solicitors of the Court of 
Augmentation; John ap Rice, William Cavendiſh, and Thomas Spelman ; that 


they or any Three of them ſhould repair to Canterbury, and draw up a Surren- 


der in Form, and Inventory all the Goods, Chattels, Plate, Sc. belonging to the 


Monaſtery, and convey the Jewels, Plate, Sc. to the Maſter of the Jewel-Office 


in the Tower of London: Accordingly this Houſe was ſurrenderd by the then 


Prior Thomas Goldwel, and ſeveral other Perſons. This done, the King, by 
Letters Patent, dated the 8th of April, in the 33d Lear of his Reign, convert- 


ed this into a Collegiate Church, conſiſting of a Dean and Twelve Canons, con- 


firming to them all the Privileges that were before to the Convent; together with 
all Buildings, Gardens, Sc. except the Cellarers Hall and Lodgings, which he 
reſerved to himſelf; and conftituted Dr Mooton firſt Den. oe 5

A Survey of the Cathedral. 


AVING laid down the Manner how this ancient and venerable Chair was 
firſt eſtabliſhed in this Place, and by what Means the Church has been 
erected and improv'd, and the Revenues enlarg'd ; let us next take a View of the 
Building, as it appears at this Time : In order to which, we firſt obſerve the Out- 
ſide, the venerable Grandeur of the Building, ſtriking a diſtant Awe upon the 
Beholder; it is from a-far conſpicuous by the Middle Tower, a lofty and curious 
Piece of Work, being no leſs than 235 Foot in Height: This Tower has, by ſome 
Writers, been aſcrib'd to Archbiſhop Arundel, and call'd after his Name ; but by 
a Miſtake, for ſuch Name it never had, but was always call'd the Angel-Steeple, 
from Cherubims there carv'd, or painted, as appears plain from ſome Latin Verſes 
of Johannes Sarisburienſts : And I know not whether ſomewhat of that Repre- 
ſentation was not continued *till of late Years in ſome Part of the Church; and 
thoſe carv'd Cherubs in the Chauntry-Chapel of King Henry IV, ſeem to have 
been of that Nature. Mr Somner confirms this, by telling us, he had read of the 
Angel-Tower ſo long ſince as Henry d'Iſtria the Prior's Time, and that the fame 
Name occur'd to him in ancient Wills. This Tower, as it now ftands, was begun 
by Prior Goldſtone, and carried on chiefly at the Expence of Archbiſhop Moreton, 
and of Prior Se/lymg, Goldſtone's Predeceſſor. This Building has a very majeftick 
and noble Appearance, being curiouſly cary'd, and has been beautify'd with Paint- 
ing and Gilding, and well enlighten'd with ſtately Windows, This Tower retains 
the Rebus of its Founder's Name, having in fome Places Mor and a Tun, carv'd, 
and T with three Gold Stones. This Tower was partly rebuilt and furniſh'd ' 
with a Peal of Five Bells by Archbiſhop Arundel, as appears by this Note in the 
Church-Records, Pondus quinque campanarum in. campanili Angel de novo do- 
natarum per reverendiſſimum in Chriſt Patrem & D. D. Tho. Arundel, Cantuar 
Archiepiſcopum, Anno Dom. 1408, 1. e. The Weight of the Five Bells in the 
| Angel-Steeple, the late Gift of the Reverend Father in Chrift, the Lord 
Thomas Arundel, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in the Year 1408. This 'Tower 
_ been repair d by Archbiſhop Warham, as ſhould ſeem by his Arms at the 
op of it. Dk RS 5 8 0 
At the Weſt End are two other Steeples, of which that on the North-Side is 
one hundred Foot high; it had lately upon it a Leaden-Shaft, or Spire, which, 
when ſtanding, added to it one Hundred Feet more of Height. This Spire was 
ſo endanger d by the great Storm, that it was thought unſafe to continue, and 
therefore was taken away in Auguſt, Anno 1705. ws 


The Steeple on the South-fide is call'd Oxford-Steeple, and Dunſian-Steeple ; 
the latter of which Names it took from a large Bell in it call'd Bell-Dunſtan, 
given by Prior Mola/h : It was built by Archbiſhop Chichley ; this Steeple is 

one hundred and thirty Foot in Height ; the outward View of the Body and 
Croſſes of the Church, being viſible in the Sculpture, I ſhall dwell not on them, 
but enter by the South-Door, over which it is to be obſerv'd, Prior Goldſtone 
erected Stone Work as high as the Roof of the Porch, which was very curiouſly 
cary'd and embelliſh'd, as is mentioned in the Obituary; and the Figures of the 
three Murtherers of Archbiſhop Becker. Entring the Church, we are ſuddenly 
ſtruck after an awful and ſolemn Manner, at the Grandeur and Spaciouſneſs of 
the Aula, or Nave, being wide, lofty and high; at the Weſt-End is the Conſi- 
ftory-Court: The Length of this Aula or Nave, with the Side-Iſles, is to the 
Door of the Choir 134 Feet, and in Breadth 74 Feet: This Body was intended 
to be rebuilt by Archbiſhop Sudbury, who took down the old one of Lanfrank, 
in order to the ſame ; but being murtherd it was left in Ruin: It was not 
long ſo, for the Prior and Convent being encourag'd by. Archbiſhop Chichley, ſet 
chearfully about it; and particularly the Obituary mentions Prior Chillenden as 
enabled to carry it on by the Munificence of that Prelate. 7

Between the Nave and Choir is a Tranſcept, or Croſs-Iſle of the ſame Age, or 
ſomewhat older than the Nave; this is divided by a Pulpitum and Aſcent of 
Steps from the Nave to the Choir. The North Croſs Ile is call'd the Mar- 
tyrdom, for in that Archbiſhop Becket died of the Wounds he receiv'd in this 
Church, for which Reaſon it has been always, till ſince the Reformation, look d 


upon with great and Religious Reverence, and upon the Leaves of the Doors 
have theſe Verſes been formerly legible, but now defac'd.

Into this Part of the Croſs is a Door from the Cloyſters, and the Archbiſhop's 
Palace; and from entring here and aſcending the Steps to the Choir, that Prelate 
received thoſe Wounds of which he dy'd, falling down at the Altar of St Bene- _ 
dict, where ſince was one dedicated to the Virgin Mary, and recommended him- 
ſelf to her Patronage. Here then ſtood an Altar to her, which, when Eraſmus 
ſaw it, was a ſmall wooden one, enough, ſays he, to ſhame the Extravagance of 
theſe Ages; upon which Altar lay the Point of the Sword which broke off upon 
ſpliting his Skull, and was devoutly kiſs d of Pilgrims. This Altar had its pe- 
culiar Keeper, and Mr Sommer mentions Roger who held that Place, as elected 
to be Abbot of St Auguſtme's, upon no other View than that he would purloin 
ſome of St Thomas's Relicks to enrich their Convent, which he did accordingly, | 
vis. Part of his Blood, and a Piece of his Crown. This Place has formerly been 

hung with Arras, and was of old the moſt valud Part of the Church; and in it 
Edward I. married Margaret his Queen, Archbiſhop Robert performing the Ce- 
remony. What is leſs remarkable, but more noble, was the great North Window, 
ſometime of richly painted Glaſs, given by one of our Kings; but in the Civil 
Wars it fell a Sacrifice to narrow Conception and furious Bigotry ; for a certain 
| Enthuſiaſtick Preacher, calVd, for his Singularity and Fury, Blue-Fack, by the 
[| | | Aſſiſtance of a Ladder and long Pole, ſhatter d it to Pieces, crying out all the 
| while with a demoniac Rage, like a canting Hy pocrite, Curſed be he that doth 
the Work of the Lord deceitfully ; and inciting others to aſſiſt him, which the 
Standers-by did with Stones, in ſuch a Manner as to break his Head, and uſe 
him almoſt as bad as he had the Windows. On the Eaſt-ſide of this Croſs Iſle is 
a Chapel ſacred to the Virgin Mary; and call'd of old the Lady's Chapel, but 
now moſt commonly the Deans Chapel, there being ſeveral Deans of this Church - 
buried there. Mr Sommer was of Opinion, it was about as old as the Dunſtan 
Steeple, and that in tho Year 1452 it was calld Nova capella beate Marie, per- 
| haps to diſtinguiſh it from the old one, which was formerly in the Nave of the 
Church. This Chapel is very curiouſly adorn'd with Sculpture, and was built 
by Prior Goldſtone the Firſt ; for the Obituary tells us, that he built in the North _ 
part of the Church, a Chapel in Honour of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary; which, 
with the Stone Roof finely cary'd and cover'd with Lead, together with the 
Glaſs-Windows, Sc. he compleated. Leaving this Chapel, we paſs under the 
Aſcent of the Choir, and enter the South-Croſs, on the North-ſide of which, an- 
ſwerable to the Lady's Chapel, in the Martyrdom, is a Chapel dedicated to St 
Michael, in which is the Monument of Archbiſhop Langton, and that of the 
Duke of Clarence and Earl of Somerſet ; this Croſs Ifle was built at the Expence 
of Archbiſhop Sudbury before-named, who intended more, had God pleas c. 
We next aſcend to the Choir. Of the building of Conrade's Choir, and its 
Conflagration, Mention has been already made, and the Manner of it particularly 
deſcribd; I ſhall therefore repeat nothing of it, but obſerve, that this beautiful 
Building is the ſame that was thereupon rebuilt, of which before; and though 
it be now 600 Years ſince, it ſhews no Signs of Decay, but is majeſtically noble; 
what Improvements it has receiv'd ſince that are very inconſiderable; Prior Henry 
Eſtria is remember'd for having beautifully adorn'd it with fine Carving in Stone, 
and making three new Doors, and a new Pulpit. And again I read, that about 
"1511 Prior Goldſtone preſented it with Arras Hangings, to be uſed upon particu- 
lar Occaſions, in which was wrought the Hiſtory of our Saviour's A

Miracles ; and on the other Part of them the Hiſtory of the Birth and Life of 
the Virgin Mary; and to the providing theſe, Richard Deering, Cellerer to this 
Monaſtery, and executed with the holy Maid of Kent, contributed ; in the Bor- 
ders of them, when in Being, were theſe Words legible.

The fame Prior Go/dſtone likewiſe preſented this Church with a brazen Eagle, 
vhereon to lay the Book for reading Leſſons, and Books for the Choir. 

On the South Side of the Choir the Archiepiſcopal Throne was plac'd ; the an- 
cient Throne was of Wood gilt and carv'd, and was a cloſe Seat, much decay'd in 
Mr Somner's Time; ſince when a new one has been plac'd in its Room. Over 
againſt it, vi. on the North Side of the Choir, ſtood formerly the Prior's Stall, 
and hence the Sides of the Choir were diſtinguiſhed, by being call'd the Superior 

and Inferior Choir, of which Diſtinction is an Inſtance in the Will of one Thomas 

Ingram of Canterbury, who left in his Will 12 Pence to every Monk of the 
ſuperior Choir, and 8 Pence to every Monk of the inferior Choir in this Church. 
What is next remarkable is the Screen and Hangings behind the Altar, given by 

Queen Mary II. Leaving the Nave of the Choir, we paſs by a Door between 
the high Altar and the Archbiſhop's Throne in the South Iſle, which is remark- 
able for nothing ſo much as the Tombs of ſeyeral Archbiſhops of this Province, 
Vis. on the South-ſide towards the Weſt-End, lies Archbiſhop Hubert Walter, 
and Walter Reynolds; and on the North-fide Archbiſhop Kemp, Stratford, and 
Sudbury. From hence is ftill another Croſs Ile, in which were formerly the Al- 

tars of St Gregory and St Jom Evangeliſt, and Tomb or Shrine of St Alfric, 

and the Tomb of Archbiſhop / inchelſey which was near St Gregory's Altar, but 
at the Time of the Reformation defac'd,'for that the common People eſteem'd 
him a Saint, and paid Adoration there; but now this Croſs Ile is for nothing 
diſtinguiſhed. On the ſame Side, but nearer the Eaſt-End of this Iſle, is the 
Chapel of St Anſelm, ſo calld from its being the Place of his Burial, but more 
properly the Chapel of St Peter, in which were two Altars dedicated, one to 
that Apoſtle, and the other to St Paul; here hung a Lamp in ancient Times, 
before Archbiſhop Anſelm's Tomb, kept burning perpetually ; for the Mainte- 

' nance of which, King Stephen gave to the Monks of this Church the Manor of 
Berkſore near Shepey. Of the Tomb of this Archbiſhop there is no Appearance, 
but thoſe of Archbiſhops Mepham, and Bradwarain, are in being. 4 

In the North-Iſle, are the Monuments of Archbiſhops Chichley and Bourchier, 
and in the Croſs-Iſle were ſometime the Altars of St Martin and St Stephen. At 
the End of the Choir, we aſcend to the Chapel of the Holy-Trinity, and frequent- 
ly in old Time called of Thomas Becket, for in this Place he was inſhrin'd; this 
Chapel, or Cæmiterium rather, for it is of little other Uſe, is a beautiful and cu- 
rious Building, and erected at the ſame Time with the Choir; the Floor is in | 
ſome Meaſure finely inlaid with Moſaick Work, and in it are the Monuments of [| 
Henry IV. King of England, and his Queen, of Edward the Black Prince, of i 
Cardinal Caſtilion, Archbiſhop Courtney, Cardinal Pool, Dean M ooton, and ſome © | 
others. At the Feet of King Henry's Tomb is an ancient Painting of Becket's | 

Murder, much defac'd by Time. £ 
At the End of this Chapel is a ſmall Aſcent and Vertex, call'd Becket's-Crown ; 
the Reaſon of which Name was, as I take it, from the Relick of his ſo call'd, 
which was there preſerv'd, for the Aſſaſſins cut off that Part where the Tonſure 

was, and it was here preſery'd as a very preeious Relique, inſomuch that © So 
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made in the Time of Archbiſhop Mar ham, was taken out of His 
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Age 3. 


Time of Henry d. Itria, Prior of this Church, vi 1314 it was beautify'd and 
enrich'd with Silver, Gold, and precious Stones of 11 J. 18 8. In this Place was 


afterwards preſerv'd the Head of St Thomas Becket; which: uponean Inquiſition.

One Thing, before I leave this 
Place, is worthy of Notice, that the Walls are painted with Phœnixs riſing from 
the Flames; which Device, whether it relates to the Glory Becket received by 
his Troubles and Murder, and not rather to the magnificent Rebuilding of this

The lefſer Armory was behind the high Altar, and contained nothing but the 


Body of St Blaiſe, being rather a Feretry than Store-Room ; there were ſeveral 


Reliques likewiſe which were preſery'd in a large Ivory Cheſt behind the high 
Altar. And upon a Beam, at the Back of the high Altar, were three Cheſts full 


of the ſame Rarities, and ſome preſerved at the Altar of the Holy Groſs, in the

Behind the Altar is: the Patriarchal Chair, in which the Archbiſhops have been 
enthron'd ; it is plain, and compos d of three Stones, and remarkable for nothing

T HERE. being nothing +remarkable more in the Body of the Church and 
Choir, I leave them, and deſcend to the Crypt or Vault under the Choir; 
the Weſt Part of which was uſed by the Malloons for a Church and a Paſſage- 
Way cut through the South Wall, to the great endangering that Part of the 


Church i 
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Church; in the South Part of it was the Chauntry of Prince Edward; and not 


far from it, viz. in the Place us d for their Veſtry Room is a Paſſage behind the 
Wainſcot through a Hole in the Wall into a dark Chapel, or Vault rather, where 
by the Help of a Candle, I could diſfover the Remains of ancient Painting, and 
the Appearances of a Chapel, ſometime of no ſmall Eſteem. On each Side the 
Door is painted upon the Wall a Picture of St Catharine : On the Roof is paint- 
ed God the Father, and Ego lum qui ſum, and round it ſome broken Sentences, 
intimating that many People were at the Houſe of Zacharias. There have been 
two Altars, over one this Expreſſion, ſhewing it to have been ſacred to the Arch- 
angel Gabriel.

And tho' the Marks are defac'd, yet I take it, St Catharine's Altar was in 
this Place, for I read ſhe had one in the Crypt, and likely, here: Againſt the Wall 
is written in Paint the Words S. Zobs. and a Book, in which is the Title Apoca- 
lipſis, and the Name Elisabeth is likewiſe written, and this Phraſe, 


Johannes eſt nomen ejus. 
” And again, 
Iſte puer magnus coram Domino & Spiritu Sancto replebitur. 


And now it remains to point out the Name of this Chapel, which I think may 


with eaſe be calld St John Baptiſt's, and J doubt not, but it was at the rebuild- 


ing of the Church ſo calld, and plac'd where the old one formerly ſtood ; which 
ancient one was built by Cuthbert the Archbiſhop, at the Eaſt Part of the old 
Church, for a Baptiſtery and Court, to examine Caufes, and to be a Place of 
Burial for the Archbiſhops, where himſelf, St Bregwine, and others were buried; 
which was afterward burn'd with the Church. This Place I think moſt proper, 
for that Chapel was by the Cœmitary, and the old Infirmary at that Time was 
Joining to the Cœmitary; for Auſelms Tower ſtood between the Infirmary and 


Conrade's Choir, as it now does between that Place and this; and that the Cœmi- 


tary was on the South-fide of the Church, I read in ſeveral Places; and, that 
after the Church was burn d, the Bones were remov'd here, in (a grandi, in 
angulo illo qui eſt inter Capellam et domum infirmorum,) ſome Meaſure con- 
firm'd by digging up the Floor of this Chapel, under which are large Numbers 
of Human Bones. . 5 „ 

Proceeding further in the Under-Croft, we come to the Virgin Mary's Chapel, 
a Place of great Reſort and Veneration formerly ; of which, and the Wealth of 
It, Eraſmus ſpeaks much : It was rail'd in with a double Iron Rail, to prevent 
Thieves, and was never ſhown but to Perſons of Note, by the Archbiſhop's eſpe- 
cial Leave. It is now a dark ruin'd Place, and more like a Pound than a Chapel. 
In it was formerly an Altar dedicated to her, and call'd, Altare beate Marie 
in Gryptis ; this Chapel is falſly ſaid to be rebuilt by Archbiſhop Morton, who, 
though he is ſaid in the Obituals to be a Votary of hers, is not recorded to have 
expreſs'd his Regard that Way, tho' he choſe in his Will to be buried, Coram 


imagine beatiſſime Virginis Marie in Gryptis, where he lies, and his Tomb is 


adorn d with his Effigy : And here he founded a Chauntry of two Monks to ſing 
daily Maſs, with Placebo & Dirige, for twenty Years, and left them for their 
Pay forty Pence weekly. 


Not far beyond this was BECKET's TOMB; for the Monks, after his 
Murther, hearing that the Aſſaſſins had threaten'd to expoſe his Corps to ps”

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and Beaſts, they the Night after buried him privately here ; and in this Place 
was a Pillar in the Middle, which Arching all Ways, tupported the Roof: Like 
which I have obſerv'd a curious one in the Chapter-houſe of //ells. Here were 
two Altars in this Place, on the South- ſide one dedicated to St N and on 
the North- ſide one dedicated to St John Baptiſt. Cloſe to the South Wall was 
buried Archbiſhop Ethelred, and to the North Wall Archbiſhop Eadſine. Here 
the Bull of his Canonization was read: Here was a great Recourſe of Princes and 
others to pay their Devotions to him. In this Place, ſays Gervaiſe the Monk, 
Ubi Deus per ejus merita multa fecit miracula, ubi pauperes & divites, Reges 
S Principes eum venerati ſunt. Here King Henry II. came barefoot and con- 
tinued long in Prayer; and King Lewis of France, with others. When the 
Church was burn'd this Tomb lay amoug the Ruins, till the Chapel for his 
Tranſlation was finiſh'd, and the Tomb was cover'd with Boards, and the Place 
Pal'd in with wooden Pales: Here was a Thuribule formerly, as mention'd in the 
Inventory, in Prior Eſtria s Time, and one Paganus, a Nobleman, gave a Carpet 
of Silk to lay over it, and there were two Keepers of it, of which Number I find 
R. de Rowe and Thomas de Greenwich, to have been formerly: Here ſtood an 
Altar dedicated to. him, calld, Altare Tumbæ beati Thome Martyris. 


Leaving the Under-Croft, we aſcend into the Martyrdom or North-Groſs, (for | 


there are Paſſages both from this and the South into the Crypt, ) and fo leave our 
Survey of the Church, only obſerving a Painting over St Michael's Chapel in the 
South-Croſs repreſenting Pope Gregory, and St Auguſtine, and pals into the 


Cloyſter. 

1 HE firſt Building of a Cloyſter to this Convent, I take to have been about 
the Time of Archbiſhop fred, who encourag d the Monks to build 

Lodgings, and confin'd them to Monaſtick Order in the Dormitory, RefeQory, 

Sc. bat from his Time the Changes of this Place do not appear, till Dunſtan 


ejecting the Secular Prieſts, whom Eduyn had encourag'd and introduc'd, fix d 
Monks in their Room, and built them Cells, a Cloyſter, Sc. which being de- 


ſtroy'd by the Daniſh Fury in the Time of Elphege, lay in Ruins; and were 


negleQed till Lanfrank came to the See, and he built the Cloyſter, the Cellar, 
Refectory, Dormitory, and other Conventual Offices; of which I meet with no 
Alteration, either by Anſe/m, Conrade the Prior, or any others; nor did the 


ſuffer in the great Conflagration : 'They were, as appears in the Story of Becket's 


Murder, in the Place where they now are, and were not, in any Cale that I can 
find, alter'd or repaird till Anno 1295. Henry d Eſiria, then Prior of this 
Church, new pav'd them, and built a new Goal, which coſt together 42 J. os. 2 d. 
At ſuch Time as the Body of the Church was new built, Courtney began the 
Work of the preſent Cloyſter at his own Charge; and for the South-fide that 

leads directly from the Palace into the Martyrdom he rebuilt it, and Prior Chillen- 
den carried on the other Sides, together with the Chapter-houſe and great Dor- 
mitory. In building the Cloyſter he was aſſiſted by Archbiſhop Arundel, and 

by the Contribution and Aſſiſtance of many Perſons; whoſe Arms, according to 
the Cuſtom of thoſe Times, are viſible in the Roof of them. 


About the Vear 1480 Prior Sellyng, for the greater Privacy and Warmth, glaz d 


the South-Pane or Ambulatory, that the Monks might there ſtudy and medi- 
tate: He likewiſe beautify'd it with Carols, or Texts, painted and written upon 
the Walls. This Side was thought moſt private, as adjoining the Church, for 
the other Walks were not ſo retir'd, ſeveral Offices going out of them. In the 
North-Walk was the Refectory. On the Weſt-ſide was the Way to the Cella rer's 


Lodgings; and on the Eaſt-ſide was the opening of the Chapter-houſe, to which 
we enter by two folding Doors. 


Chapter- 
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Chapter-Houſe. 


HIS Building of the Chapter-houſe was begun and compleated at the 
Charge of the Prior Thomas Chillenden, in which Undertaking he was 
aſſiſted and encourag'd by the Archbiſhops Courtney and Arundel. The Name 
of Chillenden was formerly at the Bottom of the Weſt-Window. 
Richard Clifford, Archdeacon of Canterbury, was a Benefactor to this Buil- 
ding, as ſhould appear by his Picture and Name ſome Time viſible in it. 


Library. 
T ROM the Chapter-houſe is a Way, through which we aſcend into the upper 
North. Croſs of the Church, and thence let us go into the Church-Library, 
a neat and handſome Gallery, and well furniſh'd with curious and valuable Books. 
This was formerly the Priors Chapel, ſo call'd from its Situation in the Priory, 
and to diſtinguiſh it from that in the Church ; it was dedicated to the Bleſſed 
Virgin Mary, and is therefore calłd her Chapel; Mr Somner miſlead by the Pic- 
tures of Becket, the Virgin Mary, King Lewis, and Pope Alexander, painted 
upon the Walls, and ftain'd in the Glaſs- Wine ows, miſtakes. the Name, and calls 
it St Thomas Becket's. This Chapel was of no ſmall Efteem in former Times, as 
appears by an Account of the Riches and Furniture of it. It was, Tm inclin'd 
to believe, built in the Time of Archbiſhop F/inchelſey, who to bring in Money 
for the Expence, granted forty Days Indulgence to all ſuch who ſhould viſit this 
Chapel and repeat the Pater Noſter at her Altar: This was cuſtomary upon 
building or repairing any Church, and by ſuch Means the Offerings of Votaries 
reimburs d the Expence. I have by me an ancient Indulgence of a Biſhop of 
Bangor, upon building the like Chapel at Meſtminſter, where the Expence is 
expreſsly mention d, and Offerings enjoin'd. . 
Prior Sellyng beautify'd it; at which Time it was calld the Library over the 
Priors Chapel: He likewiſe gave many Books to it; for ſo the Obituary informs 
us. Librariam ſupra Capellam Prioris ſituatam perpulchra Cœlatura adorna- 
vit, quam etiam nonnullis Libris inſtaurari fecit; ad uſum maxime literarum 
Studiis deditorum, quos miro Studio © Benevolentia nutrivit & fovit. 
To this Library were ſeveral Books, the Gift of Syricius the Archbiſhop. 
Laufranb the Archhiſhop is ſaid to have given many valuable Books. 8 
Archbiſhop Winchelſey gave all his Books; omnes Libros ſuos Eccleſia Can- 
tuarienſi in vita ſua donavit, as is mentioned in the Obituals. -Z 
Archbiſhop Stratford gave two Books, one of Decretals, the other of Decrees. 
William Courtney the Archbiſhop gave fix valuable Books, Sc. Milleloquium 
Auguſtini, one Dictionary, and Dr De Lyra's Works in two Volumes. 
Archbiſhop Arundel left a valuable Volume of St Gregory's Works. 
Prior Hathbrand was a very great BenefaQor in the ſame Way. . 
Thomas Chillenden, Prior, gave many precious Books in ſeveral Faculties. 


This Library, Mr Somner ſays, was ſhamefully robb'd, but it is now well re- 
pleniſh'd. In Dart's Appendix is an Account of Books anciently in it.

This Sir Fohn Guilford, High-Sheriff of Kent, was Comptroller of the Houſ- 


hold to King Edward IV. and afterwards Privy Counſellor to Henry VII. and 


much favourd by him. His Sons were remarkably great Men and brave; of 
which Sir Richard was Attendant in the War with- France, Supra mare cum 550 
nautis & ſoldariis . duos menſes; for which and other Services, he was cre- 
ated Knight of the Garter by that Prince. Sir Edward, another Son, was Father 
to Jane Ducheſs of Northumberland, Mother of the famous Dudleys, Earls of 


Leiceſter and Warwick ; and to unhappy Guilford Dudley, Husband to the La- 
dy Fane Grey, and beheaded the fame Day with her. Henry Guilford, Eſq; 
another Son, I find in the Firſt of Henry VIII. ſent to aſſiſt the King of Aragon, 


againſt the Moors, together with the Lord Thomas Darcy, and the Lord Au- 


thony Grey, who arriv'd at Cadiz, the firſt of une, that Year ; but a Truce be- 


ing concluded, they were honourably diſmiſs d; after which, Neceſſity requiring, 


he went a ſecond Time to the Kingdom of Granado; of which, for his good Ser- 


vices there againſt the Moors, he was honourd with a Canton in his Arms, by 


King Ferdinand, which were Or, a Saltire inter four Martlets Sable, on a Can- 
ton Argent, an Apple of Granada proper. He was afterwards made Knight of the 


Carter, by Henry VIII. The Son of this Sir Henry, if J am not miſtaken, mar- 
ried with the Lady Elizabeth Somerſet, a Daughter of the Worceſter Family ; 


and from this Sir Fohz are deriv'd, by his Daughters Marriages, the Darrells, 


Cages, Brownes, Walſmghams, Cromers, Iſaacs and Tſelies, in this County: 
The Guilfords Seat was at Hempſtead, in the County of Kent. 


Leaving ſome others which are uninſcrib'd, or at leaſt the Inſcriptions ſo defac'd, 


as not to diſcoyer to us the Owners, we come to a large grey Table Monument 
rais d between two Pillars, with the Remains of a Man and Woman's Effigies in 
Braſs, and has had an Inſcription, now torn away. This Monument, which Mr 
Battley miſtakes for Wittleſeys, covers the Bodies of Sir Milliam Bruchelle or 


Brenchley, Judge of the Common-Pleas, and his Wife, as may be gather'd by this.

This Gentleman was of an ancient Family in this County, and had their Seat 


at Moat-lands, in Brenchley : He married Joan Benenden of Benenden, but ha- 


ving no Ifſue, both thoſe Families ceasd. | 
| Over againſt this Tomb, and under the fourth Window towards the Eaſt, is a 
ſmall and dark Chapel, formerly the Chauntry of the Lady Joan Brenchley be- 
fore-mentioned : who, in the Year after her Husband's Death, viz. 1447, foun- 


ded it, and ereQed an Altar in it to St 7ohn Baptiſt, with Leave of the Prior and 


Convent: The Revenues of it were, at the Reformation, ſeiz d into the King's 
Hands; and the Chapel, now no longer us'd, fell into Decay, was fill'd with 
Rubbiſh and Filth, and in a manner falling; till about Anno 1600, Dean Nevi/ 
cleans d and beautify'd it, deſigning it a Burial-Place for himſelf and Family: 
Since when, it has taken its Name from him, and been call'd Nævil's Chapel : In 
which are the following Monuments. 
On the Eaſt-Side a very handſome Monument of Marble, divided in two, and 
under the one Arch of it, is the Effigies of Dr Nevil the Dean, in his Habit, 
| kneeling at a Reading-Desk : Under the other, that of Alexander Nevil, Eſq; in 
Armour, in the ſame devout Poſture, and diſtinguiſh'd by theſe Inſcriptions.

IIluſtrious by Birth, remarkable for Piety, of extraordinary Genius and un- 


common Learning; of moſt engaging Temper and Behaviour, and a worthy and 
approv'd Divine. In his early Youth, (being at Cambridge, in Pembroke Hall, 
where he continued fifteen Years,) he was embelliſh'd with all the Improvements 


which adorn the early Years of Life, and in that Univerſity which he adorn'd 

and enrich'd to his utmoſt Power, by his Sudies and Induſtry : He was afterwards 
Head of Magdalen College, and high in Eſteem with the moſt Gracious Queen 
Elizabeth, a Princeſs of moſt excellent Judgment; to whom he was Chaplain, ' 


for his ſingular and moſt worthy Endowments of Mind: Dean of the Cathedral- 


Church of Peterborough, over which he preſided commendably eight Years. Of 
the College of the holy and undivided Tyinity, now not only famous in that Uni- 


verſity, but in all Europe; which was decay'd and near falling, and, through 
Age, incoherent and irregular, by his Advice, Favour and liberal Gift of Money, 
the ill-diſpos d Buildings were taken down, and rebuilt in a more elegant Form; 
the Ways, ancient Area's made regular and enlarg'd, by new and excellent Eſta- 
bliſhments and Ornaments, and brought to the remarkable Beauty it now bears, 
Moderator, Enlarger, and moſt happy Reſtorer. Laſtly, Dean of this Church, 
moſt moderate, faithful and beneficent ; which Church he govern'd Years, 
with ſtrict Juſtice, extraordinary Modeſty and ſingular Integrity. This Monu- 
ment therefore of his Virtue and Honour, he, in ſpight of Death, erected for him- 
ſelf. He died Anno aged the Pay of 


ou t being much lamented by all that knew him) was buried under this Tomb, 
and expects at the coming of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Favour and eternal Glory.

Auguſt 3. 1599, Thomas Nevil, Dean of this Church, hath erected this Monu- 
ment of his Duty and Love, to the perpetual Memory of the beſt of Fathers, and 


moſt indulgent Mother; Richard Nevil, Eſq; and Anne his Wife, bound thereto 


by ſtrict Love and Regard, as likewiſe to his dear Brother Thomas Nevil, who 
reſts in the ſame Tomb with them. 
Richard Nevil was born in Nottmghamhire ; his Father, and elder Brother, 
were Sir Alexander and Sir Anthony Nevil, Knights: He had a generous and 
truly Chriſtian Soul; his Youth he ſpent at Court, and his maturer Years, and 
the Decline of Life at Canterbury, in an honeſt and commendable Manner : He

Near this Monument lies the Mortal Part of John Turner, D. D. a Man for 
Piety, Learning and Sweetneſs of Life remarkable; an indefatigable Aſſertor of 
the Rights of the Church of England, the Doctrine of the Redemption of 
our Bleſſed Saviour; a faithful o and truly loyal to his Prince, born at 


Utoxeter, in the County of Stafford, on the 6th Day of November, 1660, and 


educated firſt in that Country; afterwards proſecuted his Studies at Trmity- 
College in Cambridge: He purſu'd Learning, and having attain'd it, embelliſh'd 


it with Rewards and Honours. He was moſt learned, Maſter of a School at 
Blackheath, and faithful Paſtor at Greenwich. By Favour of the Biſhop of 
Lincoln, he was Canon of Lincoln ; and by the King's Favour, of this Metro- 


politan of Canterbury. He took to Wife Sarah Tucker, a Clergyman's Daughter 


in S1f/0/k, who bare him one Son and three Daughters. At length, nothing here 


being firm and ſtable, he died of a Fever in his Houſe at Canterbury, the 7th of 
December, 1720, Aged 60 Years. His Widow in pious Regard erected this 


Monument.

Near which Place lies buried Dr John Ancher, a very loyal and charitable Man, 


who for his ſingular Adherence to the Church of England, and the Cauſe of King 
Charles the Martyr, was ſoon after the Reſtoration of King Charles II. made 
Canon of this Church, which he continued Forty Years ; and as an Inſtance of 
this Bounty and Humanity, left Eighty Pounds yearly for ever to maintain poor 
Clergymens Widows. He died on the 12th of March, 1700, aged 82. It is 
to be obſerved, that in this Part of the Church ſtood ſometimes a Chapel and Al- 
tar dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin; and in this Place, according to Hiſtorians, 
Richard the Archbiſhop was buried, Anno 1183, which more evidently appear d, 


when upon digging Dr Ancher's Grave, the Archiepiſcopal Enſigns were dug up, 
and a Chalice.

Of this learned and remarkable Perſon, it will be our Duty to give ſome parti- 
cular Account. He was born at Hedin in Artois, and educated well in Learning 
afterwards he was invited to the Univerſity of Zeyden, and incorporated Doctor in 
Divinity, about the Year 1582; he became Preacher to the French Church there; 
and about five or fix Years after came into England, and taught School in ſeveral 
Places, particularly the Free-School at Southampton; but growing in Eſteem for 
his Learning, he was preferr'd to be Prebendary of Glouceſter, then to a Prebend 
in this Church; and upon Dr Audrews's Preferment to the Deanry of Meſtmiuſter 
he ſucceeded him as Prebendary of that Church; while he liv'd at Canterbury, 
he was well known to Mr Hooker, Author of the Eccle/iaſtical Polity ; he was 
in Eſteem with Archbiſhop Mhitgift, and no ſmall Oppoſer of Theodore Bega. 
and the Miniſters of the Low-Countries. He wrote againſt Bega, in Defence of 
Epiſcopacy, when that Perſon officiouſly interfer d with our Church Affairs, by 
adviſing the Chancellor of Scotland to abrogate it; he took much Pains in tran- 
ſlating the Bible, in the Beginning of the Reign of King James, and wrote ſeve- 
ral Treatiſes, as, De diverſis miniſtrorum Evangelii gradibus, and in Engliſh, Of 
the divers Degrees of the Miniſters of the Goſpel. Of the Honour which is due 
to the Prieſts and Prelates of the Church. Of Sacrilege and the Puniſhment there- 
of, Of Chriſtian Obedience to Princes. His Works were colle&ed together, and-

Dean of Rocheſter in the Year 1631, and laſtly, Dean of this Church of Canter- 
bury 1643, whom King Charles the Firſt, and Archbiſhop Laud, Glorious and 


Holy Martyrs, retain'd as Chaplain, and with whom he was a brave Confeſſor. 


Him the King, in his lateſt Troubles, at Hampton-Court and the 1/e of Wight, 


He was deſcended from a genteel 


Family at Reading, and born (if ever Man was) for the Publick Good. His For- 


tune and Affluence of Wealth he wiſely us'd. A great Example of profound 
Humility, Chriſtian Simplicity, and moſt fervent Zeal for the Church. He bare 
the Calamities under the Rebels Tyranny, with an even Temper of Mind ; and 


having taſted of both Fortunes, was unſhaken in both. At the happy Reſtora- 


tion of King Charles II. he little regarded freſh Dignities ; and continued to 


| Preach to his eightieth Year. And being fit for Heaven, after many Immortal 
Actions, he defir'd nothing mortal, but to die in the Lord. He died in the Year 


1672, Aged 81 Years.

South-Croſs. 


TF Eaving the Martyrdom, we paſs through an Arch under the Aſcent to the 
E Choir, into the South-Croſs of the Church; and not far from the Entrance 


into it, is buried the famous and learned Meric Caſaubon, Son of the learned Taac 


Caſaubon. He was born in the City of Geneva, in September 1599, and brought 


when young into England by his Father, and inſtructed till his fifteenth Vear at 


a private School; and at that Age ſent to Chriſt-Church in Oxford, and ſoon after 
elected Student of that Houſe ; and took his Degrees in Arts, that of Maſter, Auno 
1621. At which Time King James took Notice of him for a Defence of his Fa- 


ther, publiſh'd againſt the Calumnies of a Roman Catholick. And ſoon after he 


was Benefic'd at Bledon in Somerſetſhire, by Biſhop Andrews of Wincheſter. 
About which Time he deſign'd to have gone on againſt Baronius's Annals, where 
his Father had left off ; but the Troubles ariſing in England, he was prevented 
from proſecuting his Deſign, and forc'd to ſell moſt Part of his Books; and after 
twenty Years, for ſo long thoſe Troubles continued, he was grown ſo old and in- 
firm, that he was obliged to deſiſt. In the Beginning of the Grand Rebellion he 
was much eſteem'd by Archbiſhop Zaud, who preſented him to the Rectory of 


And in 1636, he was created Doctor in Divinity by the Command of King Charlis 


8 
and his Queen then at Oxford. In the Beginning of the Civil War he loſt all his 


Preferments, and liv'd retir'd. After the King's Murder, viz. 1649, Cromwel 


ſent ſeveral Times to prevail with him to write the Hiſtory of the Civil War, 


but he declin'd it, as being uncapable for that Employment, and could not o im- 
partially engage in it, but that his Subject would force him to make ſuch Re- 
flections as would be ungrateful, if not injurious to Cromwel ; however Cromwel 
fail'd in this Project, to witneſs his Value for him, he order'd Three or Four Hun- 
dred Pounds to be lodg'd in a Bookſeller's Hands for him, which he likewiſe re- 
fas'd. About that Time Chriſtiana, Queen of Sweden, invited him to have the 
Government of one or more of her Univerſities ; but he reſolv'd to end his Days

in England : And after the Reſtoration, being reftor'd to his Spiritualities, he 
died Aunuo 1671.

ever ſat as Queen in his Breaſt) happily conſecrated it. He alſo enriched the Re- 


publick of Letters with a manifold Treaſure of Things and Languages. It's 


hard to fay whether he was more famous for Learning or Piety, for his Liberality 
to the Poor, his communicative Temper to his Friends, his Humanity and Ten- 


derneſs to all, or for his enduring the moſt exquiſite Tortures of a lingring Di- 


ſtemper with a Chriſtian Patience. 


This Metropolitan Church boaſts in beſtowing the Dignity of firſt Canonſhips 


on both the Caſaubous; who hold the ſame Rank among the Learned, as ſhe 
holds among the Churches. 


Our Caſaubon died the Day preceeding the Ides of July, Auno 1671, in the 
75th Year of his Age, and the 46th of his Canonſhip.

Here lies the Body of John Batteley, S. T. P. Born at St Edmundsbury in 
Suffolk ; Fellow of Trinity College in Cambridge; and one of the domeſtick 
Chaplains to his Grace William Sancroft, Archbiſhop of Canterbury; by whom 
he was rewarded, firſt with the Rectory of Adiſbam near this City, then with a 
Canonry in this Metropolitan Church; and laſtly, with the Archdeaconry of this 


Dioceſe : Of all which Preferments he acquitted himſelf with the utmoſt Prudence 
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and Fidelity. He was a Man of ſtrict Piety towards God. Of an honeſt and 
{weet Diſpoſition of Mind. Of excellent Knowledge in divine and human Lear- 
ning. Of ſingular Charity to the Poor. Of Munificence to his Friends. And 


Candour and good Will towards all. With theſe noble Endowments he greatly 


adorn'd this Cathedral, and indeed the whole Church of England. He departed 
this Life October 10, Anno Dom. 1708. In the 61ſt Year of his Age. 
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VI. Richard Hardreſs was high Sheriff of this County, Anno 30 Elizabeth. 


Againſt the Wall is affix'd a Monument for Jane Hardreſs, Daughter of 8 
Thomas Hardreſs, Kt. a Family of ancient Continuance in this County, ever 
ſince the Conqueſt. © In which Time Robert de Harareſs held Land at Hardreſs, 
at which Place the Family have continued until now. A Deſcendent of this Fa- 
mily was a great Benefactor to this Convent. Philip de Hardreſs was a Perſon 
of Note in King John's Reign. William de Hardreſs was Member of Parliament 


for Canterbury, Anno 1ſt, 2d, and 7th, of Edward II. as was his Father under 


Henry III. Another of this Family of the Peace, in the Reign of Henry IV. and 
Henry V. Edmund and Thomas are in the Lift of Gentry, in the Time of Henry

N the Middle of which, is a ſtately and magnificent Monument of Marble and 
] Alabaſter; having the Image of a Lady between two armed Knights at full 
Length, lying upon it: That in the middle repreſents Margaret Holland, third 
Daughter of Thomas Holland, Earl of Kent, and beheaded for Treaſon againſt 
Henry IV. The Effigy on her left Hand repreſents her firſt Husband John Beau- 
fort, Earl of Somerſet, eldeſt Son of John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, by Ca- 
tharine Swinford, and Half Brother to King Henry IV. He was begotten before 
Marriage, and made Legitimate by ACt of Parliament. He was created Earl and 
Marquis of S9merſet 20th Richard II. and Marqueſs of Dorſet, Chamberlain of 
England during Life. The Title of Marquis was taken from him by A& of Par- 
| lament iſt Henry IV. not in Diſreſpect of his Perſon, but for that the Title was 
then new, and worn only by Vere, King Richard's Favourite, which when at 
the Parliament's Requeſt, was offer'd to be reſtor'd to him, he refus d. He was 
Captain of Calais. And died ( not on the 16th of March, 1409, as Weaver 
ſays, but) on the 21ſt of April, being Palm-Sunday, Anno 1410. By him ſhe | 
had two Sons, John Duke of Somerſet ; and Edmund, Marquiſs of Dorſet. On 
her right Hand is the Effigy of her ſecond Husband Thomas, Dake of Cla- 
rence, Nephew to her firſt Husband, and ſecond Son of King Henry IV. Earl of 
Albemarle, Preſident of the Council, and Lieutenant-General of the King's For- 
ces. He being of a hot unadvis'd 'Temper, raſhly engag'd in a Battle at Bangy, 
where, after valiantly fighting, he loſt his Life, being wounded in the Face with 
a Lance; and was the firſt Engliſhman there ſlain. His Death was followed by 
thoſe of ſeveral Great and brave Men. His Body being ſent to the Ducheſs, then 
in Normandy, ſhe brought it into England, buried it here, and erected this Monu- 
ment. With him was taken the Ducheſs's Son by her former Husband, v:z. 
John Earl of Somerſet, and was detain d in Priſon Fifteen Years ; but upon the 
Dutcheſs's Death, was ranſomed with an immenſe Sum of Money. The middle 
Effigy is that of the Ducheſs: She lived after their Death in Widowhood very 
honourably to a great Age, and dying 1437, was buried here, She had Iſſue by 
her firſt Lord Henry and Thomas, Earls of Symerſet ; ohm and Edmund Dukes 
of S$1merſet ; Foan, Queen of Scots, Wife to the murder'd King James I. and Mo- 
ther of /ames II. and Margaret Beaufort, Counteſs of Devon. Mr Weaver, from 
2 Book in Citton-Library, gives the following Inſcription to Clarence, alluding to 
his Name; but the Braſs on the Tomb is torn away.

Here lies Auna Milles, Daughter to Samuel Milles, Eſq; and Anna his Wife; 
a Daughter well deſerving ſuch illuſtrious Parents; whom, when you ſhall under- 
ſtand to have liv'd and dy'd a Virgin, you may perhaps wonder of what Worth a 
Virgin is, or what Sort of a Virgin this Auna was; but here you may know. 
Whatever is ſo Pair as to be beloved? Whatever is ſo Chaſte as to be eſteem'd ? 
That all (how great or valuable ſoever) concentered in our Virgin: But you 
may ſay, What is Beauty? Or what is Chaſtity ? Her Beauty has not that adul- 

terate Paint, which ſome crafty Artificers in Colours make up, which periſhes in 
the Evening. Nor was her Chaſtity, that which is ſubject to every Man's Luft, 
and is ſometimes ſeiz d by Violence. But her Beauty was beſtowed by Nature's 
Hand, and her Chaſtity ſquar'd by Religion's Rule. Of this Harmony between 
her Beauty and Chaſtity, are all Witneſſes whoſe Beauty is their Care, or whoſe - 
Chaſtity their Pride. She conſcious to her ſelf, how frail a Thing is Beauty, and 
how unlike Chaſtity alone is to a Chriſtian Warfare, received into her Breaſt the 
whole Choir of Chriſtian Virtues, and arm'd her tender Shoulders with the whole 

Armour of Chriſt; In this Church, at the ſacred Font, ſhe gave her Name to 
Chriſt ; and hence ſhe aſſumed Chriſt, and bare his Enſign. In this Church this 
pure Worſhipper of God was conſtant in her daily Prayers, and a frequent Partaker 
of the holy Supper of Chriſt. But ſhe was not more conſtant in the publick 
Offices of the Church than the was in private Prayer in her Cloſet ; thereby 

ſhunning both the Sight and Praiſe of Men, and regarding him only as the Wit- 
nels, whom ſhe expected to be the Rewarder of her Piety. 'Tho' a Virgin her 
ſelf, ſhe was invited to the Marriage of the Lamb, and like the wiſe Virgins, 
went with her Lamp burning to meet the Bridegroom on the 23d Day of De- 
cember, Anno 1714. in the 20th Year of her Age.

Sacred to the Memory of Sir George Rooke, Kt. (Son to Sir William Rooke, 


Kt.) Vice-Admiral of England, O how much Hiſtory is in that Name! And 


how little is this Inſcription able to reveal it! The French flying from the Fight, 
An. MPCXC11, He, in an open Boat, amidſt the Showers of great and ſmall 
Shot, (in Preſence of ſo many French, a Thing almoſt incredible) having firſt pre- 
pared the Fire-Ships, burnt thirteen of her Ships of War near La Hogue. Afﬀ- 
terwards the Differences between the Swedes and Danes being happily and 
juſtly compoſed by his Advice, he left the North in Peace, and returned 
Southward ; where the whole Fleet of the Enemies Guard-Ships, being either 
burnt or taken at Vigo, the Galleons, Ships of immenſe Burthen, loaden with 
Silver, he faithfully conducted into England, and with an upright Heart con- 
veyed the beſt Part of the Spoils into the Publick Treaſury. He took G76- 
raltar with the Naval Forces, in a few Hours; which afterwards a Regular 
Army beſieged in vain for many Months. And in the ſame Career of Succeſs, 
his Navy being as much inferior in Strength as it was ſuperior in Counſel and 
Courage, he put to flight the whole French Fleet; who, tho well provided, 


durſt not hazard a Battle, By which glorious Actions he opened the Way 


Charles III. to aſcend the Throne, 
for the > Hard to recover their Liberty, and 


tor Europe to enjoy Peace. 


For theſe and other Toils undergone, by this Heroick Chriſtian, for his ſingu- 
lar Piety to the Church, his Fidelity to Milliam the Great, and Anne the Good, 
ever moſt religiouſly obſerved, for his cauſing Brit annid's Name to be born, and 
renowned through the whole World, God did not grant him ſwelling Titles, nor

is a plain Tomb of Bricks made like a round lidded Cheſt, or not much unlike a 
Turf Grave, but higher, and compos d of Bricks, Plaiſter'd over and Painted with 
a Lead Colour; in which, upon the Pavement of the Church, lies the Coffin 
and Body of Odo Collignie, Biſhop Ele& of Bauvois, and Cardinal Chaſti/lion ; 
he fled into England, An. 1568. and was fayourably received of Queen Eli ga- 
beth, who had a very great Eſteem for him, not only for his honourable Deſcent, 
but his Merit and Virtue, which Thuanus highly commends. He was a Favourer 
(if not a Member) of the Proteſtant Church ; and going to wait on the Queen at 
Hampton-Court, he died ſuddenly of Poiſon given him by one of his Seryants in 
an Apple; his Death was on the 14th of February, 1371. —

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On the other Side of this Chapel, oppoſite to the Tomb of Edward the Black 
Prince, is a very handſome Tomb of Marble, on which, at full length, are the 
Effigics of Henry the fourth King of England, and Joan his Queen; he was 
Son of John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, and was firſt Duke of Hereford in his 
Father's 'Time, from whom he had (very probably) taken the ambitious View of 
a Crown, and 'tis as highly probable, had made ſecret Attempts againſt his Nephew 
Richard the Second ; but a Quarrel happening between him and the Duke of 
Norfolk, they were both Banifh'd ; but Henry took the Opportunity of Invad- 
ing the Kingdom, while the King was in [re/and; his Treaſon had its Succeſs, and 
aſter a falſe and romantick Claim, he aſſum'd the Crown, and confining his Prince 
in Pontefratt, or Pomfret-Caſtle, gave Directions to have him murder'd, which 
was done accordingly. This King appointed in his Will to be bury'd in the Church 
of Canterbury, after the Diſcretion of his Couſin the Archbiſhop of Canterbury; 
he was ſeized with a Fit of the Apoplexy while he was at his Devotions at EA- 
ward the Confeſſor's Shrine, in the Abbey of V eſiminſter, from whence being 
carried to the Abbot's Houſe, he died in the Room, calld the Jeruſalem-Cham- 
gen, on the 20th Day of March, 1411. At the end of Clement Maidſione's 


_ Treatiſe of the Martyrdom of Richard Scroope, Archbiſhop of Tort, he tells us, 


that one of the Perſons who was in the Barge with this King's Corps, going to 
Canterbury aſſerted, that a Storm aroſe between Berkyng and Graveſend, and to 


_ appeaſe it they threw the Corps into the Thames, and carried the Coffin, cover'd 


with Cloth of Gold, to be (as it was) ſolemnly Interr'd at this Church, on Trmity 
Sunday following his Death. | 

With him lies Buried his Queen Joan of Navarre, Daughter of Charles 
the Fifth King of Navarre, and Dutcheſs of Britain, and Widow of John Earl 
of Montfort, Duke of Britain; whom the King married at Wincheſter, An. 1403. 
She was Crown'd in the Abbey Church of St. Peter's, Weſtminſter, on the 26th 


Day of January the fame Year ; ſhe ſurviv'd the King many Years, and died on 


the 1oth Day of July, Anno. 1437. at Havering-Bower in Efſex. _ 
In the fame Grave is ſaid to be buried Mary de Bohun, Daughter to 


Humphrey Earl of Hereford, Counteſs of Derby, Wife of the aforeſaid King Henry, 


but falſly, for ſhe dying Ano. 1394. was buried in the College of Leiceſter.

NICHOLAS WOTTON, Son to Sir Robert Wotton, Knight, by Ann 
Belknapp ; Doctor of both Laws, Dean of this Church, and Dean of the Metro- 
politan Church of St. Peter in Tork; as alſo a Privy Councellor to Henry VIII. 
Edward VI. Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth. Twice ſent Embaſſador to 
the Emperor Charles V. once to Philip King of Spain, once to Francis I. King of 
France, thrice to Henry II. his Son, once to Mary Queen of Hungary, and Go- 
vernor of the Netherlands, and twice to William Duke of Cleve. He was one 
of the Plenipotentiaries at the Renewance of the Peace between the Engliſh, 
French, and Scotch, between Guines and Ardera, Anno, 1546, as alſo at the 
Caſtle of Camerans, Anno, 1559, and laſtly at Edinburgh in Scotland, Anno 1 560. 
And here at length, being almoſt ſeventy Years of Age, he reſts in Peace. 

Before his Death, and even before his laſt Sickneſs, as being forewarn'd of the 
fatal Day, he prophetically ſung his Swan-like Song, and left thoſe Things in his 
Study, in Writing under his own Hands. 5 

He who has happily ſpent a great Part of his Life among ſuch Princes, by the 

Divine Providence ruling juſtly in ſo great and ſo many Cauſes, (the extraordinary 
Weight whereof redounded to the publick Benefit) even Envy herſelf ought to 
adjudge him to have been a Wile and Experienc'd Stateſman. How averſe he was 

to contend for Honour is apparent, in that *twas not thro any ambitious Deſign of 
his own, nor Intereſt of his Friends, he aſpired to this Eccleſiaſtical Dignity ; but 
Henry VIII. (induced thereto by his Merit and Virtues) beſtowed them on him of 
his own accord. And when the ſame moſt excellent Monarch perceived that he 
was ſeized with a deadly Diſtemper, and conſidered the tender Age of Prince 
Eiward, who tho of excellent Endowments, yet a Child, and not able to under- 
take the weighty Affairs of Adminiſtration ; he thought that his tender Age was 
proper to be ruled by the venerable Advice of his Privy-Council, and of the Six- 
teen of theſe whom he had appointed Witneſſes and Executors of his Royal Will 
and Teſtament, this Nicholas (then Abſent on an Embaſly in France) was one. 
About the middle of the Reign of Edward VI. he was made one of the principal 
Secretaries of State; which Poſt he might have held much longer than he did, but 
that both himſelf and all his Friends, earneſtly begg'd Leave for him to lay it 
down. 

He was ſlender and low in Stature, ſtraight and well ſnap d; his Conſtitution 
firm, his Countenance free and eaſy, his Choice of Diet exquiſite, which he never 
took above once a Day; his Habit of Body fo ſtrong that he was ſeldom ſhock'd 
by any Diſeaſe, his Mind was wholly devoted to Books and Learning, intent on 
the Studies of Arts, Phyſick, Laws, and Divinity; and beautifully ſtor'd with the 
Knowledge of the Roman, Italian, French and Dutch Languages. Thus this Man 
who was famous by Birth, but more famous by his honourable Embaſſies, is.

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moſt of all, by his Employments, Foreign and Domeſtick ; flouriſhing in Honours, 
worn out with Toils, waſted with Age; after he had been Dean of this Church 25 
Years and 293 Days, piouſly and ſweetly reſigned his Soul to God, in London, 
January 26 Anno 1566. leaving for his Heir Thomas Wotton his Nephew, who 
has ereted this Monument to him, not to do him Honour, for that he erjoy'd 
while Living, and will inherit after Death, but out of true Love and unfeigned 
Reverence to his Immortal Memory. 


In the Undercroft on the Side of the Lady-Chapel, is a Monument of Marble 
with Antique Arches and Spires, and thereon the Effigy of the Lady Mohun, of 
Dunſtar; who in the Reign of King Richard II. at the Expence of 350 Marks, 
purchas d and amortiz d the Manor of Sz/grave to the Prior and Convent, for a 
perpetual Chauntry, which was in the Year 1395.

3 BOUT the Year 625, Edwin the Great ſwayed the Engliſh Sceptre, 


RO) 0 a 1 as ſole Monarch of Engliſbmen; the reſt of the Kings in the Hep- 
tarcin being Tributary to him, and little regarded. But to ſtrengthen 


Ebald King of Kent, the mightieſt Monarch next himſelf, in the 
Iſland. This Lady, as well as her Brother, were zealous Chriſtians ; and ſhe 
would not conſent to marry, eyen ſo great a Monarch, without ſhe might have the 
free Exerciſe of her Religion. This, though thought hard by her Lover, was 


conſented to; the many Accompliſhments that Lady is ſaid to be poſſeſſed of 


were Attractions too ſtrong to be reſiſted. Matters being ſettled betwixt all Par- 
ties, Ethelburga ſet forwards from her Brother's Court towards Northumberland, 


with a magnificent Retinue ; amongſt whom were ſome Churchmen, particularly 


Paulinus, who had been conſecrated Archbiſhop of Tork, or Northumberland, by 
Fuſtus, Archbiſhop of Canterbury. Boas „ 
The Scoffers and Deriders of the Chriſtian Religion will here ſay, that there 
could not be a more taking Embaſly invented, than to ſend a fine Lady and a 
ſubtle Prieſt on the Errand to catch a young and amorous King. But the Task 


was harder than was imagined. Edwin, though uxorious to the laſt Degree, could 


not be prevailed upon, by any Endearments, to forſa ke the Religion and Worſhij 
of his Anceſtors. And though Paulinus had, according to Articles, free Liberty 


to preach, yet in the Space of a Year little or no Progreſs was made; but he con- 


tinued Biſhop without a Flock in his DioceſGm. 5 
But an Accident and a Miracle coming cloſe together, ſtagger'd the King's Re- 
ſolutions, and at length converted him. The Accident was that of Edioiu's be- 


ing aſſaulted by a Villain at his Country-Seat near Tork, and narrowly eſcaping 


Aſſaſſination. Paulinus being at Court, ran immediately at the firſt Alarm this 
Accident made, and finding the King in a great Rage againſt the King of Weſiſex, 
for ſending the Ruffian to deſtroy him, told him, that God, to whom ſach 
Wretches were an Abomination, would not fail to puniſh ſo horrid a Villainy. 
Edwin, breathing nothing but Revenge, promiſed at the ſame Time to renounce 
Idolatry, if the God of the Chriſtians would avenge him of his Enemy. In this 
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very Inſtant News was brought him that the Queen, after a difficult Labour, was 
delivered of a Princeſs ; for which Eawin returned Thanks to his Gods. But Pau- 
linus was in Extaſy, for having been in no ſmall Fears for the Queen's Life, on 
which all his Hopes depended, he fell down on his Knees, and with great Ardour 
thanked God for her tafe Deliverance. - The Prelate's Zeal, no way feigned, was 
ſo pleaſing to the King, and begot in him ſo favourable an Opinion of the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, that he immediately conſented Paulus ſhould baptize the new- 
born Infant. The new born Princeſs was named Anfleda, and was the firſt that 
received Baptiſm in the Northumbrian Kingdom ; though Eleven of the Queen's 
Female Servants were at the ſame Time Chriſten'd with her. 5 | 
After this, Eduin let not his Reſentment ſleep, but raiſing an Army, over- 
threw the King of Weſtſex, forced him to ſue for and accept of Peace on his own 
Terms, and returned viQorious to his Queen at Tor. But Edwin, no ways 
mindful of the Vow he had made, continued an Idolater, notwithſtanding the 
Queen and Biſhop took all Opportunities to remind him of his folemn Promiſe, 
and urged home the Conſequence of breaking it. Staggered, hut not convinced, 
he remained doubtful ſome Time; till one Day as he fat muſing alone, ſays Bede, 
of theſe Things in his Study, the Biſhop entered, and laying his Right Hand on 
his Head, asked if he knew that Token? Edwin fell down at his Feet, acknow- 
ledged the Sign, ſaid he was fatisfied, and ready to receive the Chriſtian Faith. _ 
The Story of the Sign is copied from Venerable Bede by moſt Authors that 
have treated on this Subject, and therefore unneceſſary here. But we find before 
any open Declaration came from the King about changing his Religion, he had ta- 
ken Care to ſound his own High-Prieſt on that Head. Who wiſely gueſling at 
the King's Intentions by his Arguments, 7 in with him, and ſtruck the firſt 
Stroke at Idoliſm himſelf. For immediately he rode to the famous Pagan Temple 
at Goamondham, threw a Spear at the chief Idol, and burned it with the reſt and 
the Temple to the Ground. | | EE AE - 
Thus fell Paganiſm in the North of England. Paulinus was now ſolemnly 
inſtalled by the King in the Archiepiſcopal Chair; and upon that News Pope Ho- 
norius ſent him the long deſigned Pall, with Letters of Congratulation and Ad- 
vice to Edwin. Confirming Gee ory's Deſign about the two Metropolitan Sees; 
which was that when either of the Archbiſhops died, the Survivor ſhould conſe- 
crate a Succeſſor, that they might not have the Trouble or Danger of going to 
Rome for it. 8 3 Ty . „„ on on 
Now when Paulinus the Biſhop had influenced the King to receive the Sacred 
Laver from his Hands, and a Day was appointed to perform the Ceremony, the 
whole City of Tork was at that Time reduced to fo low an Ebb, by the late De- 
vaſtations, that it could not afford a Temple big enough for the Occaſion, Whe- 
ther the Roman Structures were then quite eraſed in the City, as well as the Bri- 
tiſh Churches, which Monmouth tells us Aurelius firſt, and afterwards King Ar- 
thur, took ſuch Care to rebuild and reſtore to their former Glory, we cannot de- 
termine. But it is certain, by venerable Beae's Account, that no Place was then 
found in the City, or at leaſt was thought proper by the Prelate, for initiating ſo 
great a King into the Myſteries of our moſt Holy Religion. A little Oratory of 
Wood was therefore occafionally thrown up, in the very Place where the great 
Church now ftands, and dedicated to St Peter. In which, on Eaſter-Day, being 
april 12, 627, One hundred and eight Years after the Coming of the Saxons in- 
to Britaiu, the King and his two Sons Osfrid and Edfrid, whom he had by a for- 
mer Wite, with many more of the Nobility, were ſolemnly baptized. 


The Ceremony over, ſays Bede, the Prelate took Care to acquaint the King, 
that ſince he was become a Chriſtian, he ought to build an Houſe of Prayer more 
ſuitable to the Divinity he now adored ; and adequate to the Power and Gran- 
deur of ſo mighty a Monarch as himſelf. By the, Biſhop's Directions he began to 
build a magnificent Fahrick of Stone, ipſo in loco, where the other ſtood, and in 

the midſt of which encloſed the Oratory already erected. For, as the carrying on 
a Work of this Nature muſt alſo be a Work of Time, the Oratory aforeſaid was to 
ſerve for the ſolemnizing the Divine Offices till the other was finiſhed. The 
Building went on very faſt, but ſcarcely were the Walls erected, that is ſo far as 


tes: 
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to come to Roofing, when the Royal Founder was ſlain, the Prelate forced to fly 


the Country, and the Fabrick lett in the naked Condition it was juſt arrived to. 

In this Manner the Church lay negle&ed ſome Time, until Oſwald, a Succeſ- 
ſor of Edwin's, about the Year 632, undertook to finiſn what was ſo worthil 
begun, and lived to compleat it. But ſcarcely was it brought to this Perfection, 
when Oſwald was likewiſe lain in Battle by Penda the Pagan King of Mercia; 
and his new erected Structure well nigh demoliſhed. | 

Beds tells us, that this firſt Temple of Stone was a Square Building, and that it 
was alſo dedicated to St Peter ; the Feaſt of which Dedication was very ancient! 
inſtitated, and long held in this Church, with great Solemnity, annually, on the 
firſt Day of October and ſeven Days following. | 

In the ruinous Condition deſcribed above did Wilfrid find it, on his being made 
Archbiſhop of this Province, in the Year 669. The Prelate much troubled, fays 
Bede, at the Uſage the Church had undergone, being then 10 deſolate as to be fit 
only for Birds to build their Neſts in, ſet about with the utmoſt Vigour to repair 


and reſtore it to its former Grandeur. 'The Walls he repaired, fixed on the Roof, 
took Care to cover all with Lead, and glazed the Windows, to preſerve it from 
the Injuries of the Weather, and prevent the Birds from defiling of it. Eddins, 
who wrote the Life of ilfrid, and who is ſaid to have flouriſhed about the Year 


720, gives this Account of the Cathedral's firſt Reparation. It is plain by both 
his Teſtimony, and that of venerable Bede, Contemporary, that Maſonry and 


Glazing were uſed here long before the Time of Benedict the Monk, who is put 


down as the firſt Introducer of theſe Arts into England. 5 

And now, by the Hand of Providence, the Church ffood and flouriſhed, under 
the ſucceſſive Beneficence of its Spiritual Governors, for near Four hundred Vears. 
In which Time ſeveral Additions and Reparations muſt have been made to it b 
them; but, what or how, Hiſtory is ſilent in. Except the Library beſtowed 
upon it by Archbiſhop Egbert; and this extraordinary Donation, which Alcuin 


gives fo high an Encomium of, became the rich Furniture of our Church about 


the Lear 740. | 2 Tous: | FE 
During the Daniſb Invaſions, which were carried on with Fire and Sword quite 
through the Kingdom, our City, and conſequently the Cathedral, muſt have ſhar- 
ed the ſame Fate; though no Account appears of the latter's Misfortunes till the 
Year 1069. And then the Northumbrians, aided by the Danes, ſeeking to 
throw off the Congueror's Tyrannical Yoke, the Garriſons in the Caſtles, fearing 
leſt the Houſes in the Suburbs ſhould ſerve the Enemy to fill up the Motes and 
Ditches, ſet Fire to them ; which ſpreading by an accidental Wind farther than 
it was deſigned, burned down great Part of the City, and with it the Cathedral 

fell, in, almoſt, one common Ruin. | 7 
The ancient Fabrick thus deſtroyed and laid in Aſhes, the Canons of the Church 


were expulſed from their Stalls, and the Revenues of it ſeized into the Conqueror's 
Hands. But after ſome Time having made Thomas his Chaplain and Treaſurer, 


Archbiſhop of this Province, the Temporalities were reſtored to him. And this 
Prelate took Poſſeſſion of his Church and Dioceſe, in the Year 1070, at a Time 
when both were made deſolate, and near totally deſtroyed. 
Thomas, however, ſet himſelf heartily to Work to reſtore them to their former 
Splendor. The Church he rebuilt, much larger and nobler than it was before, 
recalled the baniſhed Eccleſiaſticks, filled Vacancies, and in ſhort eſtabliſhed, in 
every Particular, the Fabrick, in as good, or better, Condition than ever. 
Once more raiſed to Grandeur, the Church continued in great Proſperity till 
the Year 1137; when June 4, a caſual Fire began in the City, which burned 


down the Cathedral again; and along with it St Marys Abbey, and thirty nine 
Pariſh Churches. This Accident happened in the Epiſcopacy of Archbiſhop Thur- 


ſtan; and we find an Indulgence granted ſoon after, by Foceline Biſhop of Sa- 
rum; ſetting forth, that © Whereas the Metropolitical Church of Tork was con- 
« ſumed by a new Fire, and almoſt ſubverted, deſtroyed, and miſerably ſpoiled 
« of its Ornaments, therefore to ſuch as bountifully contributed towards the Re- 
«* edification of it, he releaſed to them forty Days of Penance injoined. 
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Notwithſtanding this, our Church lay in Aſhes all the Time of Archbiſhop 
Henry Murdac, and St William, Thurſtan's immediate Succeſſors; until Roger 
Archbiſhop, An#to 1171, began to rebuild the Quire, with its Vaults, and lived 
to perfect them. Afterwards in the Reign of Henry III. Walter Grey, Roger's 
Succeſſor, added the South Part of the Croſs Iſle of the Church; for we find that 
Anno 1227, another Indulgence was publiſhed, by the faid Walter, of Fort 


Days Relaxation, Sc. to thoſe Benefactors who liberally contributed towards 2 
Work of the Fabrick thereof. 


About the Beginning of the Reign of King Edward I, Anno 1260, John le Ro- 


main, then 'Treaſurer of the Church, Father to the Archbiſhop of the ſame Name, 
began and finiſhed the North Tranſept, as alſo a handſome Steeple in the midſt. 
His Son proved yet a greater Benefactor, for Hiſtory informs us, that April y, 
1291, the Foundation of the Nave of this great Church of St Peter was laid from 
the Weſt End eaftward ; there being then preſent John le Romain Archbiſhop, 
Henry de Newark Dean, and Peter de Roſs Precentor of the Church; the reſt of 
the Canons in their richeſt Copes attending. Before whom the faid Archbiſhop, 
invocating the Grace of the Holy Ghoſt, in great Devotion laid the firſt Stone 


with his own Hands. This is agreeable to the Account the Table bears which ſtill 
hangs up in the Veſtry, containing theſe Words ;

William de Melton 1 was the next Founder, Anno 1320; who 
getting together good Workmen, lays Stubbs, carried on the Building his Prede- 
ceſſor had begun, and finiſhed the Weſt End with the Steeples as it remains at this 
Day. In this Work the Prelate is faid to expend Seven hundred Pounds of his 


own Money ; but he muſt have had large Contributions from the Nobility, Gen- | 
try, and Religious Devotees of that Age, to enable him to go through with this 


noble Performance. Accordingly the Church Records furniſh us with this Evi- 
dence how ſome of the Money was raiſed. e

William de Melton, Archbiſhop, granted an Indulgence o

tion to all ſuch well diſpoſed People, as pleaſed to extend their charitable Contri- 


butions, towards the building of this late proſtrate Fabrick; whereby he might 
be the better enabled to finiſh fo noble a Structure then newly begun. And again, 

On the firſt of March 1352, a Brief iſſued out by the Archbiſhop's Authority 
(John Thoresby) directed to all Abbots, Barons, Colleges, Archdeacons, Officials, 
Kural-Deans, Parſons, Vicars, Sc. within the City, Dioceſe and Province of Tors; 
requiring and exhorting them, in the Name of the Lord, to ask and demand the 


Alms and charitable Benevolence of the People, and cauſe the ſame to be duly 


collected for the Uſe and Conſummation of this Fabrick 
Work, and fo laudable a Structure. And, 


According to the Indulgences already granted, Letters Mandatory iſſued out, 
from the Chapter of York; directed to all Rectors, Vicars, and Parochial Chaplains, 

within the reſpective Prebends, Dignities, and Community of the Church, enjoin- 
ing them by Virtue of their Canonical Obedience, and under Pain of the greater 
Excommunication, to ſuffer their Collectors in their Pariſhes and Chapelries to ask 


and gather the charitable Alms of the Toe for the Uſe of the Fabrick of this 
Church. This Act of Chapter was dated Je 


N to S. Mich. Anno 1355. 
Theſe Briefs and Letters Mandatory were circulated through the Province, in 
order to raiſe a Sum ſufficient for 70h Thoresby, Archbiſhop, to begin and carry 
on a noble Deſign he had formed of building a new Quire. The old one, built by 
Roger, being like the old Nave in its ancient Pravity and Deformity ; and no 
ways anſwerable to the Weſt End of the Church lately erected. Accordingly, 
On the Twentieth of 71/y, 1361, John Thoresby Archbiſhop, together with 
the Chapter, taking into Conſideration, that this Cathedral Church ought in all 
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begun, of ſo noble a Stone 
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ReſpeQs to be of the ſame Uniformity and Proportion: And that the Quire, a 
Place peculiarly aſſigned for offering expiatory Sacrifices, and exerciſing other Di- 
vine Offices, more eſpecially, ought to be adorned with the neateſt Structure. And 
that in this Church of Tork, there was no Place ſuitable where our Lady's Maſs, 
the glorious Mother of God, could decently be celebrated. Therefore they unani- 
mouſly agreed and ' conſented to begin the new Work of the Quire, which then, if 
compared with the new erected Nave, was very rude and diſorderly ; and fo reſol- 
ved, that the old Quire ſhould be wholly taken down and re-edified. And that 
the old Hall and Chambers of the Archbiſhop's Manor of Shireburn, being then 
ruinous and unneceſſary, ſhould be demoliſhed, and the Stone and other Materials 
thereof be applied to the Work of the new Quire, which was then with all Expe- 
dition to be carried on. Ny 1 

Whereupon on the Twenty ninth of July 1361, this John Thoresby, Arch- 


biſhop, laid the firſt Stone of the new Quire ; and the ſame Table in the Veſtry 
bears this Teſtimony of it: =

b There is an Account of what this pious Archbiſhop beſtowed out of his own 
private Purſe to carry on his new Deſign ; which muſt be allowed extraordinary, 
conſidering the Value of Money then and now. 'The Wages of Workmen about 
this Time, according to Biſhop Fleetwood's Chronicon Pretioſum, was Three Pence 
a Day to a Maſter Maſon, or Carpenter, and three Half-Pence to their Knaves or 
Servants. A Pound of Silver at that Time was a Pound Weight, which is equal 
to Three Pounds of our preſent Money; ſo that One Hundred Pounds of Silver in 
thoſe Days, would buy as much Proviſion, or pay for as much Work done, to 
ſpeak within Compaſs, as Fifteen Hundred will do now ; which makes our Pre- 

late's Generoſity very conſiderable. Nor was the Court of Rome unmindful of 
furthering this pious Deſign, but, in their Way, granted a Number of plenary 
Indulgences, which muſt alſo raiſe a large Sum. And indeed whoever ſurveys this 

Part of the Building with Circumſpection, muſt imagine that it could not be car- 

ried on and finiſhed under a greater Contribution than any Proteſtant Country

Anno 1361, Archbiſhop Thoresby granted an Indulgence of forty Days Re- 
laxation to the Benefactors of the Fabrick to this new Choir. | 
Likewiſe Pope Innocent VI, granted another Indulgence of two Years and two 
Quarters Relaxation to the liberal Contributors to this new Work. 
On the 13th of February, 1361, the Chapter of Tork laid an Impoſition, or 
Subſidy, of the twentieth Part of all Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, vig. of Dignities, 
Prebends, Adminiſtrations, and Offices belonging to the Church, for the neceſſary 
Repairs and Re-edification of the Quire, Steeples, and Defects of other Places, Gc. 
To continue for the Term of three Years enſuing, and payable at the Feaſts of the 
Purification of St Mary, her Nativity, and St John Baptiſt, by equal Portions. 
In the Year 1366, Pope Urban V. granted one Year's Indulgence to the chari- 
table Benefactors of the Fabrick of this new Choir. EE io 
And Pope Urban VI. by his Apoſtolical Bull, dated kal, Aug. Anno 1379, in 
the ſecond Year of his Pontificate, granted Licence to the Dean and Chapter to 
receive the Fruits of the Church of Miſterton, then rated at thirty five Marks 
Sterling per Aunum, during the Space of ten Years, to be applied to the Uſe of 
the Fabrick of this new Choir. „„ 5 | 
By theſe, and other like Methods of raiſing Money, a vaſt Sum muſt have been 
collected; which not only enabled the Undertakers to build up the Choir, but 
made them caſt their Eyes on the Lanthorn Steeple built by John Romain; 
which now ſeemed too mean for the reſt of the Fabrick. Encouraged by a large 
Donation, made them by Walter Skirlaw, Prebendary of Fenton, Archdeacon of 
the Eaſt-Riding; and afterwards made Biſhop of the two Sees of Litchfield and 
Durham, the old Steeple was taken down, and a new one erected. The Work 
was begun Anno 1370; and was ſeven or eight Years in Building. There is no 
Occaſion to give the Abſtracts, which Mr Torre has taken, from the original In- 
dentures, betwixt the ſeveral Workmen concerned in the Building, and the Maſter 
of the Fabrick about their Wages ; only that Fohn la Plommer of Blakeſtreet 
covenanted to Untertake the whole Plummer's Work of the Church, and to per- 
form it with his own Hands; and was to have for his Wages two Shillings and 
Six-pence per Week. The Articles of Agreement in Relation to the Glazing the 
Windows, eſpecially the noble Eaſt-Light, will fall better in another Place. | 
We now ſce our Church erected in the Manner it ſtands in at this Day. If we 
compute the Time it was in building from the firſt Beginning of the South-croſs, by 
Walter Grey, which was about the Year 1227, it will appear to be near two 
hundred Years in compleating the Whole. For though the Work went on briskly 
1 in Archbiſhop Thoresby's Time, yet it was not near finiſhed, as appears by the 
fl Arms of ſeveral of his Succeſſors on the Stone Work and Windows of the Church; 
particularly Scrope and Bowert ; the latter of which entered upon his Dignity, 
Anno 1405. And further, dur Records inform us, that the Dean and Chapter 


granted 
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granted out of their ſpiritual Revenues a full Tenth to the Uſe of the Fabrick then 
newly built. Which Grant-was dated JJ B 

In all which Time of different Erections great Care was taken in the joining and 
uniting of one Building to another, by which it ſeems to be one entire Edifice at 
this Day; though compoſed of five ſeveral Taſtes of Gothic Architecture. Yet 
they could not be ſo nice in this, but that an apparent Irregularity ſhews itſelf to 
a diſcerning Eye, which will be taken Notice of in the Sequel. However 
Poſterity ought to revere the Memory of the Kings, Princes, Prelates, Nobility, 
and Gentry of thoſe Days, who were Contributors, at ſeveral Times, to the Car- 
rying on this noble and magnificent Building; as their Arms in divers Parts of the 
Walls and Windows do ſufficiently teſtify. Particularly the Prelates, who, with 
a Liberahty, not common to the Order in our Days, beſtowed great Part 
of the Revenues of their See in furthering on this commendable Work. We 
ſhall conclude this Hiſtorical Account of the Erection of our preſent Cathedral, 
with an Encomium an old Poet has beſtowed on its principal Founders, wherein 


the Honeſty of the Thought mult excuſe the Metre.

Having now built up our Church, it will be neceſſary, in the next Place, to 
take an exact Survey of it both Inſide; and Outſide; to mention the ſeveral Out- 
buildings, Chapels, Chantries, Oratories, Benęfactions and particular Reparations 
which have ſince been added, before We enter upon the Tombs and Epitaphs.

Io begin with the Out-buildings, We muſt firſt enter upon a e wa of 
the Chapter-Houſe ; which diſdains to allow an Equal, in Gothick Architecture, in 
the Univerſe. There is ſome Difficulty to aſcertain the Time of erecting this 

magnificent Structure, the remaining Records of the Church bearing no Account 
thereof. Stubbs, who is particular enough in his Memoirs of the reſt of the Build- 
ings, entirely omits this ; for which Reaſon we are much at a Loſs to know to 
whoſe Memory to aſcribe the Praiſes due for, this excellent Performance. By the 

Style of Architecture it is compoſed of, it looks to be as ancient as any Part of the 
Church; and exactly correſponds, in Taſte, to that Part of the Fabrick begun and 
finiſhed by Walter Grey. And, indeed, if we may be allowed to gueſs at the 
Founder, that eminent Prelate ſtands the faireſt of any in the Succeſſion for it. 
The Pillars which ſurround the Dome are of the ſame Kind of Marble as thoſe 
which ſupport his Tomb. But what ſeems to put the Matter out of Diſpute, is 
the Picture of an Archbiſhop, betwixt thoſe of a King and a Queen over the En- 
trance; which, by having a Serpent under his Feet, into the Mouth of which his 


Croſier enters, exactly correſponds with the like Repreſentation of Walter Grey 


on his Monument.

The whole Pile-of this Building is an Octagon, of Sixty three Feet Diameter, 
the Height of it to the middle Knot of the Roof is Sixty ſeven Feet Ten Inches, 
unſupported by atry Pillar, and entirely dependant upon one Pin, or Plug, Geome- 
trically placed in the Centre. - The Outſide, however, is ftrongly ſupported by 
Eight Buttreſſes. The whole Roof has been nchly painted with the Effigies of 
Kings, Biſhops, Gr. and large Silver Kno of caryed Wood at the Uniting of 
the Timbers ; all wich are how mitich defäted and ſüllied by Time. Over this is 
a Spire of Timbet-Work, covered with Lead,'Þ excellent in its Kind, that We 
have thought fit, for the Honour of the Carpenter's Art, to give a Repreſentation

The Entrance from the Church to this noble Room is in the Form of a Maſon's 
Square. Againſt the Pillar, betwixt the Two Doors, ſtands an Image of Stone of 
the Virgin, with our Saviout in her Arms, trampling on the Serpent. The Image, 
with the Drapery, is ſomewhat elegant, and has been all richly gilt; but it bears 
a Mark of thoſe Times which made even Stone Statues feel their Malice. At 
your Entrance into the Houſe, the firſt Thing you obſerve are the Canons Seats, 
placed quite round the Dome, which are all arched over; every Arch being ſup- 
ported by ſmall Marble Pillars which are ſet at due Diſtance round, and ſeparate 
the Stalls. Over, theſe Arches, which are built like Canopies, runs a Gallery 
about the Houſe, but fo exquiſitely carved, and has been fo richly gilt and paint- 
ed as tobe above Deſcription. The Chapiters or Capitals of the aforeſaid ſmall Pillars 
have ſuch a Variety of carved Fancies 5 80 them, alluding in ſome Places to the Ri- 
dicule the Regular Clergy were always fond of expreſſing againſt the Seculars; in 
others to Hiſtory, with ſtrange Conceits of the over witty Workmen of that Age, 
that it is impoſſible to which Stall to give the Preference. Here you have antick 
Poſtures both of Men and Beaſts in Abundance; over one is a Man cut out half 
way, as if he was thruſting and ſtriving to get through a Window or ſome narrow 
Paſſage. On others are Faces with different Aſpects, ſome crying, ſome laughing, 
ſome diſtorted and grinning; but above all, and what is never omitted ſhewing to 
Strangers, by thoſe living Regiſters of the Church, the Vergers, is the Figure of 
an old bald-pated Friar, hugging and kiſſing a young Nun very amorouſly in a 
Corner; and. round the Capitals of the adjoining Pillars, are ſeveral Faces of other 
Nuns, as well old as young, peeping, laughing, and ſneering at the wanton Dal- 
liance of the old Letcher, In other Places you have a Friar ſhooing a Gooſe, 
greaſing a fat Sow in the — ; which are all Teſtimonies of the ſorry Opinion that 
the RegularClergy had of a Monaſtick Life in thoſe Days. _ : 
The Eight Squares of the Octagon have each a noble light Window in them, 
adorned with Coats of Arms, Pennances, and other Devices. Except one Square, 
which is joined to the other Building over the Entrance, and this has been painted 
with the Repreſentations of Saints, Kings, Biſhops, Sc. The Three Figures in the 
midſt, We take to be Archbiſhop Malter Grey, ftanding between Henry III. and 
his Queen. At the Baſe of this Square was placed. the Images of the Twelve 
Apoſtles, with that of the Virgin, and the Child Jeſus in the Midſt of them. 
Tradition aſſures us, that theſe Images were all of ſolid Silver double gilt; the 
Apoſtles were about a Foot high, but that of the Virgin muſt have been near two 
| Foot, as appears by the Marks where they ſtood. Theſe were Morſels too preci- 
ous to miſs ſwallowing at the firſt Depredations made into Churches ; and 
ſince they are not put in the Catalogue, printed in the Monaſticon, of the Riches 
of this Church, which was taken in Edward the  Sixth's Time, we may readily 
ſuppoſe bis Father Henry had the Honour of this Piece of Plunder: Or elſe that 
Archbiſhop Holgate made him a Preſent of them, along with the Manors that Pre- 
late thought fit to give him from this See. 7 „ 
Io enter upon a Deſcription of the Tmagery, in painted Glaſs, which is ſtill pre- 
ſerved in the Windows of this Place, and the reſt of the Church, would be end- 
leſs ; but the Arms of the Nobility and Gentry of England, who were Contri- 
buters originally to the Charge of erecting this and other Parts of the Church, are 
worth preſerving : Eſpecially ſince Glaſs is of fo frail a Subſtance, that it is almoſt 
a Miracle ſo many Coats are up in the Windows at this Day. In the Year 1641, 
ſome curious Perſon, and in all Probability it was the induſtrious Mr Dodfworth, 
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The Hiſtory of the Cathedral of York. 67 
took Pains, along with the Monuments, to take Drawings of all the Coats Armo- 
rial and Bearings on the Stone-Work and Windows of this Church, Chapterhouſe, 
Sc. A Copy was obtained from the Original, then in the Poſſeſſion of the Lord 
Fairfax, by Sir William Dugdale. Knight, and given by him to the College of 
Arms, London ; as the Title of the Book does evidently ſhew. What relates to our 
Purpoſe is from thence extracted; and We have taken out all the different Bearings 
in the ſeveral Parts of the Church and Chapter-Houſe, to ſhew the original Be- 
ne factors to it. Their Names, by ſome Gentlemen well skilled in Hera/dry, being 
ut over each Coat. It is remarkable, that there are two Coats in the Windows 
of the Chapter-Houſe, which go further to clear up the Time of the Building of 
it, and theſe are firſt Cheque or and a ure, a Canton ermine, which Arms Heylin 
gives to Peter de Dreux, Duke of Britain; and or, a Croſs gules, Hubert de 
Burgh, Earl of Kent; both Contemporaries with Walter Grey ; nor are there any 
Deſcendants from them that We know of. 

The Title of the Chapter-Houſe informs us of its Uſe, namely, for the Dean, 
Prebendaries, and other Dignitaries of the Church to aſſemble in. It is alſo the 
Place where the Convocation of the Clergy of the Province of Tork uſed to meet; 
but, of late Years, it has not been much frequented on that Occaſion. 

We cannot take leave of this beautiful Structure without obſerving, from Cam- 
den, the Character Aeneas Silvius, afterwards Pope Pius II, gives our Church, and 
this Place in particular, “ It is, ſays he, famous for its Magnificence and Work- 
« manſhip all the World over; but eſpecially for a fine lightſome Chapel, with 
« ſhining Walls, and ſmall thin waſted Pillars quite pron Neither muſt We 
« omit an Encomium beftowed upon it by a great Traveller, as is ſaid, in an old 
« Monkiſh Verſe, and is inſcribed on the Wall in Saxon Letters as follow; 


UT ROSA PHLOS PHLORUM, SIC EST DOMUS ISTA DOMORUM. 
« The Chief of Houſes as the Roſe of Flowers. 


After all, this noble Structure had like to have met its Fate, in the late Days of 
Rapine and Sacrilege ; for there is a Tradition very much credited, that a certain 
Perſon in this City had obtained a Grant, from the pious Legiſlature of thoſe 
Days, to pull down the Chapter-Houſe, as an uſeleſs Part of the Church. We are 
ſurther told, that the Man had certainly effected it, and had deſigned to have |

In the Square Paſlage to the Chapter-Houſe from the Church, remarkable for | 
its beautiful Windows of painted Glaſs, have been alſo many Coats of Arms deli- | 
neated on the Wall in their proper Colours; particularly over the Entrance.

The Foundation of this Chapel being 1 
very antient and extraordinary, We ſhall tranſcribe as follows. 7 10 

Roger Archbiſhop of Tork having built againſt the great Church a Chapel, he 
Dedicated it to the Name of the Bleſſed and Immaculate Virgin Mary and Holy 
Angels; for the Celebration of Divine Services, to the eternal Honour of God, 

Flory of his Succeſſors, and Remiſſion of his own Sins. He ordained the ſame to 
be a perpetual Habitation, for thirteen Clerks of different Orders, vis.

“ hundred Shillings; to each of the Subdeacons fix Marks. And he himſelf ſhall

« Portions of the Prieſts, Deacons and Subdeacons. TE. 

« Alſo he willed that the ſaid Sacriſt of his own Coſt expend ten Shillings on 
Maunday, as well in Veiles, Wine, Ale, Veſſels and Water for waſhing the 
Feet of the Canons, and of other poor Clerks, to the Uſe of thoſe poor Clerks. 
And alſo to Contribute ſixteen Shillings to the Diet of the ſaid poor Clerks ; that 
in all things the Fraternity and Unity of the Church may be preſerved.

« Roger provided alſo that the Churches which were not of Donation ſhould 
be free from Synodals and all other Things due to the Archbiſhops, his Suc- 
ceflors, and their Officials. And ordered that they ſhould as quietly and freely 
hold and enjoy thoſe Churches which are of his Donation as others have done be- 


fore them. Laſtly, he ordained, for the more diligent ſerving of the Chapel, 
that none of the ſaid Clerks ſhould dwell out of the City, which if they pre- 


© ſumed to do, they ſhould be diſplaced by the Archbiſhop, and another of the 


« ſame Order be by him collated.  _ 

Sewal, Archbiſhop, perceiving the Revenues of theſe Churches to be very 
much increaſed, appointed Vicars to be eſtabliſhed in them preſentable by the 
Sacriſtan ; and made divers Orders for the hetter Government of the Miniſters, 
whom from thenceforth he cauſed to be called Canons. Theſe Orders are at large 
printed in the firſt Volume of Srevens's Monaſticon ; both extracted and tranſlated 
from Dugdale. It would be needleſs here to inſert them, as well as the Catalogues 


of the Names, and Times of Collation of the Sacriſts, and all the Sacerdotal Pre- 
bendaries of this Chapel, from its firſt original Foundation to its Diſſolution. We 
may believe it underwent the laſt Change very early in the Work of the Refor- 


mation; for it was certified into the Court of Augmentations held in the Thirt 


ſeventh Year of the Reign of Henry VIII. to be of the yearly Value of One Hun- 


dred and Ninety two Pounds, Sixteen Shillings and Sixpence, But it was ſtandin 
here much later, for we find that the Tythes belonging to this Chapel and the 
Chapel itſelf, was ſold to one Mebſter the Fourth of Elisabeth. | 


The next Out-Building I ſhall mention is the Veſtry, which joins to the Church 
on the South Side of it; it has a Council-Room and Treaſury contiguous to it. In 
this laſt was kept all the Rents, Revenues, Grants and Charters, with the Com- 
mon Seal belonging to the Church ; and had a particular Officer to inſpe& and 
take Care of them. In the large Inventary of the Riches belonging to this Cathe- 
dral, taken in Edward the Sixth's Time, is an Account of the Money then in St

The Council Room, or Inner Veſtry, where his Face of 7, ork, robes himſelf, 
when he comes to his Cathedral, is a convenient Place, render'd warm and com- 
modious for the Clergy to adjourn to from the Chapter-Houſe in cold Weather. In 
it is a large Preſs, where are kept thoſe Acts and Regiſters of the Church, which 
they want more immediately to conſult on theſe Occaſions. ,  _ 

he Veſtry is a Room Forty Four Foot by Twenty Two; in the South Corner 
of which, in the very Wall is a Well, of excellent Mater, called St Peter's Moll. 
Oppoſite is a great Cheſt, of a Triangular Figure, ſtrongly bound about with 
Iron Bars, which by its Shape muſt have once ſerved to lay up the Copes and 
Prieſts Veſtments in. Along the North Side are ſeyeral large Cupboards in the 
Wall, in which formerly were locked up the Church's Plate, and other valuable 
Things ; but at preſent they are only enriched with the following Curioſities, A 
Canopy of State of Gold Tiſſue and two ſmall Coronets of Silver gilt; which were 


given by the City for the Honour of King James I. at his coming out of Scorland 


to this Place in his Tia to London. Two Silver Chalices found in the Graves 
ome other of Lead found elſewhere, with other Curioſities 


of two Archbiſhops ; 
taken out of ſeveral Graves in laying the new Pavement. The Head of Arch-

This. Horn Mr Camden particularly mentions as a Mark of a ſtrange Way of 
Endowment formerly uſed ; and from an old Book, as he terms it, gives us this

In ancient Times there are ſeveral Inſtances of Eſtates that were paſſed without 
any Writings at all; by the Lord's Delivery of ſuch Pledges as theſe, a Sword, a 
Helmet, a Horn, a Cup, a Bow or Arrow; nudo verbo, abſque ſcripto vel char-

Tre Church of Tork ought to pay a high Veneration to this Horn, ſeveral 
Lands belonging to it are ſtill called 4 terra Ulphi ; and before the Reformation 
it was handſomely adorn'd with Gold, and was pendant in a Chain of the fame Me- 
tal. Theſe Ornaments were the Occaſion of its being taken away at that Time; 
for it is plain by Mr Camden's Words that the Horn was not there in his Days. 
I was mform'd, ſays he, that this great Curioſity was kept in the Church till 
« the laſt Age. We are not therefore to blame the Civil Wars for this Piece of 
Pillage 3 for a principal Actor in them, Thomas Lord Fairfax, was the Occaſion 
of its being preſery'd and reſtor d to the Church. Where it had lain, or where he 
got it, is uncertain; bur ſtript of its golden Ornaments, it was returned by Henry 
Lord Fairfax his Succeſſor. The Chapter thought fit to decorate it anew, and to 
beftow the following Inſcription to the Memory of the Reſtorer upon it.

On the South Side of the Veſtry hang up, againſt the Wall, two ancient Ta- 
bles, which are little taken Notice of, and yet muſt not be omitted in this Survey. 
The one contains a Catalogue of the Miracles aſcribed to the Virtues of our St. 
William, Twenty three Years after his Death, and are Thirty nine in Number. 
The other is a Copy of an Indulgence granted by Pope Nicholas, mention'd in 
the Life of that Prelate, with other Abſtracts from Hiſtory relating to this Church. 
Here is alſo an antique Chair in which ſeveral Kings of England have been 
crowned ; and which the Archbiſhop alſo makes uſe of, within the Rails of the 
Altar, at Ordinations, &c. On the Furniture Cloths of the Veſtry are the Arms 
of Scrope Lord Maſham; Booth, Archbiſhop, ee To conclude this Ac- 
count of the Veſtry We ſhould give the Inventory of the Plate, Jewels, Veſt- 
ments, Sc. which were repoſited in the Treaſury here, or adorned the ſeveral 
Shrines and Altars in the Church. But ſince this is printed at large in Stevens's Mo- 
naſticon, tranſlated from Dugdale's, and is, indeed, too copious for this Deſign, 
We ſhall refer thither. And only beg Leave to give a much ſhorter Account, as 
it is in another Epitome of the Monaſticon in theſe Words: KADITEY VC 
Jo this Cathedral Church did belong Abundance of Jewels, Veſſels of Gold 
« and Silver, and other Ornaments, rich Veſtments and Books, amongſt which 
« were ten Mitres of great Value; and one ſmall Mitre ſet with Stones, pro -epiſ= 
„ copo pucrorum, for the Biſhop of the Boys, or Children. One Silver and Gilt 
« Paſtoral Staff, many Paſtoral Rings, amongſt which one for the Biſhop of the 
« Boys. Chalices, Viols, Pots, Baſons, Candleſticks, Thuribules, Holy-Water- 
« pots, Croſſes of Silver, one of which weighed eight Pounds fix Ounces, Ima- 
ges of Silver and Gold, Relicts in Caſes extremely rich, great Bowls'of Silver, 
« an Unicorn's Horn, a Table of Silver and Gilt, with the Image of the Virgin 
C enamell'd thereon, weighing nine Pounds eight Ounces and a half. Several Goſ- 
« pellaries and Epiſtolaries richly adorn'd with Silver, Gold, and Precious Stones. 
Jewels affix d to Shrines and Tombs of, almoſt an ineſtimable Value. Altar- 
« cloths and Hangings very rich ; Copes of Tiſſue, Damask, and Velvet, white, 
red, blue, green, black and purple; with other Veſtments of the ſame Colours. 
Beſides this there was a great Treaſure, depoſited in the common Cheſt, in Gold 
„Chains, Collars of SS, Sc. with large Sums of old Gold and Silver. 
Me have nothing to add to the Church's being plunder'd of all theſe immenſe 
Riches, but a ſmall Robbery, in Compariſon of the former, done in the Night of 
Feb. 5, 1676; when the Church was broke open, as well as the Cupboards in the 
Veſtry, and moſt of the Plate, they then were poſſeſs d of, ſtole from thence. But 
the Actors of this ſacrilegious Fact were never yet known. Sic parvis componere, 
The Place which is now called the Veſtry was not anciently ſuch, but a Cha- 
pel begun by Archbiſhop Zouch ; who we are told laid the Foundation of a Cha- 
pel, about the Year 1350, in which he intended to have been buried, but dying 
before it was finiſhed, he was interred elſewhere. This Chapel is ſaid to have been 
erected on the South Side of the Church, and Mr Torre brings ſeveral Teſtimonies 
from the Records, to prove that this was the Place. At the new Ere&ion of the 
Choir it was taken down, but rebuilt at the Charge of Archbiſhop Zouch's Execu- 
tors, and it continued a Chantry Chapel, to pray for the Good of that Prelate's 
Soul, to the Diſſolution. 3 
The Library is a Building adjoining to the Church, on the South Side, being a 
Chamber of an oblong Square over another Room now made uſe of for the Singing 
School. In the Midſt is a long Gallery, or Walk, running from Eaſt to Weſt, 
which divides it into two Parts, wherein are ſet up Frames or Claſſes for the con- 
venient ſtanding of the Books. Moſt of the Volumes were the Giſt of Mrs Mat- 
thews, the Relict of Toby Matthews, Archbiſhop, whoſe Son Sir Toby having 
been diſinherited by his Father, was probably the Reaſon that the Mother beſtow- 
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ed her Husband's Books, to the Number of Three thouſand Volumes, on the 


Church. Upon a Table, now broken, is an Inſcription in Memory of this Bequeſt

But great was the Loſs of the learned World when the Library, placed in this 
Church by Archbiſhop Egbert, Anno 743, was: burnt with the whole Fabrick a- 
bout three hundred Years after. So Choice was this Collection that William, the 
Librarian of Malmsbury, calls it the nobleſt Repoſitory and Cabinet of Arts and 


Sciences then in the whole World. Alcuinus Eboracenſis, the Preceptor of the 
Emperor Charles the great, at his Return into Britain wrote his Royal Pupil a 


Letter ; in which the higheſt Encomiums: are beſtowed on this Library. We 
cannot do better than to give the Reader them in his own Words and Phraſe.

Thomas, the firſt Archbiſhop of this See of that Name, amongſt his other great 
Benefactions to his Church, is ſaid to repleniſh the Library, juſt then deſtroyed, 
with good and uſefiil Books. But theſe'alfo underwent the ſame Fate with the 
Fabrick, being both coriſumed in the Fire which Happened in the City, Anno 
1137, in the Reign of Ring S ee ue: LDL 
Me cannot find after this, that our Church was remarkable for a Collection of 
Books, but continued in the ſame State in which: Leland ſays he found it, till 
the great Gift of Mrs Matthews once more gave it the Pace of a Library. The 
Books are methodically digeſted into Claſſes; according to the various Lea 
they treat on, and a faithful Catalogue made of them. This was done by the 
Care of Dr Comber, then Precentor of the Church. They have ſince been aug- 
mented, at different Times; and lately by the Bequeſt of Dean Finch, have re- 
ceived the Addition of the Foedera -Anplican# in ſeventeen Tomes, Sc. The 
Books are chiefly remarkable for ſeveral valuable Tracts in Divinity and Hiſtory; 
{ome Manuſcripts, amongſt which is a Tully de Irventione, ad Herrenium, very 
perfect, and in a moſt neat Character, Bibles and Pſalters, the original Regiſter of 
St Marys Abbey at Tork, Sc. But the Manuſcripts that are almoſt ineſtimable, to 
this Library eſpecially, are Mr Torres painful Collections from the original Re- 
cords, of all the Eccleſiaſtical Affairs relating to this Church and Dioceſe. And 
lately the fine Collection of the late Reverend Mr Marmainke bothereill, is like- 
wiſe added to this Library, ſo that it now contains a Body of Nianaferipts eſpe- 
cially in the Engliſh Ritual and Liturgical Way, equal to moſt Libraries in the 

Kingdom. TE ODT eee 
The Arms that are, or were in the Windows of this Room in Mr Torres Time, 
and probably belonged to ſome ancient Benefactors to the Library, are firſt Eng- 
land, then Mowbray, Percy and Lucy, Nevil, Roſs, Clifford, Fitzhugh, Vava- 
ſour, Bowett; Archbiſhops, Langley, Skirlaw, Dacres, Haxey, Scrope of Maſ- 
fam, and Fenton. 1 e . 


Having now deſcribed all the Out-Buildings, belonging more immediately to 
the Church; we ſhall next take an external View of the whole Fabrick. The 
Cathedral Church of Tork is commonly called Tor Minſter; which Word in the 
Anglo-Saxon is Mynſter, in the old Franco-Gaulick, Monſtier, but all from the 
Latin Monaſterium. A Cathedral Church and Monaſtery being formerly ſyno- 
nymous Terms. The whole Building ſhews more Window than ſolid in it; and 
the different Taſte of Architecture, as well as the different Age of each Part, is eaſi- 
ly diſcernable: We ſhall begin with the Weſt End. N 


The 
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The Front, or Weſt End, contains two uniform Steeples, runniug up to the 
ſetting on of their Square Tops, in ten ſeveral Contractions, all cloiſtered for 
Imagery. Indeed this Part of the Church has loſt much of its Beauty, by being 
robbed of a vaſt Number of curious Statues, which once adorned it, the Pedeſtals 
and Niches of which look bare without them. But ftill it carries a Grandeur in- 
expreſſible. On the Top of the great Doors fits the Figure of Archbiſhop 
William de Melton, the principal Founder of this Part of the Church ; but the 
Image is much abuſed. Below, and on each Side of the double Doors, are th 
Statues of a Vavaſour and a Percy as their Shields of Arms do teſtify. . 

It appears by a Deed that Robert le Vavaſour granted to God, St Peter and 
the Church 'of York, for the Health of his own Soul, and the Souls of his Wife 
Julian and his Anceſtors, full and free Uſe of his Quarry at Tadcaſter in Theve- 
dale. With Liberty to take and carry thence a ſufficient Quantity of Stone for 
the Fabrick of this Church, as oft as they had need to repair, re-edify, or enlarge 
the ſame. Ie yy 
Likewiſe Robert de Percy, Lord of Boulton, granted to John Archbiſhop of 
orb, free Liberty for the Mariners, or Carters, to carry the Fabrick Stone from 
Tadcaſter, either by Land or Water, through his Grounds lying along the River 
.2warfe ; or up that River to Tor-. As alſo his Wood at Boulton for Roofing 
the new Building. | On. 

In Memory of theſe two extraordinary Benefactions the Church thought fit to 
erect two Statues ; one repreſented with a Piece of rough unhewn Stone in his 
Hands, the other with a Similitude of a Piece of wrought Timber. Theſe two 
Families have many more Memorials of their Beneficence to the Fabrick on the 
Inſide of the Church. * 4 8 
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In the Arch over the Door, in fine tracery Work, is the Story of Adam and 
Eve in Paradiſe, with their Expulſion thence. Theſe double Doors are ſeldom 
opened but at Funerals; or the Reception of an Archbiſhop, in ſolemn Pro- 
ceſſion, for Inſtallation. At the Baſis of each of theſe Towers are two more Doors 
Dayly open, by a Wicket, for Entrance into the Church at this End of the Fabrick. 
We ſhall be lets particular in deſcribing this and the reſt of the Church, becauſe 
the Draughts will give the Reader a much better Idea of the Building than Words 
can poſſibly exprels. | 

December 8, 1660, a great Wind blew down the whole Battlement of the 
South Steeple, with two Pinacles of the ſame ; the Top of one of the Spires of the 
other Steeple fell likewiſe by the ſame Wind, which did great Damage to the 
reſt of the Church. The Steeples have not yet been repaired. The North Steeple 
is called St Mary's, or our Lady's Steeple, probably for being neareſt the Chapel 
of that Name already deſcribed. In it did hang once four Bells, but Au. 1655, 
they were removed into the other Steeple, the Charge of which was born by a 
Collection through the City. ” 

In the South Tower hangs a ring of twelve Bells, the largeſt Tenor of which 
is fifty nine hundred Weight, the Diameter five Feet nine Inches and a half. This 

great Bell was caſt Au. 1628; it is uſually tolled at Funerals ; Toby Matthews 
Archbiſhop was the Firſt it went for on that Occaſion. One of the Bells, which 
probably came out of the other Steeple bears this Inſcription, 


Hocata dum voco pulſata mundo Maria. 


In the Year 1466, there was then delivered into the Hands of Thomas Innocent 
Hell-founder, by John Knapton under-Treaſurer, for the Founding of four Bells, 
certain Metals, all particularly named in the Record; which alſo ſhews the Weight 
of exch Bell. In the Year 1657, the Eleventh, or the largeſt Bell but one was 
broke and new caſt ; the fourth Bell being likewiſe untuneable, was broke and 
melted down, and to add Metal to theſe the biggeſt Bell of three belonging to the 
demoliſhed Church of St Nicholas, extra Walmgate, was given. Towards the 
Charge of this, and to make the Chimes go on all the Bells, the Lord Mayor 
and Commonalty gave one hundred and thirty Pounds from the Chamber. So 
cloſe, ſays a Manuſcript, were the then ſpiritual Governours of the Church; al- 
though, adds the Author, they had all the Revenues of it in their own Hands at 
that Time. Drckenſon, Lord Mayor that Year, and one of Oliver's Knights, has 
his Name remembered in the Inſcription on the eleventh Bell, viz. Thoma 
Dickenſon ilitè Majore civit. Eboraci vice ada. ſumptus procurante. _ 
About ten Years ago, vis. Anno 1733, the Frames of all theſe Bells were re- 
newed, and they re-hung in a Manner much more commodious for Ringing than 
before. Towards the Expence of which a ſet of publick ſpirited Citizens, great 
Admirers of this Kind of Muſick and Exerciſe, contributed twenty Pounds. The 
alſo, at their own Expence, built a new Floor, twenty one Feet higher than the 
old one, for a greater Convenience in ringing the Bells. This Diverſion has been 
long in great Vogue in England, though it is remarkable that it is not practiſed 
out of our King's Dominions, any where elſe in the World. I 
The principal Benefactor to the re- building this South Steeple has his Name on 
the Stone Work 1n large Letters on the Weſt Side thus, :

Joby Birmingham was Treaſurer of this Church about the Year 1432, and was 


no doubt a great Promoter of the Work; beſides by his Will proved May 28, 1457, 
he left amongſt other Legacies fifty Pounds to the further Reparation of the 
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nacles; which have been raiſed, as well for Buttreſſes to the upper Building of 
the Nave, as Ornaments. Though now all the Arches WH PR them are ta- 


ken away; I ſuppoſe not being thought of any Service. Towards the Top of | 
each of theſe Pinnacles is a Cell for an Image, which by great Luck are yet ſtand- | 
ing in them. The four to the Weſt, I take to be the Repreſentations of the four 
Evangeliſts; the next Chriſt with the Paſchal Lamb; the laſt an Archbiſhop, 


probably, from his juvenile Look, the peculiar Saint of this Church, St William. | 
The South Entrance is aſcended to by ſeveral Courſes of Steps; and Tradition | 


| aſſures us that there was once as great an Aſcent to the Weſt Door. If fo, the . -Y 
| Ground has been much raiſed at that End, the Soil being now level with the | | 
Pavement of the Church, However this might happen from the vaſt Quantity 
of Chippings of Stone, which not only ſerv'd to level this Part, but alſo was uſed 
to raiſe the Foundation of all the Houſes on that Side; as the Ground when dug 
into does ſufficiently teſtify. It being near two Yards deep before you can come to | 
the natural Sojl. Over this Entrance hung formerly the Bell for calling to Pray- | 
ers, but in the late Dean's Time it was removed to the Top of the Lanthorn 
Steeple. A little ſpiral Turret, called the Fidler's Turret, from an Image of a Fid- 
ler on the Top of it, was taken ſome few Years ago from another Part of the | 
Building, and plac'd on the Summit of this End, which has added much to its De- | 
coration. In it the Clock Bell hangs. Over the Doors, by the Care of the ſame - 
Dean, was alſo placed a handſome Dial, both horary and ſolar ; on each Side of 
which two Images beat the Quarters on two ſmall Bells. After the Reformation 
ſome avaricious Dean leaſed out the Ground for ſome Space on each Side the Steps 
for building Houſes and Shops on. Theſe were ſtanding, juſt as they are repre- 
ſented in Hollar's Draught of this Part of the Church in the Monaſticon, and were | 
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of great Diſcredit as well as Annoyance to the Fabrick ; till the worthy Dean 
Gale, amongſt other particular Benefactions, ſuffered the Leaſes to run out, pul- 
led down the Houſes and cleaned this Part of the Church from the Scurff it had 
contracted by the Smoke proceeding from theſe Dwellings. 3 
Eaſtward you take a View of Archbiſhop Thoresby's fine additional Building, 

being all the Choir-End of the Cathedral. It is eaſily diſcernable, by the Out- 
ſide, that this Part is much newer, as well as of a nobler Gothick Taſte than 
the Weſt-End. To the Eaſt, over the fineſt Window in the World, fits the ſaid 
Archbiſhop, mitred and robed, in his Archiepiſcopal Chair, having in his Left 
Hand the Repreſentation of a Church, and —_ to point to this Window with 
his Right. At the Baſis of this noble Light ate thirteen Heads, placed on a Row 
in the Wall, from Angle to Angle. They, are deſigned to repreſent the Heads of 
our Saviour and his Twelve Apoſtles, himſelf in the midft of them. At the South 
Corner is the Head of a King crowned ; deſigned, no doubt, for that magnanimous 
Prince Edward III. in whote Time this Structure was erected. And at the North 
a Mitred Biſhop projects, which can repreſent none likelier than the Founder. On 
each Side of this End of the Church ſtands alſo the Statues of Percy and V. avaſour, 
armed; their Shields of Arms hanging by them. I obſerve that Percy takes the 
Right Hand here, as Vavaſour does at the Weſt End; but for what Reaſon TI 
know not. os 

The Grand Tower, or Lanthorn Steeple, fo called, We preſume, from its Re- 
| ſemblance to that Luminary, is the next we muſt raiſe our Eyes to. It is a Square 
Building, ſupported: on the Inſide by four large and maſſy Pillars of Stone, which 
make four Arches. This Tower is very lofty, yet Tradition aſſures it was meant 
to be carried much higher, by a Spire of Wood covered with Lead on the Top of 
it, But the Foundation was thought too weak for ſuch a Superſtructure. On the 
South Weſt Angle, is now placed a Cupola for the Prayer-Bell to hang in, which 
Structure is really a Deformity, being of a different Order from the reſt of the 
Church, and only taking up one Corner of the Square. However, by. the Ad- 
vantage of this Situation, the Silver Sound of this ſmall Bell may be heard ſome 
Miles off the City; the Motto upon it alludes to its ringing early in the Morn- 
ing for Six o Clock Prayers, in this Diſtich, = ing 


Surge cito, propera, cunctos citat, excitat hora; 
Cur dormis? Vigila, me reſonante leva. 


In the Year 1666, by Order of the Duke of Buckingham, a Turret of Wood 
was erected, covered with Lead and glazed, on the Top of this Steeple. This was 
to put Lights into upon Occaſion, to ſerve as a Beacon to alarm the Country in 
caſe the Hollanders or French, with both which Powers we were then at War, 

ſhould attempt to land on our Coaſts. hg 55 
Thus we have given a ſhort Deſcription of the external Parts of this great Fa- 
brick; which will only ſerve to let a Stranger into a juſter Notion of the Plates, 
which for better Information we have cauſed to be placed in the Order they ap- 
pear in. We have but to add, on this Subject, that by the Care and Management 
of the two late Governors, the Fabrick Money has been ſo well applied to its pro- 
per Uſe, the one taking Care to preſerve the Roof, new Leading of it where there 
was Occaſion, Sc. the other ſetting Workmen on to ſtop up all Cracks, Flaws 
and Periſhing of the Stones, with excellent Cement and Mortar, that at preſent 
the whole Structure has almoſt regained its primitive Luſtre. Were bat its loſt 
Spires and Pinacles reſtored, it would altogether appear ſo; and this Fahrick 


might yet bid Defiance to Time and Weather for many ſucceeding Generations. 
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At our Entrance into the Church, before we look upwards and dazzle our Eyes 
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with the Loftineſs and Spatiouſneſs of the Building, it will be neceſſary firſt to caſt 


them on the Ground: Here, in the old Pavement of this Church, were, almoſt, 


an innumerable Quantity of Graveſtones ; many of which formerly ſhone like Em- 


broidery ; being enriched with the Images, Sc. in Braſs, of Biſhops, and other 
Eccleſiaſticks, repreſented in their proper Habits : Of which the Graveſtone of 
Archdeacon Dalby, as the Draught of it expreſſes, though the Original is long 
ſince torn off, is a ſhining Inſtance. Theſe Stones had alſo Monumental Inſeripti- 
ons upon them, in order to carry down the Names and Qualities of the venerable 
Dead to lateſt Poſterity. But to ſee how all Sublunary Things are ſubje& to 
Change or Decay, what was thought the moſt durable, by our Fore-fathers, for 


this Purpoſe, by an unaccountable Turn of Fate proved the very Occaſion of De- 


ſtruction by their Sons. Let no Man henceforth ſay, iow 4 Monumentum Are 
perennins, in the ſtrict Senſe of the Words: There is an Inſtance of the Loſs of a 
fine Palace for the Lucre of the Lead upon it, and now this Aris ſacra Fames 
has robbed us of moſt of the ancient monumental Inſcriptions that were in the 
Church. At the Reformation, this hair-brain'd Zeal began to ſhew itſelf againſt 
painted Glaſs, Stone Statues and Graveſtones ; many of which were defaced, and 
utterly deſtroyed, along with other more valuable Monuments of the Church, 
till Queen Eligabeth put a Stop to thoſe moſt ſecandalous Doings by a Procla- 
mation. In our late Civil Wars, and during the Uſurpation, our Zealots began 
again theſe Depredations on Graveſtones ; and ſtripped and pillaged them to the 
minuteſt Piece of Metal. I know it is urged that their Hatred to Popery was ſo 


great, that they could not endure to ſee an Orate pro Anima, or even a Croſs on 


a Monument without defacing of it. But it is plain that it was more a 
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Lucre of the Braſs, than Zeal, which tempted theſe Miſcreants to this Act; for 
there- was no Graveſtone, which had an Inſer cription cut on itſelf, that was defaced 
by any Thing but Age throughout this whole Church. 

The preſent noble Pavement, which is put in Place of the ragged and ſhattered 5 
old one, has quite taken away. the few Inſcriptions that were left us, which, in- 
deed, were by no means bs og enough t to hinder the Deſign. 
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An ACCO ONT 5 Fe ach Prefons of Hogour who bave been Bu- 
ried in this Cathedral; and wha have now no Monuments at all, 
or are robb'd of their Inſcriptions, &c. 


© begin with the Burials, from the firſt We ſhall not look for the Sepul- 
cher of King Ebrank; nor of the reſt of the Britiſh Kings and Princes 
which Geofry Monmouth aſſures us died and were buried at Tor. But, to deſcend 
to greater Certainties and better Authorities, We ſhall mention Venerable Bede, 
who writes, that the Head. of the famous King Edwin was interrd in the 8 
thedral at Tor, of his own founding ; and his Body was buried at //hitby. As al- 
ſo Ethelm and Etheldrida, a Son and a Daughter of this King. Theſe two laſt, 
ſays Bede, died ſo ſoon after Baptiſm, that they had not put off the white Ray- 
ment, then worn, for ſome Ti ime, by ſuch 1e as received the facred Layer 
An. 680. 
About the Lear 6 86 Boſa Archbiſhop of this province died and was buried! in 
his Cathedral. 

Eadbert King of Northumberland died and was interr'd in the Porch of St Pe- 
ters Church in Tork, An. 767. Two Years after, Egbert his Brother, er 
of this Province, died and was buried beſides him. 

Eanbald Succeſſor to the laſt named King was here alſo interred, in the Year 
797. 

For many Years DES this, during the Daniſh Wars, the Archbiſhops of this 
Province died and were buried, none knows where. Nor is there any Notice ta- 
ken in Hiſtory of any conſiderable Perſons being interr'd at Tork ; except we men- 
tion St Everilda, Abbeſs of Whitby, whom the Danes ſlew with all her Con- 
vent; and ſhe is ſaid to have been buried at Tork. % 

In the Year 1014, ſays Simeon of Durbam, Sweyne the Pagan Daniſh Kin 
a Man repreſented to be horribly cruel, was ſlain, by a Miracle at Dende King, 
in the midſt of his Conqueſts, and buried at Tork. The Miracle i is too extraordi- 
nary to inſert. 

Toſty, the furious Earl of Northumber laid killed at the Battle af Stainford- 
Bridge, was brought to Tork, and there interred, An. 1066, 

Aldred, Archbiſhop, next occurrs to be laid in his Cathedral, juſt before the 

Deſtruction of it by William the Conqueror, in the Year 1069. 

Thomas his Succeſſor, who rebuilt the Church, died here, and was dane in it. 
So was Gerard, Archbiſhop, An. 1108. | 
Thomas the ſecond was here alſo interred, An. 1114, though now no Memorial 

is in being of either of them. 

Henry Murdac, Archbiſhop lies buried in this Cathedral, who Fe An. 115 3, 

but without any Monument that We know of. 

I be firſt Prelate that we can fix a Place of Sepulture to, is William: com- 
monly called St William, who died the Year following. It is true his Bones were 
removed from the Place of their firſt Interment, and were laid in the Nave of 
the Church, under a long narrow Marble Altar Table; of the ſame kind of Stone 
the Font is "ade on. What e upon taking up this Altar Stone, will be 
ſeen in the Sequel. 


Archbiſhop 5 comes next in this Lift, who lies in an antique Tomb f in the 
North Hle of the Nave, he was buried Au. 1181. 


Malter Greys Tomb bears alſo no Inſcription Au. 1255. 


His 
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His immediate Succeſſor Sewal de Bovil has alſo a Monument in this Church 
without any Inſcription ; he died in 1258. | 

Archbiſhop Godfrey de Kinton is ſaid, by Stubbs, to be buried in his Cathedral; 
but the Place of his Interment is unknown, unleſs we ſuppoſe the Tomb on the 
Right Hand Walter Grey's to be his; he died in 1264. | 

The Tomb of William Langton, Dean of Tor-, which once ſtood near the 
Clock Caſe, is the firſt that bore any Inſcription. An Account of which, with an 
accurate Draught taken before it was demoliſhed, may be found in the Deſcription 
of that Part of the Church where it ſtood. The Fragments of it lay now upon 

Archbiſhop Bower's Tomb; it is plain this fine Monument was torn in Pieces by 

the Puritans in the Uſurpation, for it was ſtanding intire Anno 1641, when the 
Draught of it was taken. This Dean died 1279. 

Valter Giffard, Archbiſhop, was buried in this Cathedral, as Leland writes, in 
the Choir-End of the Church ; and with this modeſt Inſcription on his Grave-Stone, 
WALTER GISFART OBIIT VII KAL. MAII, MCCLXXIX. 
He is the firſt that is taken Notice of to be interred in the Choir, but the Place 
now not known. 1

John Romain, and Henry ' Newark, Sueceſſors to the ſormer, are ſaid, by 


Stubbs, to be both laid in the Cathedral; but now without any more Memorial 


of them: In the Years 1295 and 1299. 


William de Greenfield comes next. Stubbs has laid him in Porticu S. Nicholai, 3 
St Nicholas's Porch in this Church; where his Monument, as is repreſented, ſtill 


remains. The Portraiture of that Saint is in the Window, but the Tomb has no 
Inſcription. An. 1315. SHES ee. 

William de Melton, Archbiſhop, Founder of the Weſt End of the Church, 
died Anno 1340, and was buried near the Font, ad fontem, ſays Stubbs, where his 
Grave was found; which was covered with a large blue Marble, Quarterly clo- 
ven; this had been plated with Braſs on the Borders, and all over in the Middle, 
but all quite eraſed. This Miſchief muſt have been done at or near the Reforma- 
tion, ſince Doaſworth is ſilent as to any Epitaph on this Grave-Stone in his Time. 
In the Year 1344, our Hiſtorians take Notice that William de Hatfield, ſecond 


Son to King Edward III, died and was buried in our Cathedral. The Place where 


is now uncertain ; but there is an Image of a young Prince in Alabaſter, Proſtrate 
with a Ducal Coronet on his Head, and a Lion Couchant at his Feet, which in all 
Probability was deſigned for him, this Prince dying in his Childhood. This Figure 


is now lying in the South Quire, and a Drawing of it will be given in deſcribing 


that Part of the Church. | 
William de la Zouch, Archhiſhop, died Anno 1352, and was interred, according to 


Stubbs, againſt the Altar of St Edward King and Confeſſor. But where that Al- 
tar ſtood in the Church is now unknown. 


John Thoresby, the laſt Prelate which Stubbs mentions, was buried in this 
Church; and laid, as that Author writes, before the Altar of the Bleſſed Virgin 


Mary, in his new Work of the Choir, Anno 1373. This Altar was under the 


great Eaſt Window, but no Stone or Monument does now mark the Place of his 


Interment ; yet, as long as this Part of the Fabrick ſtands, he cannot want a Me- 
morial, : 


The next Prelate that occurs to be buried in this Church is Richard Scrope, be- 
headed Anno 1405. His Tomb, at the Eaſt End, is ſtill remaining, but robbed 
of its Inſcription in Braſs which run round the Verge. To this Monument did be- 
long a large Quantity of Veſtments, Jewels, Sc. as appears by Dugdalè's Inventary, 
that were offered to the Shrine of this Loyal Martyr. At the fame Time with 
the Archbiſhop were buried the Bodies of Thomas Mowbray Duke of Norfolk, and 
Sir John Laneplugh, beheaded for the ſame Crime, but without any Memorial. 
Henry Bowett, Archbiſhop, lies oppoſite to Scrope, as they were ſo in Princi- 
_ ples, but without any Epitaph. He died Anno 1423. 

George Neuill, an unfortuuate Prelate, died after his Return from Baniſhment, 
and was interred in the Cathedral, in the Year 1476; Leland writes, that he and 
his Succeſſor Rotheram lie together in the North Side of our Lady's Chapel in the 
Choir. PE Ke | — 
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The Tomb of Thomas de Rotheram is alſo robb'd of the Inſcription ; but he 
died of the Plague, at his Palace of Caweod, in the Year 1500. _ MI 

Archbiſhop Savage is the laſt that makes any Figure without an Inſcription j 
he died Anno 1503. Archbiſhops Lee and Toung had allo Grave-Stones and Inſcrip- 
tions, but theſe, with ſome others, will be taken Notice of in their proper Places. 

In the Choir-End of the Church in Fifty two Epitaphs which Mr Dodſworrh 
gives us, near Thirty of them were remaining entire and legible before the Pavement 
was lately altered. Theſe ſeem to have been preſerved by the Choir-Doors, which, 
being kept for the moft Part ſhut, did ſecure them from Plunder. But what has 
eſcaped, within that Encloſure, bears no Proportion to thoſe which are ſtripped 
without; for in the Body of the Church in one hundred and thirteen Epitaphs, 
not twenty of them were left, and half of thoſe were cut on Stone. Which plain- 
ly proves, that the poor Lucre of the Braſs was the greateſt Motive to the defac- 
ing theſe venerable Remains of Antiquity. „ ISL ins . 
I !bere are but two in the whole Catalogue of Inſcriptions that riſe higher in Date 
than the thirteenth Century. Nor are there any, commonly to be met with, in 
England, that I know of. The Tomb of Dean Langton claims Seniority to any 

in his Church, for an Epitaph; being dated Anno 1279, as is viſible upon the Re- 

mains of it at this Day. This Tomb, Mr Doaſworth ſays, ſtood within an Iron 
Grate near the Clock, on the Right; he calls it a Braſs Tomb, and ſuppoſes that 
the Dean was ſlain by an armed Man at Maſs, becauſe the Image had a Repreſen- 
tation of a Wound in its Head; and the Story was depicted in the adjoining Win- 
dow. I take this to have been ſome Alluſion to the Murder of St Thomas a 
Becket, for we are not to ſuppoſe, that the Brother of Stephen Langton, then 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, could be lain in ſo publick a Manner and no Notice 
taken of it in Hiſtory. The Monument fared no better for its Covering with 
Braſs, for the Plunderers in the ſtripping broke the Stone to Pieces; which were 
lately found buried in the Ground, probably by ſome conſiderate Perſon of thoſe 
Times, in digging Dean Finchés Grave. We ſhall begin our Deſcription of the 
Grave-Stones, Monuments, Sc. from the South Entrance of the Croſs Iſle, and then 
this remarkable Tomb of Langton's takes Place according to its Seniority.

Under the great Faſt Window were ſeveral large blue Stones 05 which 
Arctibiſhop Thoresby depoſited his Brethren, and was laid himſelf in the Midſt of 
them : Their Stone Coffins were diſcovered on the Removal of theſe ne for 
the new Pavement; but nothing elſe remarkable about them. 


Before We leave the Ground, it is proper to take Notice, that in the old Pave- 
ment of the Church, were a Number of Circles, which ranged from the Weſt 
End, up the Middle Iſle, on each Side and in the Center. They were about for- 
ty four on a Side, about two Foot Diſtance from one another, and as much in Di- 
amiter. Thoſe in the Midſt were fewer in Number, larger, and exactly fronted 
the Entrance of the great Weſt Door. That Circle neareſt the Entrance in this 
Row being the largeſt of all. I take all theſe to have been drawn out for the 
Eccleſiaſtic ks and Dignitaries of the Church to ſtand in, habited according to their 
proper Diſtinctions, to receive an Archbiſhop for Inſtallation, | or on any other ſo- 
lenm Occaſion, The Dean, and the other great Dignitaries, We preſume, poſſeſ- 
ſed the middle Space ; whilſt the Prebendaries, Vicars, Sacriſts, Priefts at Altars, 
Ve. belonging to the Church, ranged on each Side. And altogether, when clad 


in 
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in their proper Copes and Veſtments, muſt have made a glorious Appcarance. 
From whence, We take it, this Iſle was called the Proceſſional I//e. 

There is now a new Pavement for the Body of the Church; which noble De- 
ſign was begun by Subſcription, from the Clergy and others; ſet on Foot and 
brought to Perfection by the Care and Management of the preſent Governour. The 
Plan was drawn by that eminent Painter and Architect Mr Kent, under the Di- 
rection of the Lord Burlington. It is a Kind of Moſaick Work, thought prope- 
reſt for a Gorhick Building, in which all the old marble Grave-ſtones of the Church 
are wrought up. The Stone was given, from his Quarry at Huddleſtone, by Sir 
Edward Gaſcoign of Parlington, Bart. by which generous AQ the ancient Name 
of Gaſcoign ſhould, in the Liſt of Benefactions, follow thoſe of Percy and Vava- 
{our ; the whole Pavement is laid on Brick ſet Edgways, the Interſtices filled up 
with dry Materials, to prevent the Damp from affeQting of it. To give the Rea- 
der a juſt Idea of the new and old Pavements of the Church, I refer to the Plans; 
the old Draught was taken by Mr Torre. The Figures, Letters, Sc. refer to the 
moſt remarkable Grave-ſtones which were in the Church ; and this Plate muſt be 
allowed to be a great Curioſity, ſince the whole, except in the Choir End, is now 
quite taken up and eraſed. | „ 

Ihe Chantries and Altars dedicated to particular Saints, which were diſperſed in 
ſeveral Places of this Church come next to be conſidered. It is difficult, at this Day, 
to aſſign any of their reſpective Situations; and as impoſſible in a great many of 
them, as it is now, to find out the Lands the Chantries were originally endowed 
with. It appears by a Catalogue of all the Chantries within this Cathedral, as 
they were certified into the Court of Augmentations, Anno 37 Henry VIII, that 
there were above forty Altars erected in different Parts of it. What Regard ought 
to be paid to the Piety of the Founders of them, we ſhall not ſay; but it is cer- 
tain they muſt have been a great Disfigurement to the Beauty of the Church, 
whilſt they were up; yet when taken down, it is pity the Lands, Gc. aſſigned for 
the Maintenance of the Chantry Prieſts, the Rents of which would now amount 
to a very conſiderable Value, was not given to the Support of the Fabrick. But 
they were too good Morſels to eſcape ſwallowing in that Age. In Mr Dodſwortbꝰs 
Collections, printed in Sever's additional Volumes to the Monaſticon, is a Cata- 
logue of theſe Chantries, and their ſeveral Founders, with their yearly Value. 
But this is not near ſo particular an Account of them as may be met with in Mr 
Torre's Manuſcripts ; who has extracted from the Regiſters all the original En- 
dowments; and at the ſame has given cloſe Liſts of the Parſons attending at each 
Altar. The whole would make a Volume of itſelf, and is therefore too copious for 
our Deſign. We ſhall therefore only give the Reader a Catalogue of the Names

ration to his Statue. The Cell remained empty till the Reign of King James I, 
at whoſe firſt coming to this City the Dean and Chapter thought fit to fill up the 
Vacancy with his Figure. It is obſervable that his Name is put underneath Ja- 
cobus primus Rex Ang. we Suppoſe in Diſtinction to the ſixth of Scotland. For it 
was improper for them to ſtyle him firſt of England otherwiſe. 

In the midſt of this Screen is placed the Door into the Choir ; which, together 
with the Paſlage is curiouſly wrought with pretty Mouldings and Carvings. On 
the Centre of the Stone Roof is a very neat Piece of Imagery of the Virgin; with 
her Arms acroſs her Breaſt and adored by three little Angels. The Door itſelf 
was formerly Wood-Work; but of late Years a handſome Iron one was given, 
painted and gilt. The Donor Mrs Mary Wandesford. The two Side Iles have 
now each of them a handſome Door of Iron Work. Theſe were placed bere by 
the Care, or at the ſole Charge of the late Dean Finch, as his Creſt upon them teſ- 
tifies. : 

The Organ is now placed over the Choir Door, where it antiently ſtood, but 
was removed thence by Order of King Charles I, and placed oppoſite to the Bi- 
ſhop's Throne. His Majeſty giving for Reaſon, that it ſpoiled the Proſpe& of 
the fine Eaſt Window from the Body of the Church: which it certainly does. 
It was brought back in the Tear 1688. Archbiſhop Lamplugh and the then Earl 
of Strafford contributed to the Charge of it; as appears by their Arms on the 
Wood-Work. Wy. | e 

Since I have mentioned the Reaſon of the firſt Removal of the Organ, it will 
not be improper to add, from Mr Torre, what the King beſtowed upon the 
Church towards the Charge of it, and purchaſing a new Inſtrument, Sc. by 
which, and other Beneficences to the Fabrick, that excellent Monarch has juſtly 
a Place in the Table of Benefactions. 8 . 

It appears upon our Records, that on the 26th of July, 1632, in his Majeſty's 
high Commiſſion Court, before his Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners within the Pro- 
vince of Iurl, there was impoſed a Fine of One thouſand Pounds upon Edward Pay- 
lor, bſq; ot Thoraldby, for the Crime of Inceſt by him committed with Eliga- 
beth bulmer Wife of Francis Bulmer, the ſaid Edward Paylor's Siſter's Daugh- 
ter, to be paid by him to the Kings Uſe, - DS > 
Therefore King Charles I. by his Order dated Meſtminſter, Novem. 28, 8 Reg. 
and directed to the Treaſurer, Chancellor and Barons of the Exchequer, ſignifies 
that he had granted the ſame Fine of one thouſand Pound to the Dean and Reſi- 
dentiaries of the Cathedral Church of Toræ, 1 N 

1. For Repairing the Ruins of their Church. 

2. For ſetting up a new Organ. 

3. For Furniſhing and Ordering the Altar. 

4 For Enabling them to maintain a Library Keeper. 

And on March 22, 1632. Articles of Agreement were made between Dean 
Scot and other Canons Reſidentiary of the Church on the one Part, and Robert 
Dillum Blackſmith of London, on the other, touching the making a great Organ 
for the Church for two hundred and ninety ſeven Pounds, Gc. Ea. 

Anno 1634, Jobn Rawſon, Chamberlain of the Church, accounted for the lay- 
ing out the ſaid Fine of one thouſand Pounds, about the Organ, and other Disburſ- 
ments, Sc. It is Pity the Money would not reach to the ſettling the laſt Article 
of the King's Bequeſt. | „„ 

The Service-Choir is ſtill adorned with its antient Wood-Work, carved and ſet 
up with Cluſters of knotted Pinnacles of different Heights. In which are a great 
Number of ſmall Cells which have had Images of Wood in them for greater De- 
coration. Under theſe are the Stalls for the Canons, Sc. beginning with the 
Dean's Stall on the right and the Precentor's on the left Hand. Each Stall being 
aſſigned to a particular Dignitary by a written Label over it. The four Seats next 
the Pulpit are now poſſeſſed by the four Archdeacons of the Dioceſe ; though 
formerly the Lord Mayor and Aldermen ſat on that Side. Some Years ago there 
aroſe a Diſpute betwixt the Church and City about the Right of theſe Seats. 
But it was finally determined by Judge Jeffrys, Anno 1684, that the Archdea- 
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cons ſhould poſſeſs them. Whereupon his Lordſhip and his Brethren have ever 
ſince ſat on the Oppoſite Side. Over the Stall of the preaching Dignitary for the 
Day is always a moveable Table with this Title, Ordo perpetuus pro Concionibus, 
&c. The Order for Preachers in this Church was firſt begun by Archbiſhop Grin- 
dall, and conſtantly obſerved till the Year 1685; when Archbiſhop Dolben made 
a new Regulation, which was ratified by the Dean and Chapter. The reſt of the 
Seats for Vicars, Choriſters, &©c. are as uſual in other Cathedrals. The preſent 
Dean has lately cauſed Doors to be put to the Paſſages of the uppermoſt Stalls. 
In order to keep thoſe Seats, which uſed to be crowded with Mob, for the Dig- 
nitaries, Gentlemen, and better Sort of Citizens, which attend Divine Service. 


The Eagle of Braſs from which the Leſſons are read bears this Inſcription,

The Cathedra, or Throne for the Archbiſhop, is ſituated at the End of the Pre- 
bendal Stalls on the South Side. It was à plain Piece of Oak Wainſcot, no ways 


| ſuitable to the Dignity of the Primate. Archbiſhop Lamplough intended, if he 


had lived, to have erected a new one; a Draught of a then noble Deſign being ta- 
ken for it. VVV 

The Pulpit uſed to be brought, on Preaching Days, to the firſt Aſcent betwixt 
the Ladies Pews; but it being judged by the late Dean, that the Preacher's Voice, 


for want of Repercuſſion of Sound, was loſt in the Vaults of the Church, he or- 


dered the old Pulpit, which had been long diſuſed, to be placed where it now 
ſtands. But the old Throne and the Pulpit are now both taken down, and in their 
Stead are placed two others of Gothic Workmanſhip, and very ſuitable to the reſt 
of the Wood Work in the Quire. yy. ON ny 

The Aſcent from the Body of the Church, through the Choir to the Altar is 
by a Gradation of ſixteen Steps. The Altar has lately received a conſiderable Im- 
provement, as to its Situation, and the whole Church in its Beauty, by taking a- 
way a large woodden Screen, which almoſt obſtructed the View of the Eaſt Win- 
dow. This Screen was handſomely painted and gilt. It had a Door at each End, 
which opened into a Place, behind the Altar, where Antiently the Archbiſhops 
uſed to Robe themſelves at the Time of their Inthronizations, and thence pro- 
ceeded to the High Altar, where they were inveſted with the Pall. On the Top 
of this curious Screen was a Gallery for Muſick; as is uſual in Popiſßh Churches, 
for the Celebration of High Maſs. At the taking away of this the Altar was 
carried back one Arch, to a Stone Screen behind it of an excellent Gothic Archi- 
tecture; which now, not only, ſhews a Beauty in itſelf which was hid before; 
but alſo opens a View of one of the nobleſt Lights in the World. This Work was 
done by Order of the late Dean Finch; and it is a Pity ſome Deſign of an Altar- 


Piece is not pitched upon to Anſwer the building; that the Tapeſtry might be ta- 


ken away and placed on each Side _ | 

Antiently there were two Altars one on each Side the high Altar; that on the 
North Side dedicated to St Stephen, the oppoſite to the bleſſed Virgin. Concerning 
the great or high Altar we find the following Account relating to the Celebration 
of it, x h x TOs 

In the Year 1159, Pope Alexander III. ſent his Letters Mandatory: to Roger 
then Archbiſhop of Tork, commanding him, that he, togother with the Chapter 


of his Church, get it by Decree eſtabliſhed, that none do preſume to celebrate 


Maſs at the High Altar of the Cathedral Church, except he be a Biſhop or ſome 
Canon of the fame. And that none do Read the Goſpel or Epiſtle at Time of Ce- 
lebration of Maſs at this High Altar, unleſs he be a Canon of the Church. For 
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The Hiſtory of the Cathedral of York. 125 
before every Prieſt was admitted to celebrate Maſs thereat, whereby the Dignity 
of the Church was in ſome Reſpect 4irniniſhed and grown vile. 

The numerous Ornaments belongi:1g to this Altar may be ſeen in the Catalogue 
of the Church's Veſtments, Sc. taken in Henry the Eighth's Time. There is 
likewiſe a particular Account, in the Records, of ſuch Plate, Copes, Veſt- 
ments, and other Things belonging to the Choir, as they were given in Charge to 
be kept by William Ambler, Clerk of the Veſtry, Anno 1633. By which it ap- 
pears that our ſecond Reformers cleared off with what the firſt had left, 

Left the Altar ſhould again be robbed of its preſent Ornaments, Plate, &c. We 
think proper to give an Account of what it is now enriched with; as likewiſe 
the Donors of them. 

King Charles I. beſtowed upon the Church a large Quantity of Communion 
Plate; when there was ſcarce as much left, out of their long Inventory of Rich- 

es, as to perform the Office with Deceticy ; alſo a Common Prayer-Book and Bi- 
ble, large Folio, bound in Crimſon Velvet. 


Archbiſhop Stern gave Plate to the Weight of two hundred and eighteen Oun- 
ces. 

Archbiſhop Dolben gave one hundred and ninety five Ounces. 

The Lord Beaumont gave two Silver Candleſticks, weighing fifty three Oun- 
CES. 
Archbiſhop Lamplugh gave the Covering or Antependium of the Table of Crim- 
ſon Velvet, richly domed with a deep Embroidery of Gold and Fringe, with 
the Velvet for the Back of the Altar. He gave alſo three Pieces of fine Tapeſtry 
for the {ſame Uſe, He, likewiſe, erected the innermoſt Rails, and paved the 
Space with Black and White Marble. And laſtly, he gave three large Common 
Prayer-Books and a Bible for the Uſe of the Altar. 

Under the Altar are the Vaults, which are entered into at North and South 
by two Iron-grated Doors. Thoſe Vaults make an equilateral Square of fourteen 
Yards over, and are divided into four Iffes by nine ſhort middle Pillars of Stone, 
which ſupport the Arched Roof. According to the Number of theſe four Iſles, 
thete Vaults had in them as many Altars and Chantries. One of which Chantries 
was remarkable, called the Chantry at the Altar of St Mary im cryptis, where 
her Maſs was daily celebrated with Note and Organ On the Welt Side is a 
Draw-Well, with a Stone Ciſtern. 

In Winter from All Saints to Candlemas, the Choir is illuminated, at Even- 
ing Service, by ſeven large Branches. Beſides a ſmall Wax Candle fixed at every 
other Stall. 'Three of theſe Branches were the Gift of Sir Arthur Ingram, Anno 
1638; as appears by an Inſcription on each. Who alſo ſettled four Pounds per 
Annum on the Church for finding them with Lights. Two more were given by 

Ralph Lowther of Ackworth, Eſq; the laſt unkown. Theſe, with two large 
Tapers for the Altar, are all the Lights commonly made Uſe of. But on the Vi- 
gils of particular Holidays the four Grand Dignataries of the Church have each a 

Branch of ſeven Candles placed before them at their Stalls. 

There is nothing elſe to be deſcribed in the Service-Choir but what is common 
to other Cathedrals. And We ſhall be leſs particular in our Deſcription of the other 
Parts of the Church. The perſpective Views, of the Building will give the Reader 
a much better Idea of it than Words can pretend to. From the great Weſt Entrance 
we count ſeven Pillars of a Side to the Lantern ; which form eight Arches. The two 
firſt ſerve as a Baſis to the higheſt, lighteſt, and moſt extenſive Arch in the World, 
which ſupports great Part of the Weight of Two Steeples. Over the other 

Arches are placed, in Stone, the Arms of the principal Benefactors to the Fa- 
brick; one of each Side. On the Top of theſe Arches runs an open Gallery on 
both Sides the Nave. Exactly over the Joining of each Arch ſtood, formerly, an 
Image, in Stone, of the Tutelar Saints or Patrons of the ſeyeral Nations in Europe. 
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But our Zealots depoſed them all, except 
St George, whom they left for a Reaſon not 
worth mentioning : Being an idle Story 
of his Oppoſite a Dragon's Head. Over 
theſe are the Windows of this middle Ile 
adorned with Imagery and divers Coats of 
Arms. One of theſe Arches, as is here re- 
preſented, expreſſes the reſt. 

The Roof of the -Nave is Wood ; the 
Ribs or Groins of which compoſe a moſt cu- 
rious and admired 'Tracery, adorned with 
large carved Knots, which have been gilt, 
and are in the Nature of Key-Stones to ſup- 
port the Work. Each of theſe Knots re- 
preſent ſome Part of ſacred Hiſtory. The 
reſt of the Wood-Work has been formerly 
painted a Sky Colour, but the preſent Dean 
cauſed it to be all waſhed over white. 

The great Window at the Weſt End of 
the Church is a very noble Light, though 
not near ſo fine as its Oppoſite. In it is de- 
picted, in full Proportion, the Figures of 
the Eight firſt Archbiſhops and Eight Saints 
of the Church. Under this, on each Side of 
the great Doors, are placed the, Arms of 
England, probably of Edward IT, in whoſe 
Time this Part of the Fabrick was perfect- 
ed, and thoſe aſſigned to Ulphus the Saxon 

Prince; as two principal Benefactors to this 
Church. 'The whole has been filled up with

The Side Iſles are arched with Stone, the 
Spondils, as the Workmen call them, being 
Stone plaiſtered over. The Knots at the 
Angles have been curiouſly carved and 
painted. Theſe Roofs have alſo been lately 
waſhed over, beautified and repaired. Over 
each of the Entrances into theſe Iſles are 
Repreſentations of Hunting and Killing of 
Wild Beaſts in a Sort of Baſſo Relievo ; as 
allo Sampſon tearing the Lion, Sc. The 


ſixteen Windows which give Light to theſe 
Iſles, are all, except two, of the old painted 


Glaſs, and in very good Order. The up- 
permoſt Window in the North-Iſſe was ta- 


| ken Anno 1641, by ſome careful Hand, as 
a moſt curious Portrait of Royal and Noble 
Bearings ; which Window we give the Rea- 


der as a Specimen of the reſt. The Shields 
of Arms upon it are from the Top, firſt, 
St Peter, then the Imperial, England, Old 
France, Arragun, King of the Romans, 
Caſtile and Leon, Jeruſalem and Navarre. 
The Figures in Coats Armorial are, firſt, the 


Emperor 
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Emperor, King of Arragon, Old England, 


Old France, twice over, Beauchamp, Clare, 
Beauchamp again, Roſs, Mow bray, Chiford 


and Percy. 


The Eaſt End of the Church has nine 
Arches, with Arms, Galleries, Windows, and 
a Wooden Roof over it as before. In the 
uppermoſt Windows are the Figures of thoſe 
Kings, Biſhops and Noblemen, who were 
Benefactors to this Part of the Building; 
with their Arms underneath: And all in 
their Robes in moſt glorious Colours. The 
Side Iſles of the Choir are arched with Stone, 
the Windows of them wonderfully preſery'd ; 
thoſe eſpecially which are in the Tranſept or 
Croſs of the Choir cannot be too much ad- 
mired. They reach almoſt to the Roof of 
the Church, are divided into one hundred 
and eight Partitions; each of which repre-

Choir. The upper Part is a Piece of admi- 
rable Tracery; below which are one hun- 
dred and ſeventeen Partitions repreſenting 
ſo much of holy Writ that it almoſt takes in 
the whole Hiſtory of the Bible. This Win- 
dow was begun to be Glazed, at the Charge 
of the Dean and Chapter, Anno 1405, who 
then contracted with John Thornton of Co- 
ve try, Glazier, to execute it. He was to 
| receive ſor his own Work Four Shillings a 
| W-ek, and to finiſh the Whole in leſs than 
Three Years. We may ſuppoſe this Man to 
have heen the beſt Artift in his Time, for 
this Kind of Work, by their ſending ſo far 
for him. And indeed the Window ſhews it. 
We hope our Drawer and Engraver have 
don. Juſtice to his Memory. 
Onthe Wall in the North Iſle of the Choir, 
Dean Gale, who had the Intereſt of the 
Fabiick much at Heart, cauſed a large Table 
to be erected, with the Names and Dates of 
the ſeveral Founders and Benefactors to this 
Church.

The South Part of the Croſs-Iſle was built by Valter Grey; and is the Oldeſt 
Part of the whole Fabrick. The Architecture of both Ends of this le differs from 
any of the Reſt. It is raiſed upon round Stone and Marble Pillars, alternately 
running up by Cluſters to their flowered Chapiters, whereon are turned the Arch- 
es of the little Side Iſles. In Waſhing the Church over lately theſe Pillars are now 
made undiſtinguiſhable ; the ſmaller of them are of Marble, and there being no 
Quarry of the Sort in all this Country, ſome People have imagined them to be 
Factitious. But upon better Information they appear to be taken from a Quarry | 
near Petworth in Suſſex; by comparing a poliſhed. Specimen ſent by the Reverend 
Dr Langwith, Rector of that Place, and a Native of Tor“, with theſe Pillars, no 
ſenſible Difference can be obſerved betwixt them. The Doctors Memory ſuggeſt- 
ed to him that the Marble which compoſed theſe Pillars, as well as. the Pillars in 
the Chapter-Houſe, and theſe of Malter Grey's Tomb, were got out of that Quar- 
ry ; and the Diſtance from thence to Tur being no Objection, Petworrth being 
within twelve Miles of the Sea, and within four or five of a navigable River, it 
altogether has a very probable Appearance. The Doctor farther obſerves, that 
this Marble has been uſed in ſome other old Cathedrals at a greater Diſtance 
from the Quarry than Tork, particularly the Pillars in Meſtmiuſter Abby, the 
Temple Church, Salisbury Cathedral, and indeed in moſt of the large Gothick 
Buildings in Euglaud; therefore it can be no Wonder to find it in ſo expen 
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and ſtately a Building as Tork-Ainſier. From the Capitals of theſe Pillars are 
turned the Arches of the Wooden Roof; Part of which bears Teſtimony that it is 
of a later Date than the Stone Work, by an Fſcutcheon of Arms of King Edward 
III, being carved on a Centre Knot on the North Side of the Lanthorn. The 
Roof of this Part of the Building is fo low, that it obſtructs ſome Part of the Up- 
per Windows at both Ends. This can proceed from nothing but what has been 
before hinted in the Deſcription of the Out Side of the Weſt End of the Church, 


that it had a Stone Roof once upon it, and being judged too heavy, this was built 


under it, and the Upper Roof taken away; which occaſions it to be fo much low- 
er than it ought to be. | 


The South End of the Church is enlightened by ſix Windows, that at the Top 


being the moſt remarkable. It is a fine Piece of Maſonry in Form of a Wheel, 


or, as Mr Torre writes, a Marygold ; from whence it is called the Marygold Win- 
dow, it's colour'd Glaſs repreſenting an Image of that Flower. The firſt Window 
over the Clock-houſe is adorned with a large Image of St William, habited in 
Pontificalibus, with his Shield of Arms under his Feet. The ſecond Window con- 
fiſts of two Lights, and hath at the Top of both a ſmall Image of an old King ſit- 
ting in Azure Robes with a Globe in his Hand, placed in Triangle to the Sun and 
Moon on each Side below. Withont Doubt this Figure was deſigned to repreſent 


God the Father; many Inſtances of the like Nature in the Churches Abroad in 


Painting, Sc. ſhew that the Catholicks have frequently aimed at a Repreſentation 


of that immenſe and inſcrutable Deity. On one Side is a large Image of St Peter, 


on the other that of St aul; with their Inſignia underneath them. In the laſt is 
the Figure of St Wilfrid in Robes as before, and under him is placed an Eſcutcheon 
of Arms, which, Mr Torre ſays, is aſcribed to that Prelate. 

In one of the Windows under the former is depicted a Magiſtrate in his Gown, 
Kneeling at a Desk; below it is this imperfect Inſcription,

Archbiſhop's Conſiſtorial Court is in one of the Side Iſles to this Part of the Build- 

ing. As alſo the Dean and Chapter's near the Chapter-houſe Doors. 

Windows of theſe ſmall Side Iſles are, or were, the following Bearings, Lord La- 

timer, over the Entrance, a Saxon King, &crope Archbiſhop. St Paul. Azure a 

Chevron ingrailed inter three Hinds Heads eraſed Or. Malbyſs. On the other 
Side was, in Mr Torre's Time, the antient Arms of the See, impailed with Vert 
three Roebucks Trippant Argent, attired Or. Archbiſhop Rotheram. 
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The North Part of the Tran- 
ſept, though of a later Date, is of 
the ſame Gh Taſte as the for- 
mer, for which Reaion this Repre- 
ſentation of one Arch will give the 
Reader an Idea of all. It is here 
to be noted, that the Arches in 
both theſe Ends of the Church are 
bolder, and nearer Segments of a 
Circle, than what was built in ſuc- 
ceeding Times. In the Auglo-MVor- 
man Age, all their Arches made 


Uſe of in Churches, were nearer 
to the Roman Taſte, than the acu- 


ter Oxeye Arch, which came after- 


wards into Faſhion. Several antient 


Seals of Churches which are finely 
drawn in a Manuſcript of the late 
celebrated John Anſtis, EG Garter 
King, do Witneſs the Truth of 
this. For here the Repreſentations 


of their oldeſt Churches are made 


Uſe of for Seals, after the newer 
were rebuilt by the Eccleſiaſticks 
of ſucceeding Ages. 'The End of 
this Building is beautified with 
five noble Lights which conſtitute 
one large Window ; and reach al- 
moſt from Top to Bottom of this 
North End; this - Window has 
been called the Few! Window, 
but for what Reaton we know not. 
There is alſo a Tradition that five 


Maiden Siſters were at the Expence 


of theſe Lights ; the Painted Glaſs 
. them repreſenting a Kind of 
Embroidery or Needle-Work, 
might perhaps give Occaſion for 
this Story. Theſe Windows are 


of a very uncommon Make, and 


are about fifty Feet high and five 


Feet broad a- piece. In the Year 
1715, they were much ſet off in 
their Beauty, by a ſmall Border 

and illuſtrates it wonderfully. The 
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We come laſt to deſeribe the great 
Tower or Lanthorn-Steeple, as it is 
commonly called, I ſuppoſe, from bear- 
ing a Reſemblance to that Luminary. 
It is founded on four great Pillars; each 
compoſed of Cluſters of round Columns 


gradually leſs as they conjoin the Body 


of it. Over the four great Arches 
theſe Pillars make, are placed eight 
Coats of Arms, two and two of a Side. 
On the Weſt the Arms of England, 
the Flowers de Lis diſtinguiſhed ; with 
the Arms of Edward the Confeſſor. 
On the Eaſt the Pallium or ancient 
Bearing of the See of Tork and St. 
Wilfrid. To the North the Arms aſ- 
figned to two Saxon Kings, Edwin and 
Edmund the Martyr. And on the 
South the peculiar Arms of the Church 
and thoſe of Walter Skirlaw the great 
Bene factor to this Part of the Building. 


The Arms of England ſne w that this 
Steeple was not finiſhed till the Reigns 


of Henry V. or VI. who were the firſt 
that altered the old French Bearing. 
Over theſe Arms are ſeveral Flowers, 


Cherubims, and Cloiſtered Cells for 


Images, till you come to a handſome 
Stone Balcony or Terras which is em- 
battled, and goes quite round the 
Squares of the Tower. The Windows 
are Eight in Number, two on a Side. 
The Roof is adorned with Tracery, 


Archwiſe, with Wooden Beams gilt 
and knotted. The Centre Knot, which 


is the largeſt, is carved, and repreſents 
the two Images of St Peter and St 
Paul, with a Church betwixt them. 

In the Joining the old Work to this 


new Steeple there is ſomewhat remark- 
able to be taken Notice of. Upon a 


View may be obſerved, that from each 
End of the Croſs, and on each Side, 
proceed two Arches of a large Sweep, 
and a third is begun of the ſame Di- 
wenſions. But by the Interpoſition of 
the North and South Ifles, of the Nave 


and Choir, they are interſected, and let 


drop into four ſuch narrow Arches, 
that one of them was thought fit anti- 
ently to be filled up, and the reſt have 
lately been the fame ; as judging them 
no Support to the Fabrick without it. 
By this we may learn how difficult it 
was to join the New Building to the 
Old, and yet preſerve Regularity. What 


is omitted in the Deſcription of this Part 
of the Church may be ſupplied from 


the Draught of the Croſs View of it. 
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To conclude this low Account of this magnificent Fabrick, but which indeed 
no Words can illuſtrate as it ought to be, We ſhall only ſay, that it is a Building 
of that Magnitude and Extent, that, even in thoſe Ages which affected the ereQ- 
ing of Religious Structures, it took near two Centuries to compleat. Since which 

it has ſtood above three more, and hitherto eſcaped the Teeth of corroding Time 
by Wind and. Weather; or, what is much more deſtructive than either of them, 
Party Leal, Let it be then the Prayers of all good Men, that this glorious Build- 
ing, the great Monument of our Forefathers Piety, may never want a Governor, 
leſs devoted to its Preſervation, than the two laſt actually were, or the preſent 
ſeems to be. That this Fabrick may ſtand firm, and tranſmit to late Poſterity the 
Virtues of its Founders ; and continue, what it has long been, not only a ſingular 
Ornament to the City, and theſe Northern Parts, but to the whole Kingdom. 

The particular Rents aſſigned for the Support of the Fabrick amounts, accord- 
ing to Mr Torre's Calculation, but to One Hundred and Seventy One Pounds Two 
Shillings and Eight Pence per Annum ; beſides St Peter's Part as a Reſidentiary. 
There has fince been an Addition made to theſe Rents by a Legacy left the Church 
of One thouſand Pounds, by William Earl of Strafford ; which purchaſed Lands 
in Barrowby and Little-Leek, to the Value of Forty Eight Pounds per Annum. 
Theſe Annual Sums, and what accrues ſometimes upon the Renewal of Leaſes, 
are all that is now left to keep and maintain this vaſt Building in Repair. But, 
{mall as they are, the Sectaries under their Adminiſtration, would needs have in- 
volved them in the common Sale of the Dean and Chapter's Revenues. By 

which Means this noble Fabrick muſt long &'er this have been a Heap of Ruins. 
The Magiſtracy of Tork was ſomewhat alarmed at it, and wrote a ſpecial Letter to 
their then Repreſentatives in Parliament, in order to put a Stop to this moſt ſcan- 
dalous Affair. A Copy of the original Letter is here ſubjoined, to ſhew the Dan- 
ger this glorious Fabrick run in thoſe pious Times of Reformation.

O the foregoing Hiſtory of this moſt anguſt Fdifice, we ſhall only add a 
| ſummary Account of the new Works, carried on and completed by the 
late and prefent worthy Governors of this Cathedral. 
In the Year 1733 the Roof of the Great Tower was repaired, and the Dome 
intirely new covered with Lead, at an Expence of about 600/ 
In the Year 1736 the new and beautiful Pavement of this Church was com- 
pleated, the Expence of which amounted to 2500 J. and upwards; which conſi- 
derable Sum was raiſed chicfly by Contribution from the Novility, Clergy, and 
Gentry of the County. — In the taking up of the old Pavement the following 
Rings were found. | ES 
Archbiſhop Serwali's. who died Anno 1258, a plain Ruby ſet in Gold. 
Archbiſhop Greenfiela's, who died Anno 1315, a plain Ruby tet in Gold. 
Archbiſhop Bowet's, who died 4729 1423, a Compolition tet in Gold, with 
this Motto, Honnor et Foy. 1 „ 
Archbiſhop Neville's, who died Anno 1476, a Saphire ſet in Gold. 
Archbiſhop Lee's, who died Aue 15.44, Glaſs ſet in Copper gilt. 
Tn the Year 1737, the Inſide of the Church was cieaned throughout. 
fn the Year 17.0, the Pulpit, the Ladies Seats, and the Throne for the Arch- 
biſhop were rebuilt. Theſe are all of Oak, completed in the Gothick Taſte 
ſuitable to the reſt of the Building, and have a fine and beautiful Effect. 
In the Year 1741, all the Doors were rew lined, and finiſhed in the ſame 
'Taſte, conformable to the other Parts of the Building. 1 
In the Year 1744, the Covering of the Chapter-Houſe was ſtripped and new 
leaded, at the Expence of above 500 /——On a thorough Survey of this Part 
of the Building when thus laid open, in which the moſt curious Workmanſhip ap- 
pear'd, it was computed by very good Judges, that the Timber employed in ſup- 
porting the Roof would, at this Time, coſt 1000 l. COR . 
In the Year 1745, the large South-Eaſt Pinacle was thrown down by Light- 
ening, and the prodigious Stones which compoled it carried to a confiderable 
Diſtance : Another was ſoon after etected in its Place, in every reſpect equal to the 
former. | 
The above uſeful and expenſive Undertakings were carried on and compleated 
by the commendable Care and Diligence of its late worthy Governor, Dr. Osbal- 
deſton, of Hutton-Buſhel, in this County, advanced in the Year 1747, to the See of 
Carliſie; in whoſe Place this Church is again very fortunate, in having a — 
— — 5 
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and active Governor tet over it, Dr. John Fountayne, of Melton, in this County 
alſo, the preſent Dean, whole Concern lor the Perſervation and Beauty of this Fa- 
brick, ever ſince his Promotion, has been inferior to none of his Predeceſſors. 

In the Year 1751, the Pinacles of the North-Weſt Tower were blown down 
with ſuch Violence, that they brought with them to the Ground the whole Roof, 
the Floors betwixt, and demoliſhed Part of the new Pavement : At the fame Time 
the Roof of the South- Weſt Tower being found out of Repair, both Rooſs were 
new leaded, and all the Pinaclcs re-eſtabliſhed, The Expence of which amounted 
to near 600 J. 

In the Year 1752, the old Clock which was grown uſeleſs by Age, and whoſe 
very large Gothick Cate covered the Wall betwixt the South Door and the 
Chapel for Farly Prayers, and blocked np one of the Windows, was removed; 
_ inſtead of which, an elegant and excellent Clock was made by that celebrated 
Artiſt Mr. Jobn Hindley, of this City, at the Expence of near 300 J. — As the 
Minſter Clock is that by which the Inhabitants of the City chiefly regulate their 
Hours, they were conſiderable Contributors towards the Expence of this Work. 

In the Year 1753, An Accident happened which was near proving fatal to this 
auguſt Edifice, and threatned to lay all its Honours in the Duſt. By the Careleſsneſs 
of the Workmen, a Chafing-Diſh of Coals, which was ufed in fixing the Lead up- 
on the Roof, had been left by them in one of the Lead Gutters; by the Heat of the 
Coals, the Wood, under the Lead, which was extremely dry, took Fire, and blaz d 
out with great Rapidity before it was diſcovered ; as ſoon as it was ſeen, which 
was about Eight o Clock in the Evening, the Inhabitants of the City were in the 
greateſt Conſternation, and ran from all Quarters to aſſiſt in extinguiſhing it, which 
by the Means of a Number of Water Engines, was happily effected, aſter it had 
burnt a conſiderable Part of the Roof over the little Ile in the South Crols, 
The Damage done by this Fire was, with great Diligence, repaired by the active 
Care of the preſent Dean. on. 

This Year the two Chapels next to the Clock were fitted up anew for Early 
Prayers, aſter a Diſuſe of half a Century; they are done in a very decent and con- 
venient Manner. The Prayers now begin at Six o Clock the Summer half Year, 
and at Seven in the Winter: Formerly they were performed in the Choir at Six, 
the whole Year through. In one of theſe Chapels, vi. in that neareſt the Clock, 
the Dean and Chapter's Court 1s likewiſe held. | OS 
I ſhould not forget to mention here a Curioſity lately added to the Colle&ion 
kept in the Veſtry, and committed to the Care of the Vergers ; which is a large, 
rich, and ſuperb Paſtoral Staff, of Silver, about ſeven Feet in Length, with a 
Virgin and a young Saviour in her Arms placed within the Bend of it; under 
- which, on one Side, are engraven the Arms of Katharine of Portugal, Queen 
Dowager of England, who gave this Staff to one Smith her Confeſſor, nominated 
to be the Popiſh Archbiſhop of 7ork by King James II. in the Year 1687. On 
the other Side are d ith's Family Coat of Arms, with a Mitre and Croſier, and a 
Cardinal's Cap over them; ſo confident was this Man in his Expectations of being 
raiſed to that Dignity: Which, however, he was fo far ſrum attaining, that with- 
in a little Time this magnificent Enſign of his Paſtoral Office was wreſted from him, 
by a Party headed by the Earl of Dandy, afterwards Duke of Leeds, when he 
was marching in a folemn Proceſſion from the publick Romiſn Chapel in the 
Mannor, near St. Marys Abbey, to the Cathedral of Tork ; where his Influence, 
at that Time, had ſo far obtained as to have the great Weſt Doors opened to re- 
ceive, him, This Staff was afterwards depoſited in the Hands of the Dean and 
Chapter | ; | 


Wee muſt not omit that the Organ has lately been much improved; and that in 
this preſent Year 1754, the Front of the Stalls at the Weſt-End of tlie Choir have 


been raiſed and decorated in a Taſte conformable to the Elegancy of this Build-
